Dear Sir; 

During the last year I have called the attention of the 
various Department Inspectors who visited the school to the condition 
ef the school laundry,and pointed out the unsatisfactory conditions 
under which the girls are doing the laundry work as well as the state 
of the present equipment,and its inadequacy for doing the work. 

I find that the gearing of the present washers 4s badly 
worn,and aleo ef the extractor. There is no flatwork imoner provided, 
and all the ironing must be done by hand. The three stoves for heating 
the present laundry work are a fire hazard and also can not be used 
to do satisfactory work. The flue drafts have never been successfully 
controlled so that the leundry is filled with smoke whenever the 
atoves are lighted,and this smoke spreads up to the upper floors causi 
considerable damage to the walls of the building. 

As a number of our girls are under tubercular 
treatment only the stronger pupils can be given the laundry work,and 
it is imperative that the work be lightened for them as much as pos 
ible. At the present time about three days a week are used in COP, 
leting the laundering. It is also necessary for sanitary reesons that 
the clothing be well washedjwhich at present is practically impossible. 

Some time ago you suggested that I make an estimate of the 
cost ef installing necessary machinery for the consideration of the 
Department. Accordingly I requested Mr Parks to make an estimate of the 
cest,which Mr Parks has already forwarded to you. 

I will esteem it a favour if you will take the matter! up 
with the Department at your earliest convenience with a view to setion 


in the near future.

Following your instructions, investigations 
of a suitable supply for St.fugene School were con- 
tinued along the lines suggested in my report number 
254, dated June 25, 1930. 


SYNOPSIS OF PREVIOUS RY PORT 

St.Mary's river and St.Josephts creek are 
the most readily available sources of supply. 
St.Joseph's oreek, however, is very badly contaminated 
throughout the year. 

The St.Mary's river water was found, after 
investigations extending over a year, to be contamin- 
ated for about one-half of the year, with the probab- 
ility of an increase in the degree of polution in the 
future. It was coneluded that only in the event of 
failure to secure a suitable supply from underground 


sources should the St.Mary's be developed. 


SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS 


Since the submission of that report an under- 


ground supply has been located on the school property 
at an approximate distance of three-quarters of a mile 
from the school buildings. While it may have been 
possible to secure a similar supply in closer proximity 
to the school, the possibility of contamination through 


seepage from St.Joseph's creek had to be considered.

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This prospective source of supply provides 
a flow of approximately 25 g.p.m., sufficient for all 
domestic requirements. Tests of the water bacteriol- 
Ogically and chemically found it suitable in all 
respects for domestic use, 

The springs rise at a lower elevation than 
where the school is situated and although it is poss- 
ible to provide a gravity flow to within three hundred 
feet of the school, pumping would be necessary to 


service the school. 


FIRE PROTECTION 

This source of supply can not readily be 
developed to provide for fire protection for the 
following reasons. The delivery from the springs is 
so small that storage to the extent of @ proximately 
60,000 gallons would be necessary to provide for 
minimum requirements, which for such an institution 
should be a rate of flow of 500 gal.per minute for a 
period of 2 hours. Such a large amount of storage is 
not very desirable for domestic purposes, especially 
so as the average rate of use does not exceed 4000 
gals.per day, and as all water in this area has a 
slight alaklinity, short storage p@wiods are most 
desirable, 

In view of the limited rate of flow of these 
springs investigations were extended to a consider- 
ation of procuring an additional supply for fire 
protection from either St.Josephts creek by gravity, 
or from the St.Mary's river by an auxiliary pumping 


plant. The system to be adopted for this purpose will, 
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to a large extent, control the design of the system 


for supplying domestic requirements. 


DEVELOPMENT FOR DOMTSTIC WATER SUPPLY 

Neglecting the problem of fire protection 
for the moment o suitable supply of water for domestic 
use may be developed by making use of the present plant 
at an estimated outlay of $5660.00. 

In this development the water would be 
veyed from the springs by pipe line to a storage 
reservoir of 5000 gals. capacity at point on the 
suction line of the present system from which it 
be pumped as required. The cost of a new engine is 
{neluded as the present one is worn out and is not of 
a type which may economically be rebuilt. 

This system would work satisfactorily for 
some years, or until such time as the pneumatic 
or the suction line would have to be replaced. 
these are buried at an average depth of 13 feet 
ground surface, it is not possible to determine 
any degree of accuracy their present condition. 
least expenditure, however, would be ineurred by 
adopting this system.

attached marked Appenfix I. Plan of development and 


profile of pipe line are included under Appendix II.

DEVELOPMENT OF GRAVITY SUPPLY FROM ST.JOSEPH'S CREEK 


FOR FIR® PROTECTION 


The cost of developing a gravity supply from 
St.Joseph's Creek for fire protection in conjunction 
with the system for domestic supply from the springs 
has been estimated at $27,527.00. 
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The present equipment consisting of 
pneumatic tanks, compressor, etc., would be made use 
of for the purpose of supplying domestic needs, the 
same system being adopted as is at present in use. 
Suitable housing, however, would be provided for this 
equipment. 

The system for fire protection would consist 
of a reservoir in the creek bed of approximately 
100,000 gal. capacity, and a pipe line slightly over a 
mile in length with a head of 135 feet, which would 
deliver 500 g.pem. continuously at a hydrant pressure 
of 45 lbs. 

The reservoir is necessary, although the flow 
of the creek does not fall below 500 g.pem., the rate 
required for fire protection, to avoid possibility of 
interference with other users during the irrigation 


season. 


Two standard two-way outside hydrants are 
provided with suitable shelters, hose and equipment, 
and in addition one inside hydrant with hose and hose 
rack would be installed on each floor of the school 
building. 

Included in this estimate is an amount of 
$1200.00 for development of power from the pipe line 
during the non-irrigation period. The purpose of the 
power installation is for pumping the domestie supply, 
and it would in addition provide for school lighting 
for the greater part of the year. 

This power development could only be made 
possible by the adoption of the gravity system, as 


otherwise it would be uneconomical to install. 
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Plan and profiles of pipe lines as well as 
detailed estimate of cost are attached hereto, marked 
Appendix II. 

There is, however an impediment to the 
immediate development of this project owing to the 
existence of a record for the development of power. 
While there are also prior rights for irrigation pur- 
poses, these are all held by the school or for the 
benefit of the school. 

Negotiations have been instituted with the 
holder of this power record for the relinquishment 
to the school of prior rights to sufficient water to 
fill the requirements for fire protection. Should it 
not be possible to affect such an arrangement, the 
projected development would be undesirable. 


DEVELOPMENT OF SUPPLY FROM ST.MARY'S RIVER FOR FIRE 
PROTECTION PURPOSES. 


PROTEC ON Us 
The cost of developing a system capable of 
providing for fire protection requirements from 
St.Mary's river together with the system for domestic 
use from the springs is estimated at $21,110.00. 
This development would provide for the 
accumulation of 10,000 gals. of spring water at a 
low elevation to be pumped to a higher elevation 
for a gravity supply to the school. Storage at the 
reservoir would be about 15,000 gals., sufficient 
for daily requirements and a reserve available for 
emergency. To provide for fire protection an 
additional pump of 500 g.pwm capacity would be 
installed with its intake in the St.Mary's river. 
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The present pump would be used for Supplying domestic 
requirements. Duplicate pipe lines would be laid as 
far as the school to avoid the possibility of the 
domestic supply being contaminated by that from the 
St.Mary's river, 

The pump house to shelter both sets of 
equipment would be located one-quarter mile from the 
school. 

Plan, profile and estimate of cost are 


attached, marked Appendix III. 


COMPARISON OF SYSTEMS 

In submitting these two proposals for consid- 
eration an attempt was made to maintain as nearly as 
possible, the same standard for each service. 

This has been maintained in the domestic 
supply but in the case of the supply for fire protec- 
tion, the service would not be quite on the same basis 
of comparison, Whereas the gravity supply could be 
maintained indefinitely at full capacity, the pressure 
is limited to 45 lbs. at the hydrant. The service is, 
however, available instantly and would fill all 
requirements for fire protection, except possibly in 
the case of a high wind. 

In the case of the pumping plant, it is of 
necessity located at a considerable distance from the 
school. To offset this, however, storage has been 
arranged to provide for the time lost in placing the 
fire pump in operation. The pumping plant would have 
an equal rate of flow to that of the gravity system 
but would deliver at 60 lbs. hydrant pressure when in 


operation, 
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It will be noted that without considering 
Gapital cost and depreciation that the gravity system 
would show a saving of about $400.00 per year to the 
institution over the pumping plant installation, due 
to its ability to take care of the pumping and electric 
light load for from 8 to 9 months in the year. 

A comparative statement of carrying charges, 
depreciation and operating expenses is attached, marked 


Appendix IV. 


CONCLUSLONS 

For sach an institution where adult assist- 
ance is limited, the absence of one individual 
required to operate a pump in the event of a fire 
would be a considerable handicap. In all, it is 
considered that the gravity system would prove the 


more suitahle.

It is vital that a proper supply of domestic 
water be supplied. I went into the whole question with the 
Indian Agent, and have read the Report prepared by Mr Warren 
on this matter. 

I personally examined the new springs, which 
have been located above the school. These have been cleared 
out a little more since “r Warren's visit. He I think estimated 
the flow as 25 gallons per minute. I think that now that the 
main spring has been cleared the flow is nearer 50 gallons per 
minute. The water simply boils up in the spring from the 
rock to a height of about 8 feet through fine sand. If this 
water were piped down to below the school on the St Mary's River 
side, it could be pumped to the school through the existing 
pipe line. This pipe line is buried to a depth of seven or 
eight feet and I do not know what condition it is in. 

To protect the school from & serious fire, it 
would be necessary to have a supply of water from some other 
source, and this has been fully dealt with in Mr. Warren's 
Report. If I may be permitted to do so0,I should like to say 
that the less expensive scheme of pumping the water from the 
St Mary River appears to me to be the better of the two plans. 
Though the question of fire protection is of course important, 
it is vital that the school be supplied at the earliest moment 
with an adequate domestic supply- 


LIGHT: 


The electric light engine has been overhauled during the 
last year. It is a 15 H.-P. Otto, and with the attached dynamo 
is now in good condition. 

The light supplied to the school is poor. This is due 
to the fact that the batteries need to be renewed. They will 
not hold a charge. I wish to recommend that new batteries be 
gupplied this summer. The old batteries are now in use for the 
past three years. 


HEATING: 


This is by a hot water system. The system is working 
well. The fire brick in the furnace needsto be renewed, as the 
pricks are quite burned out. 


PA ING: 


The exterior woodwork of the school needs repainting. 
This of course would be a contract matter. If the funds now 
available for repairs at this school are low, I should think 
that the painting might be postponed for another year.

Ve recently made 2 p on the batteries just 
shipped to the Mission ial Sch nd beg to report the 
following, 

The batteries when shippedwere improperly packed and 
the electrolyte has spilled over in every crate, It is total 
loss and will have to be replaced, 

The battery lugs were left projecting thru the top o 
crates and when the crates were stacked the jars in twenty six 
of the units were broken beyond repair, 

In the broken jars the plates have already a coaging 
of sulphate which will be difficult to remove, 

ve have not the prices immeadiately available to use 


e 


in arriving at the cost of putting these batteries in shape, 
We sincerely believe that it would to expensive as the resulting 
batteries would be far from first class shape, 

We also examined the bank of batteries now in us¢at the 
school, and find the following, 

The electrolyte has a specific eravity of only 1050, 

It should be when charged 1280, 

The plates are in very good condition altho they have 
fered a preat deal of abuse, 

The unit is not cleanly kept nor is it dry, This results 
in a leakage which accounts for the inability of the persons in 
charge to keep the batteries charged, 

The electrolyte being so weak will not allow the batteries 
to attain thier full voltage or amperage after being placed on charge, 
This means that the assembly is only working at about half capacity 
all the time and results in very unsatisfactory operation, 

We respectfully advise that the electrolyte be changed in the 
batteries now in use and the same being brought up to full charge, 
This we feel confident would give the school a very fair set of 
batteries and would be better and cheaper than attempting to repair 
the damaged ones, 

There is also some wiring to be replaced on the battery 
rack which is necessary to efficient operation of the plant, 

We would be pleased to give you an estimate on this work 
and will give you it as soon as we recieve prices on the required 
acid,

Replying to your telegram of the 30th ultimo, 
relative to the damage in transit of the storage 
battery shipped from Duck Lake for the use of the 
Kootenay Indien Residential School, I have to inform 
you that the original cost of this battery, which 
was supplied the Duck Lake Indian Residential School 
in February, 1925, was $2,475. They were purchased 
from the Canada West Electric Limited, Regina, and 
coneisted of one complete £13 Manchester Chloride 
Battery, consisting of 56 complete cells and Electro~ 
lyte, Hydrometer, Thermometer, Socket Wrenches and 
Weston Portable Voltmeter. This battery wes in use 
st the above school until Janusry, 1931. I enclose 
herewith the Way Bill covering shipment of this 
battery from Duck Lake. 


When you have ascertained the smount of 
damage to the battery, you should make claim against 
the Railway Oompany. For your information, I may 
say that the Principal of the Duck Leake School was 
instructed to obtain the services of a competent man 
to assist the engineer at the School to properly 
prepare end pack the battery for shipment, and the 
Principal aesured us that the packing and all the 
work was done properly and carefully. 


In any event, whether the Railway Company 
makes wood the damage or not, it will be necesrary 
to place these batteriee in wood order for use at 
the Kootenay School, end I have to request that you 
rill advise the Department as to what repairs are 
required and the approximate cost of sane, when 
consideration will be given to authorizing having 
the work carried out, and you will be further advised.

Memorandum to Mr. \ebb:- 


Re: St. “ary's Sehool, Mission, 
iater Supply. , 


An inspeetion was made of the 
reservoir of the above mentioned water 
system on the 24th of May. I found that 
repairs had been effected to the leak in 
the reservoir »y the school suthoritics 
but thet a leak was occurring through the 
eFeek bank above the reservoir which would 
not allow it to fill completely. 


As I was unable to see the 
Principal of the school at the time of my 
visit, I interviewed It. “d- Purcell who 
has charge of the system and under whose 
supervision repsirs tc the reservoir were 
carried out. He stated that the probable 
cause of the leak was the mwesence of poor 
ground at a point about two feet up from the 
bed of the reservoir and in close proximity 
to lerge tree. This poor material as 
well os the tree root was removed and the 
locality refiliei with good material and 
tamped. I informed Mr. 2urcell of the other 
leak above the reservoir of which he stated 
he was aware anc also that he expected to 
repair the leak shortly. 


So long as there is sufficient water 
for the use of the school services no camage 
is likely to oceur as a result of such leaks. 
The volume of water stored is not large and 
there is sufficient drainage to take care 
of such occurrences. The material in which 
the reservoir was excavated has helo water 
sugeessfully for over twenty years with very 
small loss, if any. It has been owing to the 
enlargement of the original pond and the break- 
ing into new ground that resulted in uncovering 
the weak spots in the soil. Since these have 
been remedied as they have occurred, at very 
small cost, there is no reason to suppose that 
the reservoir will not hold water successfully,

The size of the jars 
was different than any manufactured in Canada, and these 
had to be of the proper size and shape in order to accom- 
odate the plates. The information contained in the 
Department's telegram of June 6th enabled Mr. Ward of the 
Modern Hlectric, Cranbrook, to eventually get quotations, 
and I am now in receipt of his estimate of the cost of 
repairs necessary to put the batteries in good working 
ordere This I beg to enclose herewith. 


I would respectfully call the attention of the 
Department to Mr. Ward's estimate of the cost of install- 
ing the batteries. I have examined the wiring referred 
to and would strongly recommend that it be renewed. It 
is in very bad shape and is likely to cause short circuits.

I regret very much that there has been a delay in the install- 
ation ef our domestic supply of water,and that,on account of the lateness 
ef the season the work may be delayed till spring. 

The installation of a suitable sanitary supply of 
water is an absolute necessity in this scheol as the spring from which 
we have been carrying water daily is used by a number of people and the 
numher is increasing every year. After every shower of rain the water 
cabnot be used and a supply must be secured from the springs three- 
quarters of a mile distant. It is difficult for me to ask the people 
to send their children to the school as long as this condition lasts. 

I wish to point out too,tnat our pumping engine in present 
use is worn out,as was stated in Ir Webb's report. Many small repairs 
had to be made to it last term and in all probability it will i0t 
last through the winter. If it breaks down through the winter a serious 
situation would arise,as our heating system as well as our water 
supply depends in the proper functioning of the water pumping engine. 

I would urge the Department to install a new engine without delay.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
Slst March, 1932, file No. 155-0-5, with reference to the 
installing of a small generator for use at Kootenay Indian 
Residential School. 


I beg to submit that the present electric light plant 
is operating quite satisfactorily, but the cost of operating 
the larger engine is excessive. By using @ small generator 
a saving of at least $30.00 per month would be made, and I 
would respectfully submit that it would also result in a 
direct saving in repairs to the present engine sufficient to 
pay for the generator in a year or two at most. In addition, 
owing to the 10 4% reduction in the per capita grant for the 
school, it is very necessary that the Reverend Principal keep 
running expenses reduced to a minimum, and the installation 
of the small generator would assist greatly in doing so.

I wish to submit herewith a lid@t of necessary improvements 
for our school property with a view to securing the aid of the Department. 
hany of these improvements cin be carried out with school labor, thus 
it is not necessary for us to supply the labor cost but only the estimate 


of material required, 
School Building 


Laundry. 

At the present time laundry work is done without adequate fac- 
ilities. The ;resent equipment is badly worn and entails much labor 
to handle the ordinary school washing. An estimate of proposed install- 
ations was given to the Department during the past yerr. 

Hire protection. 

It is recognized tnat the school now has satisfactory fire 
protection for the lives of the staff and children, rxits have been 
provided and sufficient chemicals to give protection,as well es careful 
patrolling. However the value of the j;eoperty warrants a much greater 
system of fire ;rotection. The present chemical syatem is entirely 
inadequate for the needs of the building. 

Two alternate proposals for a suitable system have been 
outlined by the Waterpower and Hydrom tric Branch and were submitted 
to the Department some time ago. One of these celled for the sacuring 
of power rights on Joseph's Creek. Steps have recently been taken to 
sacure all aveilable power on this creek and we hope to have something 


definite on the subject during the year.

The exterior of the main school building is badly in need of

advisable to have the work dome by the school pupils. This estimate

Entrance Repairs. 

Attention s#hould be directed to the entrances to the basement 
and side doors on each end of the muin building. The steps leading to 
the basement are constructed of cement and have no overhead ;rotection 
from water or snow dropping or sliding from the roof, They are protect-~ 
ed by guard rails only which are not sufficient,especially in the 
case of the younger childrem. Unless these entrances are watched 
continually while the children are in the recreation grounds there is 
danger of a serious accident as there is a drop over the guard rails 
of about ten feet to the cement steps below, The estimated cost of 
an iron bar guard of sufficient strength for the ;urpose is aj proximatel 
$750.00 for both entrances installed. This includes a roof guard 
over the top to shed water and snow or ice. 

In the winter both entrances to the basement in their 


present state cannot be used at «ll. 


Painting, Interior 
In order to keep the interior of the building clean 
to ,;revent depreciation it is necessary to do sme painting and 
ishing every year. }ractically all of the basewent walls except 
dining room need recalsomining and this would take a4 supply of 
calsomine estimated to cost approximately $75.00,the work to be 
by the school instructors and students. 
School Desks. 
The desks which ere in ;resent use an the junior room are 
of the double type and should be replaced by single desks for the 


more efficient handling of pupils. Arproximately 40 desks are required, 
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School Estinates (3) 


rar@Pruiidings and grounds. 


Barn. 

Sonsiderable alterati ns and repair work are necessary to the 
parn as well as painting both the interior and emterior, An estimate 
of these proposed improvemants was forwarded to the Department last year. 
However if the materiais only were supplied I think that this work could 
now be carried out under the direction of the inetructors with the aid 
of the senior boys. “rrroxiwately 4500.00 worth #f materials rould be 


needed for the work. 


Poultry end piggery.houses, 

The present poultry house is large enough for only 50 birds. Tt 
is much desired to heve a total of 200 birds for the use of the school. 
A much larger building would be necessary. e heave no’ accommodation 
other than the barn for raising hogs,and housing hogs along with dairy 
stock is not a satisfactory ppoposition. 

If sufficient lumber were sujplied it would be possible 

to construct both of these buildings with the help of the school 
instructors. The estimated cost of the materials for both buildings would 


be $700.C0 


Fencing. 

An ewtinate of $349.00 was submittdd last year for fencing for 
hog pastures. In order to protect our farm crops it is necessary to 
provide suitable fencing. 

To improve the appearance of the buildings, considerable 
fencing for the school grounds is necessary. It is estimated that the 
present’ fencing which has served its purpose and is badly dilapidated 


can be replaced at a cost of $700.00 


In placing these estimates before you I realize that we can 
hardly hope to make all of these improvements this year. However I would 
suggest that all of these are necessary «nd should be carried out at the 
earliest opportunity.

I beg to respectfully recommend thet in order to 
prevent deterioration, both the exterior end interior of the 
school should be painted. I beg to suggest that the painting 
and entrance repairs recommended are of first importance, and 
I trust thet funds will be available to have this work done 
during the present fiscal year. 


The fencing and repairs to the cow barn, piggery and 
hpoultry houses are also badly needed, and it will be of great 
assistance to the school if these repairs can be made. As 

pointed out by the Reverend Principal, the greater part of 
this work can be done by the instructors and the senior boys 
in the school. 


The school laundry equipment is in very poor condition, 
but I feel that it is possible to get elong as at present for 
another year and that other repairs are of more importance. 


In the matter of providing adequate fire protection 
for the school, I regret that a certain amount of difficulty 
has been encountered in securing the power rights on Joseph 
creek, but when the necessary arrangements have been made I 
trust the Department will give this important matter their 
earnest consideration. 


I beg to submit that after having exemined the entrances 
to the basement and side doors at the school Messrs Sainsbury 
& Ryan, Contractors, stated they were very dangerous in their 
present condition and that the repairs should be made before 
next winter.

Memorandum: 


MR. WILLIAMS. 


Referring to memorandum of the 29th instant 
from the Minister's Private Secretary, regarding the 
painting snd repair work proposed at any of the 
buildings in the Kootenay Indian Agency, I have to say, 
with reference to the Kootenay Indian Residential School, 
Cranbrook, B.c., that authority was granted in July to 
accept the offer of Mr. Jas. Norgrove, Oranbrook, to 
paint the exterior of the building. fhe local Indian 
Acent stated that, acting on the advice of Mr. F. H. 
Dezall, he obtained a quotation from Mr. Norgrove to 
supply all materials and perform the labour, for the 
sum of $475. Thies work hes been completed, snd pay- 
ment has been made. 


Besides the above, the Department has 
approved of the purchase of a amall cenerator to be 
attached to the Diesel o11 pumping engine for light- 
ing purposes, at a cost of aporoximately $225, and 
for the purchase of lumber and other materials to 
erect a poultry house, at a cost of $250. The 
locel Indian Agent, Mr. F. 8. Ryckman, Cranbrook, 
B.C., was instructed that the purchase of the above 
equip.ent was to be made from a firm on the list 
to receive consideration. Accounts covering the cost 
of the generator and material for the poultry house 
have not yet been received. 


In the Appropriation for Indian Education, 
the sum of $1100 was allotted for painting and equip- 
ment at this school. From thie amount, a total ex- 
penditure of $950 has been authorized, as above.

Mr. G. H. Barry, Inspector of Indian Schools, 
in a report on his last inspection of the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School, has drawn attention to the 
need of laundry equipment. He states the following new 
laundry machinery is required:- 


2 washing machines, 
1 extractor, 

1 drier (steam), 

1 flat ironer. 


He states, further, that some arrangement should be made 
to provide better light and ventilation in the present 
laundry room. 


The Department will have certain funds, not 
exceeding the sum of approximately $1,400, to provide 
laundry equipment. I would request that you take this 
matter up with the Principal and make a definite 
recommendation as to the laundry equipment most urgent- 
ly required, not to exceed in cost the amount mentioned. 
Full particulars should be given as to the power 
utilized in the operation of this equipment. 


I may add, further, that the above is the 
full amount that has been provided for this school 
during the fiseal year 1935-54, and it will not be 
possible to incur any other expenditure. If the Prin- 
cipal has more urgent requests than the laundry equip- 
ment, full details should be given of the requirements, 
with a close estimate of the cost. When we have the 
above information, consideration will be given to the 
equipment, etc., that can be provided, keeping in view 
the funds available.

“I beg to report that a fer@st fire that started 
about three miles west of Cranbrook on ly 22nd. swept north 
towards Kootenay Indian Residential School and St Mary's 
Reserve, and on July 27th the school and outbuildings and the 
Indian dwellings and Church at St Eugene village were in great 
danger of being destroyed. Strong winds fanned the flames and 
sparks flew long distances, and for a day or two very little 
hope was entertained of saving the buildings. Almost every 
able bodied Indian on St Mary's Reserve and the school staff 
worked day and night until the danger was over, and I am 
pleased to report that the only damage to property was the loss 
of the fence on one side of the farm owned by the Oblate Fathers 
and operated by the Reverend Principal of the school. 


Two lengths of fire hose were borrowed from the 
City of Cranbrook, but although we telephoned as far as 
Fernie, 8.C., no more hose could be procured. As sparks were 
falling constantly near the school cow barn and other out- 
buildings and the hose would not reach near enough to the 
danger spots, I took the liberty of purchasing 109 feet of 
hose from Iiessrs F. Parks & Co. and this, together with the 
borrowed hose, enabled the school staff to keep a stream of 
water on the roofs of the buildings and to quench the sparks 
as they fell. We were also very short of fire fighting tools, 
and as the Forestry Department were using all their equipment 
at this and other fires in the district I also purchased 
six shovels, two mattocks and 1 pick for the use of the 
Indian fire fighters. The only other cost to the department 
was a small quantity of food supplied to six Indians who 
remained for two days and nights at some distance from their 
homes to prevent the fire jumpin the St Mary's River and 
Jestroying the reserve timber. The account for food, 
amounting to $4.47, is included in the account for relief 
submitted by the Cranbrook Trading Company and forwarded on 
Voucher No. 1447 under seperate cover. I beg to enclose 
the accounts submitted by “essrs F. Parks & Company, 
amounting to $34.00 and y12.80 herewith. 


I trust the action taken in making these 
purchases will meet wit the approval of the Department.

I wish to refer you to official letter dated 
January 28th, last, with reference to accounts owed by 
Rev. J. M. Patterson, O.M.I., Principal of the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School. You replied by telegram, dated 
February 12th, and stated that steps were being taken to 
have long outstanding obligations at the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School met very shortly. 


Since that time, communications have been re- 
ceived from two firms, regarding outstanding accounts for 
goods purchased by Rev. Father Patterson in 1932. Recently, 
the Textile products Company, 710 Bloor St. West, Toronto, 
took this matter up with the Right Honourable the Prime 
Minister. They state they have accounts against the school, 
amounting to $674.49, for goods eoteges in 1932. Father 
Patterson has been written several mes, with reference to 
the payment of outstanding accounts, but no reply has been 
received from him. 


This is a matter that reflects, not only on the 
management of the school, but also on the Department, as 
the public does not make any fine distinction between the 
authorities running the schools and the Department itself, 
and, for this reason, we dislike matters of this kind to be 
outstanding. 


Father Patterson has been forwarded two advances, 


to the amount of ieee on the current quarter's earnings 


of the school, and there seems no reason why he should not 
settle all his outstanding accounts. I am bringing this 
matter again to your attention, in the hope that you may 
be able to have all outstanding indebtedness incurred by 
the Principal satisfactorily adjusted. 


A copy of your report, in reply to this letter, 
will be forwarded for the information of the Right Honour- 
able the Prime Minister.

I regret to report that after this work was started it 
was found that a galvanized iron pipe from the engine exhaust 
through the roof of the boiler room was not, as at first thought, 
heavy enough. It expanded with the heat, the joints opened, amd 
in addition to filling the engine room with fumes set the roof on 
fire and burned out a piece about six feet in diameter before it 
Was discovered. It was then decided that a much heavier pipe of 
rolled steel must be put in, and this, of course, brought the cost 
much higher than was anticipated. As the pipe weighed about 400 
pounds it was necessary to put in supports in order to take the 
weight off the engine, which also added to the cost. However, 
the work has been well and thoroughly done and has resulted in 
eliminating danger of fire from the exhaust, and although the 
total cost is $ 43.70 more than the authority granted in Depart- 
mental letter of November 14, 1935, file No. 155-0-5, 1 trust 
that under the circumstances the Department will pass it for 
payment.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Departmental letter of 
the 20th instant, file No. 155-0-5, with reference to laundry 
equipment and repairs to the Kootenay Indian Residential School. 


I beg to submit that the lighting plant at Kootenay 
Residential school has been giving trouble for some time past 
and the Mlectricians who examined it have stated that either a 
new set of batteries must be purchased or a new plant installed. 
We have experienced a good deal of difficulty in getting in touch 
with dealers who handle the type of plant needed and it is but 
recently that I have found their names through Mr. Ce We Webb, 
District Chief kngineer, Vancouver. I have written for quotations, 
and when these have been received I will discuss the matter with 
the Reverend Principal and then report to the Department. As it 
is very necessary to have a good electric lighting plant in the 
school I felt that it would be best not to make any recommendation 
regarding laundry equipment until the matter of lights is definitely 
settled. Both the Reverend Principal and myself believe that the 
lighting plant is of first importance, and I trust that it will 
meet with approval if I report more fully regarding the equipment 
needed later on. 


I beg to enclose herewith a letter received from the Reverend 
Principal in which he requests permission to expend the sum of 
$250.00 on painting and other necessary repairs to the school and 
outbuildings. This in addition to repairs made recently by Messrs 
Sainsbury & Ryan and forwarded on voucher No. 2262. I beg to 
recommend that the Reverend Principal's request be granted.

As requested by you we examined the generstor and battery 
equipment at the KOOTWNAY RYSIDTNTIAL SCHOOL. We also made an examination 
of the wiring throughout the building and beg to report as follows: 

The present battery equipment has outlived its useful life. 

They are in such condition that the cost of repairing them would be far 
greater than the cost of 4 new end more efficient unit. They are of old 
style construction and even when in the best of condition they would not 
compore with the improved type now available. ve strongly recommend the 
installation of the new IRON CLAD battery which carries » SMV™N YTAR 
GAURANT™™, This battery when properly installed ond maintained gives 
exceptional trouble free service, 

The generating equivment is in quite fair condition, It requires 
considerable cleaning ond » few minor adjustments but is otherwise 
capable of giving excellent service. The switchboard and control panel 
has been tampered with to some extent end requires attention. Many of 
the connections sre loose and improperly made. Some of the contacts ere 
in poor shape and the complete switching srrangement needs 4 good going 
over, The transfer arrangement to the auxiliary generator is incorrect 
and requires e separate field rheostat and reverse current relay. The 
wiring from the switchboard to the batteries is badly corroded and very 
poorly insulated. It is in fact in » dangerous condition. The battery 
room is poorly ventilated ond the geses arising from the cells while 
they sre charging is highly explosive. Should » short circuit occur 
during the charging overstion it might easily have disastrous results, 
his condition hres been caused by the fect that the batteries now in use 
are the old open jar type and during charging electrolyte vapors are 
released into the air. As these vepors sre hirhly corrosive they attack 
the termine! connections end wiring and deteriorate tiem very repidly. 
‘nis condition is not met with when the new closed in type battery is 
used. 

The large OT"O gas engine used to drive the generator is in fair 
shape. The great drawbsck with this unit is its high cost of operation. 

hen compare’ to the new diesel engines now available it becomes very 
expensive indeed. In fact the engine room layout could be altered with 
the installation of » diesel which would effect a dual saving well worth 
considering. ‘‘e outline our sugrestionbelow. 

At the present time » seven horse power diesel is used to pump 
water and operate the small auxiliary generator. "he large gas engine 
must be used to effectively charge the batteries. The combined operating 
cost of these two units sre quite high. Ye would advise the installation 
of a sixteen or eighteen horse power diesel to be connected to the lerge 
generator. On this diesel there is » power take off which could be belted 
to the pump through © smell line shaft. All pumping an d generating could 
then be done fr m the one power source and at a cost of OW THIRD IBss 

TAN THY COST OF OPV RATING TT GrITRATOR ATSONF.The saving thus effected 
would soon pay for the cost of the unit. In addition it would leave the 
auxiliary equipment instantly available in case of emergency. 

“ith regards to the wiring within the building we wish to mention 
that several switches and extensions have been added to the original 
installation in a manner contrary to the CANADTA™ “TraTPTOCAT, cONM, These 
additions have been wired in with cotton lemp,cord which is nailed to the 
wooden casings. “e would recommend that these be either removed or wired 
in properly as they present a real fire hagard.

While inspecting the sewing room, the Sister in 
charge showed me that of the five Singer machines, three are 
very old and one quite useless. The Sisters were very anxious 
to have two new machines. 1 would recommend that one tailor 
machine and one ordinary Singer machine be supplied. the 
Sisters have a very havey programme in front of them in bringing 
this school up to the standard of the other xesidential Schools 
in British Columbia, from which it appears to have fallen away 
greatly since my last inspection.

Fire Protection:- 

fhe school has two fire escapes located one at each 
end of the building. Fire Drills are held regularly, but ! would 
ask the Department to satisfy itself that instruction is given in 
the use of the FIRE SSCAPHS FROM THE DORMITORIES. I held a Drill 
when the children were in school, but this was only possible from 
the various classrooms, as the children do not appear to have been 
instructed lately in making use of the escapes from the dormitor- 
ies. Instruction should be given in this at a time other than 
that of inspection. The drill was well conducted and the school 
cleared in under one minute FROM TH CLASSROOMS. 


SRB ERRBWAEABRAA. 


I went over the whole school with the Principal. oilets 
Wash Rooms, Kitchens and Boiler Room, etce, were perfectly clean. 
It appears to me that during the period following my inspection of 
last year, and previous to the new arrangement under which the 
Sisters of Charity from Halifax took charge, the school was 
allowed to fall below its previous high standard. ihe Sisters are 
working hard to have everything up to standard. the Kitchen is 
dark, the floor even more broken than last year, and the whole 
place full of flies. 1 asked that some effort be made to keep 
these flies out or to destroy them. Were screens to be put over 
the kitchen windows there would not be sufficient light. 1 would 
ask that some money be spent on the kitchen in renewing the floor 
tiles, replacement of old wash tubs for washing plates, etc. At 
present the kitchen does not appear to me to be in a sanitary 
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condition, though the Sisters tell me they are doing 
all in their power to keep it clean, and that the 
particular Sister in charge of this part of the school 
is heartbroken with conditions in the Basement Kitchen. 
I feel certain that the Department will do something 
about remedying the poor conditions complained of in 
this part of the school.

At the date of my visit, the 21st of April, there 
were 89 children in the school. Only a few being still on 
the T.B. list and kept segregated. This is from the health 
point of view, 4 great improvement over 4 number of years ago, 
and the main credit for this must be given to the late 
principal and Dr. Green, 


I found the fire fighting apparatus in good 
order, extinguishers filled, fire escapes easy of access. Fire 
axes need to be placed at partitions. The dormitories were 
clean and in good order, as were the class rooms. 


The children had had for breakfast Cereal, 
bread, honey, coffee. 
Dinner: Beef stew, spinach, potatoes. 
Supper: Macaroni-cheese, bread and jam. 
With milk three times a day. 


Since my last visit, a number of Sisters had been placed in 
the school, and everything was much cleaner, and tidier than 
for many years. They have certainly pulled things together, 
though for various reasons, working under a great handicap, 

as will be shown later in this report. It is time, therefore,

In answer to letter from Major D. M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner 

for B.C., dated February 8th, 1958, I beg to report as follows. 

On looking at my records of the above school, I find that the follow 
ing machinery is in operation:- 


School Lighting Plant. 


This plant consists of a 7 H.P. Petter Horizontal Gasoline Engine 
directly connected to a 4 K.W. 125V. 32A.D.C. Generator. The 
current from this floats through the batteries. 


Laundry 


The Laundry Machinery is operated by a Motor and the power is sup- 
plied by a 15 H.P. Otto Gasoline Engine directly connected to a 
10 K.W. 125V. SOA. D.C. Canadian Westinghouse Generator. 


Water Service 


The water service is supplied by a Gould 5" x 6" Triplex Pump, 

belt connected to a 7 H.P. Z type Canadian Fairbanks Morse Gasoline 
Engine, also a No. 3 Canadian Fairbanks Morse air compressor used 
to provide air pressure in the storage tank for the fresh water 
system. 


From the above it is somewhat difficult to judge which engine is 
partly out of commission, and unless the Z type engine has a special 
fuel pump installed, the fuel feed is generally supplied by suction 
from a small tank. In either case the fuel pump plungor piston is 
only from 3/8" to 1/2" in diameter and about 4" long. Possibly the 
difficulty in taking it out is caused by the piston being somewhat 
worn and having a ridge inside the gland. 


I would eee 
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I would suggest that the Engineer take the whole Engine 
down and take off the fuel pump casting and take it to a 
Garage or Machine Shop and have it reground or renewed. 
In either case the cost should not exceed $10.00. While the 
engine is down the valves should be reground and the piston 
rings end other internal parts thoroughly cleaned out. 
When I visit the school next summer I will make an inspection 
of this engine and report on same.

I enclose copy of a report by Li. T. J. Arnall, 
Engineer for the Department of Public Works, with reference 
to the condition of a Petter Diesel engine at the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School near Cranbrook. As you will see 
from the contents, it is necessary that this engine be repaired 
immediately. 


In the meanwhile, an attempt was made by Indian Agent 
Irwin to obtain an estimate as to the cost of repair of this 
engine. The Cranbrook Foundry and Shop company, however, stated 
in a letter to the Indian Agent, copy of which is enclosed, that 
they could make no estimate without dismantling the machine. 
Their argument seemed a good one and we than asked them for an 
estimate of dismantling and then reassembling the motor, if 
necessary. They estimate the cost as 30.00. I1 enclose a copy 
of this estimate. While this is a fair charge for the dismantl- 
ing and reassembling of a machine, it would seem out of propor- 
tion to the probable cost of repairs required according to Mr. 
Arnall—see his letter enclosed. However, if you consider it 
necessary for a definite estimate to be first made before auth- 
orizing the repair, this seems the only way out of it. If, there- 
fore, you concur in this, I shall be much obliged if you will 
authorize me to allow Indian Agent Irwin to incur this expenditure.

Dear Major NacKay:- 


I am returning herewith a letter from 
Indian Agent Irwin, No,2-10 dated October 25th 1938 
and a copy of a report made by Fire Chief Adams of Cranbrook 
which was forwarded to you by Mr. Irwin. 


In accordance with your instructions the 
circumstances under which the Fire Chief made his investigation 
were inquired into, and the various recommendations made in his 
report of October 25th were checked with great care while I 
carried out my own inspection of the Kootenay Indian Resiiential 
School on November 9th and 10th, With Indian Agent Irwin I 
called on Mr. Adams at the Cranbrook Fire Hall, and there 
discussed his report with the Fire Chief. 


The inspection made by Fire Chief Adams at 
the Kootenay Indian Residential School on October 14th last 
was made at the request of the Indian Agent and the Reverend 
Principal of the school, but as far as I could learn the 
Indian Agent asked Mr. Adams to visit the Residential School 
and report on what he found there with regard to fire hazards 
and equipment etc. This was in connection with Fire Prevention 
Week, 

Mr, Adams is Fire Chief of Cranbrook, and as 
such an Assistant Fire Marshal for B.C. He admitted to me 
that he had no jurisdiction over Dominion Government Buildings 
ven in Cranbrook, He had visited the Kootenay Indian School 
on former occasions. The Cranbrook Fire Department had responded 
to fire calls from the school on three occasions, the last time 
being over eight years ago 4s they have not been there since 
my appointment as Inspector of Indian Schools in February 1931. 
If asked to inspect a building he has jurisdiction, but not 
over Government Buildings. On this occasion he was requested 
to visit the school by the Indian Agent. 


There is some plaster off a few wails and 
ceilings as stated by the Fire Chief. In my opinion this 
is not any worse here than in many other Indian schools in B.C. 
The Principal stated to me that he would make an effort to have 
necessary repairs made by the school staff and boys. 


As mentioned in my report on the school it would 
be well to have the electric light wiring examined by experts 
and replaced when found in poor condition, the necessary 
insulation being supplied when missing. The wiring is not in 
good repair, but I did not see any great danger hazard. 


The stove pipes in laundry and drying room 
are old and might well be replaced by rivetted lengths properly 
supported by wires. This would not cost much, In the Bakery 
I have recommended in my report that a piece of zincor tin plate 
be placed under the ovens so that the floor under the fire boxes 
and in front of the same be protected, The bricks suggested by 
the Fire Chief would be an added protection but are not in my 
ophnion absolutely necessary. 
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I am in agreement with the statements of the Fire Chief 
with regard to the necessity for an adequate Fire Alarm System. 
I have recommended the provision of six 10 inch Fire Gongs. 
There should be two of these gongs on each floor 4{ncluding 
the Basement, one being at each end of the school. Seven 
preak-the-glass alarm boxes will be required one near each gong, 
and one in the main hall near the front door. There would 
also be of course a switch in the Principal's office for drill 
purposes. The whole of the wiring system in connection with 
the proposed new gongs needs replacement. 


The question of PANIC BOLTS was discussed with the Fire 
Chief and I understand that these are being placed on all 
exits in public buildings 4n B.C. They cost from $10.00 up 
per door. I suggest that this question be looked into by 
the Department with a view of having these modern safety 
bolts on all doors opening to Fire Escapes in our Indian 
Residential Schools. If tne Department agree with me that 
such bolts should take the place of all locks and other means 
of securing exits to Fire Escapes arrangements could no doubt 
be made through Indian Agents to have this work done in all 
our Indian Residential Schools and the same approved pattern 
of panic bolts used throughout our schools. Electric alarms 
could be attached when desired by school authorities. 


The oil mentioned on the floor of the engine room 
was caused by the defect in the diesel engine previously 
reported by me and now rectified. 


{ The openings in the ceiling of the Battery Room can 

be made by the Manual Training Class by boaring a few holes. 
That is all that is necessary to take the gas if any away. 
It should be noted however that the gas chlorine is a4 heavy 
gas and holes should also be made in the lower part of the 
doors of the room, This is not important. 


The gasolene pump should be in the open. The windows 
between the Garage and the Bakery should be filled in. 


I do not agree with the Fire Chief in regard to the 
provision of standard or any other sort of stand pipes 
or the provision of any hose for the protection of the 
outbuildings. The Department is well aware that the system 
of DOMESTIC WATER SUPPLY recommended in one of my reports 
five or six years ago has been chosen as against a most 
expensive alternative system. The present domestic water 
system is giving excellent service. It is quite inadequate 
4n the case of fire fighting for which it was never intended. 
Stand pipes and hose will only be required when the Department 
has funds enough to install a new fire fighting water system 
the plans of which are on file with the Department. I can 
not recommend that this be done at the present time. 


In conclusion I may say that 4n much that the Fire Chief 
has reported there is an element of what T may call exaggeration. 
Conditions are not as poor as ne makes out. Two items not 
mentioned by him are of much greater importance than many 
that are mentioned. I have mentioned them in my report on the 
school. They are the need for having the soda type extinguishes 
inspected and if necessary refilled each year and such work

Dear Sir: 


I enclose a special report by School Inspector Barry 
upon the fire protection question at the Kootenay Indian Resi- 
dential School. You will note this question arose through a 
report made by the District Fire Marshall, Mr. Adams, of 
Cranbrook. 


In connection with this report I would like to recommend 
that the matter of the electric wiring throughout the school should 
be thoroughly examined and reported upon by experts so that what- 
ever happens to be of doubtful safety can be rectified. 


Secondly, the stove pipes in the laundry and drying- 
room should be immediately attended to, as they are 4 danger 
of fire. 


The installation of a proper firealarm system with gongs 
is necessary here. This should be along the line of the same 
installation as has been made in other schools. 


The floor of the bakery should be attended to by having 
sheet iron put down on top of the wood floor,—an easy matter, 
though it is possible that a cement floor would be the safer and 
better in the long run. 


With reference to the matter of panic bolts, this is 4 
new question to ourselves, though apparently now being installed 
in other public buildings. The cost, too, is probably high, as 
it would mean installation in all other Residential Schools. of 
course, as suggested, we might start with the Kootenay Residential 
School, but if they are of real necessity there, it would appear 
to me as though they were of possibly equal necessity in the 
other schools.

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I sometimes think that a set of fire protection 
regulations should be drawn up and issued to the Principal 
of every Residential School. By so doing, it would, I should 
think, obviate some protection measures not being missed outy— 
for instance, the locking of any fire escape doors or windows 
at any time unless the key were suspended handy in a glass case, 
the proper testing yearly of the fire extinguishers, and hose, etc. 
I mention this because on inspections it is so easy tor some 
little point to be missed out, as it is also easy for the School 
Prineipal or Indian Agent to forget something, whereas if they 
have a properly drawn up set of rules, their administration would 
at least be uniform.

Many of the recommendations submitted by Mr. 
Percy Adams, Chief of the Cranbrook Fire Department, 
concerning fire hazards at the Kootenay Indian Residential 
School have » en adopted and endorsed by Captain Barry in 
his latest report. These {mprovements, in my opinion, are 
urgently needed in order to facilitate rapid and safe 
movement of the staff and children in the vent of a fire. 
4s stated in the Inspector's report, the present water 
supply would be quite inadequate to fight a fire which 
means that, in the event f so great a disaster under 
present conditions, it would be little short of a miracle 
if the buildings could be caved. In view of these facts 
protection of human lives, protection of the property 
investment would indicate the necessity of further efforts 
to secure a water supply adequate to reduce to 4 minimum, 
the ever present risk and danger of fire and the consequent 
loss in property, + 1ot in human lives, that would be 


sure to follow.

I may say that it is not expected that this should 
be’ supplied at this time. My letter of the 14th 
ultimo was written merely for the purpose of 
pointing out that, while a domestic hot water system 
appeared to be expected in the purchsse order of 
August 6th, No. 6691, it was not included in the 
amount of the original tender. 


The Department, in my opinion, have been 
very eenerous in their expenditures for the School 
last year. It is honed, however, that it may be 
possible to supply and install a domestic hot 
water heating system in 1959. It is needless to say 
that the same is urgently needed.

Owing to lack of funds I regret that it is not 
possible to authorize at the present time the 
expenditure that would be necessary.

Dear Sir: 


Last Fall we submitted to you to be forwarded to the 
epartment of Indian Affairs our estimates for the Kootenay 
Residential School for the year 1939-1940. Of the various items 
listed, one has already been granted, namely, the installation 
of domestic hot water; for which we are extremely grateful. At 
the present moment, work on this project is going forward. 


Of the other items requested, we have heard nothing. 
We feel that all are necessary for the upkeep of the building. 
The revision of the electric wiring and the installation of 
the fire-alarm system cannot be left for another year. The 
floors of the dormitories are in a disgraceful conditions due 
to twenty eight years of hard usage, and are sadly in need of 
replacement. Perhaps the greatedt need of all is the necessary 
material to fix up our two fine attics into suitable Preventoriums 
for the school children who are to be segregated. Since the 
latest examination by the T.B. travelling clinic, six additional 
children have been placed upon the segregation list. If we are 
to continue to fight T.B. among the children, we should be given 
the means to do so. Segregation is one of the main weapons 
and the two well-lighted attics, if properly built up, will 
supply two fine dormitories the boys and girls on the segregation 
list. 


Wé trust that the Department will grant us the necessary 
material very soon in order that we may have the opportunity of 
doing the necessary work on the dormitories and preventoriums 
during the Summer vacation in preparation for the return of 
the school children in September.

In reporting on his inspection of the 
Kootenay liesidential School on the 26th and 27th 
ultimo Inspector Barry refers to the necessity for 
providing a fire alarm system. 


There are no funds for this purpose at the 
present time and due to the dissolution of Parliament 
I am unable to state definitely what amount will be 
available for repairs and improvements at this school 
during the fiscal year 1940-41. I may say, however, 
that in previous correspondence the Principal has 
stated that a new lighting plant was very necessary 
and also a certain amount of new flooring. If the 
Department attempts to provide these it will not be 
possible to also have funds for the fire alarm system 
due to the fact that our appropriations will likely 
be reduced and only the most necessary improvements 
can be made.

The price of this engine, f.o.b.

Before making a recommendation in this matter I am 
securing from the Vivian Engine Works Ltd. a price on a unit 
that would be suitable for the Kootenay School. Whe Ruston 
engine being offered is new but has been in stock a considerable 
time and I doubt if the Department would be well advised to buy 
an engine of a type that may now be out of date and for which 
parts might be very difficult to obtain. 


We have had the greatest satisfaction from the 
/ivian engines purchased, one of which is operating the electric 
lighting plant at .uper island Residential School. No diffi- 
culty has been experienced in securing parts and the manufac- 
turers have always been ready to advise and assist in connec- 
ion with their engines when called upon.

The manufacturer of these engines is always available to 
advise and assist when necessary in connection with their 
products and there is no difficulty whatever in securing 
parts when needed. Our experience so far has been that this 
is not the case with respect to engines manufactured outside 
this country.

With reference to your letter of the 16th 
instant and previous correspondence regarding the new 
lighting unit and batteries for the Kootenay Indian Resi- 
dential School some further information is required before 
the Purchasing Branch can proceed with this purchase. 


I find, on reviewing our files, that a 13 
plate 56 cell 200 ampere hour battery unit carrying a 
seven-year guarantee was supplied to this school at a cost 
of $765.00 by J.-A. Ward, Proprietor, Modern Hlectric, 
Cranbrook, B.C., in January, 1936. 


In writing to Indien Agent Irwin in a letter 
dated sugust 4, 1939, requesting inelusion in the estimates 
for 1940-41 of sufficient funds for the purchase of new 
batteries the Principal, Rev. P.J. Collins, 0.M.I., wrote 
in part as follows: 


"The plant is also equipped with a set of 
storage batteries of 250 ampere hour rating. These are 
acid batteries, however, and are limited to a discharge of 
10 amperes or a load of 1.12 K.W. which they will carry for 
a period of 25 hours. Inspection shows that these batteries 
are in rather poor shape with considerable sediment collected 
in the bottoms of the jars and the plates badly warped from 
overload conditions. It is very doubtful if these batteries 
will last another season. From experience at the plant, it 
has been noticed that a sixty watt lamp operated from the 
batteries gives very little light and over a period of two 
hours reduces itself to a red glow, the only other device in 
use at the same time being the refrigeration plant."

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You will note from the above that there was 
@ seven-year guarantee on the batteries that are at 
present in use at the school. Has the Principal at any 
time brought to the attention of the Modern Electric Co. 
that the present set of batteries have become practically 
useless? Is the present condition of the batteries dus 
to careless supervision? If so, what guarantee has this 
Branch that a new set of batteries will receive better 
attention? I think you will agree with me that four 
years is a rather short life for a set of batteries 
guaranteed to last seven years. 


You will also note from the last part of the 
quotation from the Prinoipal's letter that apparently 
the operation of the refrigeration plant is a drain on 
the batteries. Instruetions have been issued on many 
oecasions to all Principals of Indian residential schools 
that the batteries should only be used for lighting 
purposes. Our experience shows that when other equipment 
is operated from the batteries the life of the latter is 
greatly shortened. 


I should appreciate receiving your comments 
in connection with the above at the earliest possible date.

On February 14thathe question of new electric wir- 
ing for the marginally noted school was drawn to the attention 
of the Department and quotations from Cranbrook firms on mater- 
ials and labor required were submitted. It was subsequently 
decided, however, to expend the money available on a domestic 
hot water system at the school, as this was considered more 
necessary than electric wiring. 


Now that consideration is being given to the esta- 
blishment of a new lighting plant at the school, it has occurred 
to me that if at all possible provision should be made to have 
the electric wiring done at the same time. 


Prices on materials have increased since the out- 
break of the war and it would, therefore, be necessary to secure 
new quotations once a decision is reached to proceed with the 
work.

I have to refer to your letter of October 29th 
regarding the set of batteries at present in use at the 
Kootenay Indian Residential School. 


It is observed that these batteries were supplied 
in 1936 and carry a seven-year guarantee. There is no record 
here of this transaction and it would appear that purchase was 
made by the Department through the local Indian agent without 
reference to this office. 


I should say that it is fairly obvious from Prin- 
cipal Collins' report of August 3, 1939, to Mr. Indian Agent 
Irwin that the present condition of the batteries was brought 
about by excessive load and lack of necessary attention. The 
presence of sediment in the jars and warped plates would cer- 
tainly suggest these as the main causes, and under the circum- 
stances, the Modern Zlectric Company could not reasonably be 
held responsible for replacement under their guarantee. 


If the batteries were charged regularly and over- 
charging avoided, and distilled water added when required, 
the extra load necessary to carry the type of refrigerator 
in use at the \ootenay xesidential School should not have 
lessened to any material extent the life of the batteries. 
jowever, if the above mentioned precautions were not taxen, 
the batteries would, of course, rapidly deteriorate. The 
red glow referred to by Principal Collins could be caused 
by short circuits created through a lumpy, uneven surface 
of sediment deposit in the jars. 


the Principal, under whose direct control the 
school is operated, has a very definite responsibility in 
seeing to it that those of his staff entrusted with the care 
and operation of the lighting plant and its various divisions 
carry out their duties efficiently. The Indian agent is also

in a position to check on such matters but it is mostly on 

the Principal we are obliged to rely for the necessary pro- 
tection of such units, as he is constantly eat the school and 
the members of the subordinate staff are employed and dis- 

charged by him. 


the load on any battery should, of course, not be 
in excess of that which the unit was intended to carry but 
with proper care and attention, batteries of the capacity 
installed at the Kootenay school should give satisfaction 
for the full period of the covering guarantee. 


lo give satisfactory service and allow for emer- 
gencies, the lighting plant at the .ootenay school should 
not, in my opinion, be equipped with a less powerful unit 
than a vA1S battery which has 210 ampere hour capacity at 
the 8 hour rate.

We beg to report as follows on the condition of the 
lighting batteries at the KOOTHNAY RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

All batteries show a fairly heavy precipitation of 
active materials to the bottoms of the jars. Sixteen of the 
eells are full to the bottoms of the platese The remaining 
forty cells are to within a quarter inch of the plates. 

The specific gravity reading of the electrolyte 
shows an abnormal variation - aminimum of 1150 to a maximum 
of 1215. This indicate@® a need of an equalizing charge or 
possibly a diluttion of some cells. Also the group has been 
discharged on several occasions and reversed in polarity 
due to mixed up charging connections. 

The group voltage is 120 volts and individual 
cells from 1.9 volts to 2.1 voltse All jars are clean and 
have good connections.

We have received your telegram requesting specifications 
necessary to complete our tender on the diesel and battery equipment 
to be supplied the KOOTENAY RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL near Cranbrook. 


These specifications were unfortunately omitted when the 
tender was mailed. They are included herewith. 


For several years we have supplied equipment to and serviced 
the electrical plant at this institution. We have quoted on equipment 
that experience with this load indicated to be best. We would refer 
you to a report made by us for the DEPARTMENT OF INDIAN AFFAIRS about 
February, 1939. In this report the present inefficient manner of 
battery charging is fully covered and it is pointed out how this 
could be considerably improved. Since this has a large bearing on our 
selection of satisfactory we are mentioning it now with the sincere 
wish that it may be of service. 


The present operator at the school feels that he should have 
a large engine to keep his batteries charged. This is not in accordanc 
with best practices as a sixteen horse power engine will more than 
handle the generator it is intended to drive. The peak demands of 
this building are still lower than the capacity of the generator plus 
the battery reserve, consequently the use of a larger engine would 
result only in greater initial cost, creater operating cost and 
greater maintenance, with no material benefit gained. The major part 
of the time the engine is used as a straight battery charger with the 
generator delivering thirty amperes at one hundred twenty volts. 
This load of thirty six hundred watts converted to horse power is 
barely five horse power. This still leaves a full ten horse power 
reserve for peak demands when required. 


Please accept our thanks in holding your tenders for the 
arrival of our specifications and we hope the bit of information 
contained herein will be of some slight value to you.

As noted above thi 
was comparatively small. months ago of 
electrical refrigeration and the normal increased use of appliances the 
overall load is considerably higher. To further aggravate the condition 
a diesel driven generator of only half the capacity of the original 
job is used to charge the batteries. With the hook up already described 
the charging load and house load far exceeds the capacity of the 
diesel generator and many times the equipment is working far below 
its normal voltage output. 

We would strongly recommend that this entire set up be 
reconnected so that at peaks the batteries would sid the generator 
and at minimum demands sufficient current would be introduced into 
the batteries to keep them fully charged. 
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The manner in which a changeover is made from the gasoline 
generator to the diesel generator is very poor and does not comply 
with the electrical code in any respect. The wiring from the diesel 
generator to the switchboard is encased in ordinary water pipe and 
the wiring is dripping with fuel oil. No terminal fittings of any 
sort are provided. The generator itself is thoroughly soaked in fuel 
oil and badly needs cleaning, 

Certain new wiring is badly needed and we have listed this 
separately. This consists of lights in the garage toilet and engine 
room etc. 

We thank you for this opportunity of quoting and trust that 
the information supplied is that which you require. Please call upon 
us if any further data is required.

In reply to your question about the installation of the Lis- 
ter engine,I beg to state that Fatherx Collins,who objected to its 
installation,has nog left this School.He wished to have power supplied 
from a power line but,in my presence,Mr Phelan told the Ve Revd. Fa~ 
ther Scannell that the cost,approximately $6000.00 was prohibitive.As

Unfortunately,it does not seem to have been pointed out to the 
Department that the engine was required for pumping water as well as 
for supplying light.However,the man who is installing the engine is 
having a pulley made at his expence and this pulley can,I understand, 
be so fitted up that water can be pumped. 

I have not seen the contract but hope that it calls for the removal 
of the present engine. 

Power supplied by the wer line would have been better and cheaper 
in the long run but that is out of the question now. 

Trusting that I have fully answered your question,

Information has just reached the 
Department that the carpenter and blacksmith shop 
at the Kootenay Indian Residential School was 
destroyed by fire on April 29. I have also re- 
ceived today a clipping from the Lethbridge Herald 
dated May 3 in which the newspaper states that the 
damage done by the fire is estimated at $5000.00. 


No report of this fire has been received 
from your office. It is difficult to understand why 
any Indien Agent should not report immediately any 
damage caused to any of the Departmental buildings 
in his Agency either by fire or any other cause. 


I will expect to receive a complete 
report regarding this fire fram you by return mail 
and at the seme time you should explein fully why 
you have delayed forwarding this information.

Extract from letter written to Mr. Doucet by Rev. 
G. Forbes, O.M.I., Principal of the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School. 


You may have heard that on the Tuesday 
night following your visit our carpenter and blacksmith 
shops were entirely destroyed by fire. At great risk 
to themselves, Fr. Murray, the carpenter and an Indian 
saved quite a few of the carpenter tools but none of 
those in the blacksmith shop. Bro. Cullen looked after 
those in the school building and I looked after the older 
boys. All we could do was to stop the fire from spreading. 
We and the Indian Agent tried to have the Fire Dept. come 
but they would not. The Agent got two policemen to come 
with two extinguishers but they came too late to do any 
good. Finally one fireman and a fire truck came but this 
was much too late. One good hose with sufficient pressure 
would have saved at least the carpenter shop together 
with the tools and the 4800' of flooring all lost. To 
save as many of the school tools as possible, Fr. Murray 
and Reiferscheid made no attempt to save the tools owned 
by the Oblates and Mr. Reiferscheid. 


About 20 people came from Cranbrook to see 
the sight but not one offered to help us. Perhaps they 
felt that it was useless. The police and the lone fireman 
did what they could. 


What pleased me was that there was no panic -- 
discipline was perfect and the boys did just as they were 
told. They wanted to go into the burning building to save 
tools and lumber and they could have saved some of each 
but I told them to stay out of the building as I did not 
want any casualties. 


On the whole, we were very fortunate. The 
wind blew the flames and sparks away from the barn. Fire 
started on an old play hall but it was put out. Had the 
wind blown from the opposite direction, there would have 
been a general clean-up. 
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I do not know how the fire started. It 
started in the blacksmith shop. One of the men used the 
forge, I am told, earlier in the day and two boys told 
me, during the fire, that they had seen a fire in the 
blacksmith shop in the afternoon. Against this story 
is the fact that Bro. Cullen went to the blacksmith 
shop between 5 and 5:30 p.m. and saw or smelt no fire. 
He noticed the fire while making his rounds at 10:30. 
The blacksmith shop had been used as a sort of storeroom. 
I found cardboard boxes, papers and rags there but had 
them removed and burned a couple of days after I came 
here. I had a pile of rubbish, on the other side of the 
carpenter shop, burned several days before the fire. 


I hope that my next letter will carry 
better news. Anything you can do to get us new shops, to 
have the lost tools replaced and flooring sent in place 
of that which was destroyed will be ereatly appreciated. 
The boys would build the shops and lay the dormitory 
floors as part of their training.

Dear Sir: 

As you are aware,fire completely destroyed our blacksmith and 
carpenter shops last night.All the contents of the blacksmith shop were 
destroyed or badly damaged as it was impossible to get into the building 
The only thing we could do was to try to save the carpenter shop and its 
contents.We failed to save the building and about 5000' of flooring,just 
received from the Department,but we did save some of the toolseA detail- 
ed list of the tools lost is bet preparedeIf any were saved,it was due 
to what I must call the heroic efforts of Father Murray,Mr Reifferscheid 
(the carpenter) andToby Morigeau.Mr Townsend,the engineer,worked franti- 
cally to save the carpenter shopeJerome Joseph also rendered valuable 
assistance.The Chief and other Indians came too late to help.sAbout 20 
White people came but did not offer to help.The two policemen and the 
one fireman rendered what assistance they could but they did not arrive 


on time. 

May I s est that you request that the Indian Department show 
its appreciation for the work done by the two Indians, Toby Meri geas(who 
went into the building several times,with Father Murray and Reiffer- 
scheid,and saved many tools although the building was in flames) and 
Jerome Joseph who did not spare himself? 

While making his rounds at I0.30,Brother Cullen noticed the 
fire and immediately notified me after awaking an eqpaezee (yl tene whose 
hard work I forgot to mention) and the senior boyseI asked him to te1e- 
phone to _ and to the Fire Department and he did so while I took a 
jook at the fire and decided not to awaken the girls or the smaller 


boys as the fire was at a distance ana che wind was not blowing to- 


wards the main building.Brother Cullen turned on all lights in the 
buitlding,novified che Sievers and took charge of all in the school.He 
did this without causing any excitement. 

With the older boys,I took what fire extinguishers had been left 
by the men who were already fighting the fire and we did what we could, 
T am pleased to say that there was perfect discipline,that the boys did 
exactly what they were told and remained cool.While they might have sav- 
ed more from the carpenter shop,yhad they gone in,I ordered them to re- 
main outside. 

We soon saw that the buildings could not be saved and,so,we 
tried to prevent the fire from spreading.The water just dribbled out of 
our garden hose and so the boys carried pails and pails of water,.For- 
tunately,the wind was in our favor.It did start fires on the roof of the 
root cellar and on an outside playhall as well as on fences and trees 
butMr Townsend worked as he had done on the other buildings but, this 
time,he was succesful.Had the wind been in the opposite direction, it 
would have been impossible to save the barn,pig pen(such as it is},ice 
house, chicken coops, horses, cows, pigs,chickens,etc.There would also have 
been serious danger to the school building particularly on account of a 
reason I shall give later. 

And a real fire hose with plenty of pressure would have saved 


everything4§ 
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@iith regard to the origin of the fire,I cannot as yet make a defi- 
nite statement.An immediate investigation would likely produce no re- 
sults.I have reason to believe that,if a boy started the fire,the truth 
will come out later.At present,I do not believe that it was deliberatea 
ly started.It may have been.I am told that a man used the forge and,al- 
though he is careful,he may not have entirely extinguished the fire. 
Several hours later,a boy was sent to the blacksmith shop(where the 
fire originated) and was slow returning.If there was fire in the forge

Between 10.30 and 11P.M. on the night of April 29th, 
atphone call was received at the Agency, from Brother Cullen of the 
Kootenay Indian School, informing me that the School Blacksmith 
and Carpenter Shops were on fire,and that such protection as they 
had, was of little or no account, to cope with the growing flames. 
The Fire and Police Departments were immediately notified, but 
before they could reach the scene of the fire, the Buildings were 
completely enveloped and could not be saved. 

The Boys of the School were well disciplined, and did 
excellent work with a few Fire Extinguishers and many Buckets. 
The Reverend Principal, the Rev. Missionary, Mr. Murray the 
Carventer- Mr. Reifferscheid Mr. Townsend- the Engineer, and two 
of the Indians- Jerome Joseph, and Toby Morigeau, all gave 4 
very fine account of themselves in their efforts to save as many 
of the tools of the Carpenter shop as possible. 


Included in the contents burnt was about 5090 feet Flooring 
recently provided by the Department to cover the floors of the Boys* 
and Girls? Dormitories, also quite a number of Tools. ‘/hen the 
list has been completed by the Principal, I shall forward the same 
to the Department. 


By great good fortune the wind was in our favour, otherwise 
the Barn, and all other out-buildi nes would have been destroyed; 


I enclose herewith a most descriptive and very accur te 
account of the fire, but the Kev. Principal Forbes, which stresses 
among other things, the well known fact that a fire at the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School is something far beyond our power and 
ability to deal with successfully with such hopelessly inadequate 
protective equipment as we now possess. A fire once started, would 
be almost certain to result in a Building burned. 


I trust, therefore, that the Heport submitted by the 
Principal for the ressons given, at whatever the cost, may receive 
the most careful and serious consideration.

aS you are aware,fire completely destroyed our Blacksmith and 
Carpenter shops last night. all the contents of the Blacksmith Shop were 
destroyed or badly damaged as it was impossible to set into the building. 
The only thing we could do was to try to save the Carnenter shop and its 
contents. ie failed to save the “uilding and about 5000' of Ylooring, just 
received from the Lepartment,but we did save some of the tools. aA detailed 
list of the tools lost is being prepared. If any were saved it was due to 
what T must call the heroic efforts of vather Murray ,l'r.eifferscheid (the 
Carrenter) and loby Morifeau. lMr.lownsend the engineer worked fra tically 
to save the Carpenter shop. ‘erome .'osenh also rendered valuable assistance. 
The Chief and other Indians came too late to help. «bout twenty white peo- 
ple came but did not offer to help. The two policemen and the one firem- 
an rendered what assistance they could,but they did not arrive on time. 

May I suggest that you request that the Indian Vepartment show 
its appreciation for the work done by the two Indians,Toby Morigeau, (who 
went into the building several times with Father Murray and xXeifferscheid 
and saved many tools,although the building was in flames)and Jerome Joseph 
who did not spare himself? 


While making his rounds at 10-30,B8rother Cullen noticed the fire 
and immediately notified me after waking an employee (Mullins,whose hard 
work I forgot to mention)and the senior boys. I asked him to telephone to 
you and to the Fire Department,and he did so while took a look at the fire 
and decidednot to awaken the girls or the smaller boys as the fire was at 
a distance,and the wind was not blowing towards the main building.brother 
Cullen turned on all lights in the building,notified the Sisters and took 
charge of all in the Schoob. He did this without causing any excitement. 

With the Older Boys,I took what Fire Extinguishers had been 
left by the men who were already fightinez the fire,and we did what we could 
I am pleased to say that there was perfect discipline,that the boys did 
exactly what they were told and remained cool. while they might have 
saved more from the Carpenter Shop had they gone in,I ordered them to remain 
outside. 

We soon saw that the buildings could not be saved,and so we 
tried to prevent the fire from spreadine. The water just dribbled out of 
our “arden "lose and so the boys carried pails and pails of water. 
Fortunately,the wind was in our favor. It did start fires on the roof of 
the root cellar and on an outside play-hall as well as on fences and trees 
but r.Townsend worked as he had done on the other buildings,but this time 
he was successful. ad the wind been in the opposite direction,it would

School Ruilding,particularly on account of a reason I shall give later. 
and a Real Hose with plenty of pressure would have saved 
everything. 

With regard to the origin of the fire,I cannot as yet,make & 
definite statement. an immediate investigation would likely produce no 
results. I have reason to believe that,if a boy started the fire, the 
truth will come out later. at present,I do not believe that it was delib- 
erately started. It may have been. I am told that a man used the forge 
and although he is careful,he may not have entirely extinguished the fire. 
Several hours later,a boy was sent to the Blacksmith's shop (where the fire 
originated)and was slow returning. If there was fire in the Forge, (and 
this is doubtful)he may have fanned the flame. A young poyf{truthfully,or 
to make himself important?) told me that he had seen the fire in the after- 
noon.

Indian Agent Irwin reports that the blacksxith 
and carpenter shops at the Kootenay Indian PFesidential 
School were totally destroyed by fire on the night of 
April ?9. 

In addition to the destruction of these buildinres 
by fire, $456 worth of lumber, necessary to repair the 
floors in the main school building, was also éestroyec. 
This lumber was recently nurehased (see purchase orcer 


No. 6612). 


The Indian Agent in his report states:- 


"The boys of the school were rell disciplined 
end did excellent work with ea fer fire extinguish- 
ers and many buckets. The Principal, a ‘issionary, 
the carpenter, the encineer and two [ndians, Jerone 
Joseph and Toby “origeau, 211 geve a very fine 


account of themselves in their efforts to save as 
many of the tools at the carpenter shop as possible. 
By great zood fortune the wine was in our favour; 
otherwise the barn and ail other outbuildinys vould 
have been destroyed". 


It is estimated that between ©°,5°0 and 2,9) 
will be reouired to replace these buildinss. The Kootenay 
Residential School is operated by the Department in co- 
operation with the Poman Catholic Chureh, and has at this 
dete an enrolment of 90 pupils.

Dear Sir: 


In reporting on the fire that recently 
occurred at the Kootenay Indian Residential School 
Indian Agent Irwin again brings up the question of 
fire protection for this building. He quotes as 
follows from a letter received from the acting 
Chief of the Cranbrook Fire Brigade: 


"A very serious fire hazard exists at 
the Kootenay Indian Residential School. The school 
itself, a large two storey building, is without 
fire escapes and exposed to danger from several 
frame out-buildings such as barns etc. which are 
quite near. There is practically no fire protection 


whatever. The pressure is so low in the domestic 
water supply that it is of no use for fighting fire. 
The situation is very dangerous and should have the 
attention of those in authority." 


I have reviewed our file but we do not 
appear to have any definite statement regarding the 
cost of providing what might be considered adequate 
fire protection. As you are aware, our funds are 
very limited but the matter is so important that I 
feel either you or Inspector Coleman should visit 
this school in the very near future and submit a 
detailed report on what is required and at the same 
time give an estimate of its cost. 


For your information I might say that 
the Indian Agent has suggested that arrangements 
might be made with the Cranbrook Fire Department to 


Major D.M. MacKay, 
Indian Commissioner, 
P.O. Box 70, 
Vancouver, B.C. 
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respond immediately if called. This su stion 
might also be considered by whoever visits the 
school and we should be advised what the Cranbrook 
Fire Department would charge for their services. 


From our experience the supplying of 
hose is no guarantee that there will be adequate 
fire protection in case of a fire. In many cases 
when hose was supplied it was hung up on the wall 
and when a fire occurred the hose was practically 
useless. 


I trust that, as stated above, either 
you or Mr. Coleman will have an opportunity of 
visiting this school in the near future and sub- 
mitting a complete report.

The site of this building should be 
very carefully chosen and it should be placed as far 
away as possible from the other buildings in order to 
minimize the danger from fire. 


Commissioner MacKay is also being requested 
to either visit the Kootenay School or have Inspector 
Coleman go to the school with a view to making a full 


investigation of the suggestion for additional fire 
protection. A letter from the Principal suggests that 

to provide additional fire protection will involve a very 
heavy expenditure. In this case it is doubtful if the 
Department can provide the funds. However, a final 
decision will not be made until either of the officers 
mentioned above submits his report. 


It is evident from the Principal's letters 
that considerable could be done to minimize fire hazards 
at this school and it would be advisable for you to 
inspect the whole building thoroughly with the Principal 
and arrange to have the necessary action taken elong 
these lines. .

S AND CEILINGS. 


The plaster is in very bad condition in many 
places in the School, particularly in the entrances or 
exits of both boys and girls basement sides. Also 
sewins room, main dining room, and halleways. This in 
itself is a very bad fire hagerd, and should fire break 
out it would be drawn up through the walls and ceilings 
through the places where plaster is missing, and run 
under the floors all over the building before anyone 
would be aware. 


LECTRIC WIRING. 


fhe electric wiring throughout the school is very 
old and quite out of date, and has apparently been 
repaired or altered at different times by persons other 
than electricians. 


Sockets missing in several places and the live 
wires not taped, ordinary drop cord wiring running through 
holes in walls and partitions without any protection what- 
ever in the way of insulation of any kind. floor sockets 
installed in a poor manner, loose and dangerous. lost of 
the drop cord wiring is so old that it has perished, the 
insulation being all cracked. 


STOVUS, STOVESPIPES AND OVENS.» 


fhe stove pipes in the laundry and drying room 
are very old and a very bad hazard. The pipes should all 
be renewed and on account of the length of some, would 
suggest that they be rivetted so that there will be no 
denger of coming apart. 


In the bakery room there is no protection between 
the fire boxes of the ovens and the wooden floor. would 
suggest that two layers of brick, layed flat be placed the 
full length and width of the ovens, with a four inch space 
left at front and sides running clear through the top layer of 
brick for ventilating purposes, also that some sheet iron 
or tin be placed on floor in front of fire box doors. At 
the present time the hot ashes fall out onto the wooden 
floor. 


‘TRE Al M GONGS. 


There are several small two inch bells scattered 
about the building, most of which not even working, and 
therefore in case of fire of no use whatever. 


There certainly should be an up to date fire alarm 
system installed immediately, as at the present time the 
lives of the Staff and the children are atstake. 
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The British Columbia Fire Mershal Act, under 
which we work are not satisfied with fire gongs or bells 
less than 10" in diameter, and where buildings are more 
than two stories in height, there must be a gong on each 
floor with a break-the-glass station at each gong. 


Attached also is an ordinary electric switch in the 
Principals office for the testing purposes, and also used 
when holding fire drills. This saves breaking the glass 
or removing same when testing gongs. 


ESCAPES . 


Panic bolts should be placed on all exit doors, so 
that in oase of fire there will be no chance of the doors 
being either locked or hard to open. This matter is also 
compulsory under the ®ritish Columbia Fire Yershal act. 


#ith reference to the suggestion of Reverend /ather 
Collins that a partition and door be placed on first landing 
of stairway, women's side, might say that if a panic bolt 
is installed on the door it would pass any inspection, as 
it would act as a temporary fire stop should a fire break 
out on the first floor or basement. With thie panic bolt, 
no person could go upsteirs et night and yet at the same 
time would act as a very good escape from fire should it 
break out upstairs. Door could be left wide open in day 
time.

Housekeeping conditions are excellent and cannot 
be improved. 


ENGINE ROOM. 


Could be kept a little cleaner, too much oil around 
the floor. Ungine apparently pumping some oil. 


would suggest all oi] cans with exception of those 
absolutely necessary be kept elsewhere. 


BATTERY HOON. 


Suggest an opening be made in odling of the battery 
room, a8 T noticed quite a strong amount of gas generated 
from the batteries. 


The windows of the garage between that building and 
the pakery room should be covered with sheet iron or 
some metal of some kind. This building also used as the 
gasolene pump room creates a bad fire hazard and I would 
suggest the gasolene pump be installed at some safer place. 


BARNS AND OUTBUILDINGS. 


There are some very fine and valuable outbuildings 
including the large barn and stables, but absolutely no fire 
protection. Would suggest that standard stand-pipes be 
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installed someplace near the main pumping machinery 
and enough fire hose be purchased and attached to stand- 
pipes to reach these outbuildings. 


There is no doubt whatever should a fire break 
out at the present time not only would the buildings burn, 
but all the stock would be in danger. 


Might say in conclusion, I feel too much cannot be 
said about some of the items mentioned in this report,

Dear sir: 


I enclose herewith report,dated the 17th instant, 
of wr. Indian Agent Irwin, regarding the loss by fire of out- 
buildings and equipment of the Kootenay Indian Residential 
School, which occurred on the 29th ultimo. The report is not 
very satisfactory, in that it must be read in conjunction with 
that of the Reverend Principal of the School, dated the 50th 
ultimo. 


Tt is observed that both the Indian Agent and the 
Principal place the responsibility for the loss on the lack 
of hose and fire-fighting equipment, the Principal stating 
that both of them had seen this lack and did what they could 
to have it remedied. In this connection, I would advise that 
the matter of fire protection for this institution has been 
the subject of discussion over the past three years, the «gent 
having the Cranbrook Fire Chief, Mr. P. Adams, make an inspec- 
tion of the premises on October 14, 1958, a copy of this report 
being enclosed herewith, most of the recommendations having 
been carried out, except the installation of panic bolts on 
exits in the main building, fire door, and placing of stand- 
pipes and a supply of hose near the outbuildings. 


Yhe latter item is of interest in regard to this 
particular fire and is dealt with on page 2 of Inspector 
Barry's report of November 13, 1938, as follows: 


"Tt do not agree with the Fire Chief in regard to 
the provision of standard or any other sort of stand 
pipes or the provision of any hose for the protection 
of the outbuildings. ‘The Department is well aware 
that the system of DOMESTIC WATER SUPPLY recommended 
in one of my reports five or six years ago has been 
chosen as against a most expensive alternative systeme 
The present domestic water system is giving excellent 
service. It is quite inadequate in the case of fire 
fighting for which it was never intended. Stam pipes 
and hose will only be required when the Department 
has funds enough to install a new fire fighting water 
system the plans of which are on file with the Depart- 
ment. I can not recommend that this be done at the 
present time." 


It should also be noted in the Agent's report that 
he quotes the Acting Chief of the Cranbrook Fire Brigade as 
stating tliat "The pressure is so low in the domestic water sup- 
ply that it is of no use for fighting fire", from which it 
would appear that this source of supply would have been of 
little value at the time the fire was discovered. ‘here is no 
evidence on my files of application having been received from 
the Indian Agent or Principal for hose and stand pipe equip- 
ment. Jvidently the primary cause of the outbreak was the

neglect of the school employees in not making certain that the 
forge fire was completely extinguished at the end of the day's 
operations. 


The question of water for fire protection for this 
school is covered by the Dominion Water and Power Bureau's 
report of March 4, 1931, where three proposals were submitted, 
two of which involved a cost of 27,527.00 and 21,111.00 res- 
pectively, the third being for a domestic supply only, which 
was subsequently installed at a cost of about $6,000.00. 
Whether or not a satisfactory fire pump could be installed in 
the nearby St. Mary's River at a moderate cost, I am unable to 
say, without an investigation. The problem would, in part, 
involve the quick operation of an engine during the very low 
temperatures prevalent in this locality. 


Meanwhile, consideration might be given to instal- 
lation of a fire door, equipped with panic bolts, on the main 
stairway between the ground floor and first floor to delay 
spread of fire to the dormitories at night, also stand pipes 
and hose on the domestic water system near the present out- 
buildings, but they would be of use only if the fire was dis- 
covered on its immediate outbreak. lr. Inspector Barry is of 
the opinion that an additional tire-essape should be provided 
at the rear of the building for which estimates could be secured 
if funds are available for the purpose. 


Regarding the replacement of the buildings, I enclose 
herewith quotation by the cranbrook Sash and Loor Company of 
Cranbrook for $523.50 for the carpenter shop and g151.50 for the 
blacksmith shop, a total of $675.00. Construction would be 
undertaken without cost for labor as manual training projects. 
If there is any likelihood that funds can be found for this pur- 
pose, competitive tenders for the material would be called for. 


It is noted that 5,000 feet of the flooring recently 
supplied was lost in this fire. his cost the Department 440 (7) 
per thousand feet, or a total of 4200 (?) for the quantity des- 
troyed. Whether this can be replaced is also a matter of funds 
available. 


Presumably we will receive, in due course, a requisi- 
tion for replacement of essential tools destroyed. 


I would recommend that when Mr. Warren of the Dominion 
Water and Power Bureau is carrying out irrigation work provided 
for on the adjoining St. Mary's Reserve that he be asked to re- 
port on the possibility of the installation of an engine and 
pump on St. Mary's ‘iver, with a pipeline to the school, to 
provide water for fire protection. It is contemplated that this 
might occupy the same site as that shown by a dotted line and 
marked "Suction Line Sxisting System" on the plan accompanying 
his "Report on Water Supply for St. Eugene School" dated March 
4, 1931.

Dear sir: 


Replying to your letter of the 2lst instant with 
reference to fire protection for Kootenay Indian Residential 
School, I would advise that I wrote you in this connection 
on the 2lst instant. No doubt you have nw received this report. 


As stated, the report covering 4 water system for 
fire protection is covered by the Dominion Water & Power Bureau's 
report of March 4, 1951. lowever, this deals with gravity 
systems that are quite costly. A similar need for fire pro- 
tection was required for the old Alberni Residential School 
under very similar conditions as exist at \ootenay. A survey 
was made by the Bureau and covered by their report of December 
5, 1935. It will be apparent that their recommendation and 
cost (approximately 3,600) would approximate those required 
at the Kootenay School, subject, of course, to survey. 


In regard to entering into an agreement with the 
Cranbrook Fire Department in order to make their services 
available to the school, I would point out that the school 
is about six miles from Cranbrook; that the domestic water 
supply would not permit them to employ effective fire fight- 
ing by hose without pumping from St. Mary's River, which, in 
my opinion, is too distant for their equipment; and it would 
probably be found that fire insurance companies would not per- 
mit them to leave the town unprotected. 


This is the fourth fire that has occurred at this 
institution, but it is obvious that there is not a great deal 
more that can be done to protect the property, other than first 
aid equipment. If the Dominion Water & Power Bureau's Ingineer

I am in receipt of your letters of the 
21st and 23rd instant reporting on the loss by fire 
of outbuildings and equipment at the Kootenay 
Residential School and commenting on the necessity 
for additional fire protection.

I beg to forward herewith Mr. T. J. 
Arnallts reports on his inspection on 21st 
July, 1941, of the heating unit and power plant 
at the Kootenay Indian Residential School, 
Cranbrook, B. C., together with copies of 
Certificates covering Boilers No. 1869 No.l 
Left Hand; No. 1870 Noe 2 Right Hand, and 
Noe 44850, at the above School. 


With special reference to Mr. Arnall's 
observations, as contained in his letter of Augst 
22nd (a copy of which is attached) on the engines 
comprising the power plant, I would draw the Depart- 
ment's attention to the contents of the Report on 
"proposed Fire Protection and Repairs to Domestic 
Water Supply, St. Eugene Indian School, Kootenay 
Agency" by Mr. W. C. Warren, under date of June 
29th, 1941, a copy of which has no doubt been 
supplied to the Department by the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch. 


It would appear that, whatever work may 
be contemplated later, it is evident that a proper

overhead shaft with attachments should be installed 
in order that the existing domestic water pump may 
be successfully operated by the new Lister engine 
supplied by the Department for the operation of the 
electric lighting plant. The operation of the pump 
through the present temporary shafting is not only 
inefficient but is likely to cause undue wear on the 
new engine. 


The Petter engine to which Mr. Arnall refers 

as supplied some time ago to operate the pumping 

lant. It was overhauled at considerable expense by 

the Cranbrook Foundry & Machine Shops (Mr. C. E. MacKinnon) , 
Cranbrook, B. C. (see your letter No. 155-0-5 of August 
24th, 1938, in this respect). The operation of this engine 
has not been satisfactory and, as it is not possible to 
use it in its present condition, I would recommend that 
this particular engine be examined and overhauled by a 
firm in this City having the necessary qualified mechanics 
and proper facilities for such work.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 22nd ultimo 
enclosing Mr. Arnall’s reports with reference 
to the boilers at the Kootenay Residential 
Sehool. You may arrange for the immediate 
installation of a proper steel shaft and cast- 
fron bearings and hanger brackets. This will 
permit the water pump being operated by the 
new Lister engine. 


If the Petter engine can be placed in 
working condition at a reasonable cost you may 
make the necessary arrangements. Incidentally 
we were recently informed that the engineer at 
the Kootenay School had expressed the opinion 
that he could put this engine in running condition 
if supplied with a few parts. If this information 
is correct, it might be possible to save con- 
siderable expenditure. 


I note you refer to Mr. Warren's report 
on proposed fire protection and repairs to the 
domestic water supply at the Kootenay School. 
The cost of the proposals made by Mr. Warren 
varies from $5,300.00 to $12,200.00. There are 
no funds available at the present time for 
carrying out any of Mr. Warren's proposals.

In reference to your notation on Dr. McGill's 
memorandum to you of May 29th last regarding the possibility 
of providing fire protection at this school, attached hereto 
are two copies of Mr. Warren's report together with copies of 
Mr. Webb's explanatory letter of the 30th ultimo. 


It will be noted that the present source of supply 
(springs) is not adequate for fire protection without storage 
and that Mr. Warren hes advanced several proposals: 


(1) To build a pump house nesr St. Mary's river, install 
in it a new fire pump and engine, together with the 
pump now installed in the school and supply weter for 
fire protection and domestic use through separate mains 
at an estimated cost of $8,800.00. 


When the present suction pipe and pressure tank require 
replacing, to eliminate the pressure tank, increase the 
pumping eapacity to 100 gallons per minute and erect a 
25,000 gallons high level storage tank, the pump to be 
installed in the building as at present, at an estimated 
cost of $6,700.00. 


(3) To inerease the present pumping capacity to 50 gallons 
per minute and install inside hydrant stacks, hose, ete., 
to afford a degree of fire protection at an estimated 
cost of $1,200.00. 


Proposal No.l would provide 500 g-p.m. and the 
supply would be positive as the pump would not be affeoted by a 
fire in the school building. This is the most desirable of the 
proposals submitted and should be undertaken as soon as sufficient 
funds can be provided. If this is found to be impracticable at 
present, then consideration should be given to Proposal No.5, in 
which ail expenditures, except the new oil engine, ere common to 
all proposals.

‘This pumping plant would include two sete of 
equipment, e pump for fire rotection purposes having 
as @ source the Jt.Mary's river, and a pump for dome 
estic supply from the springs, the existing pumping 
equipment being moved from its preseat location to 
a new pump house to be constructed, This will 
explain the statement on Page 6 of the report "the 
cost of the pumping plant would be reduced by a Like 
amount ($1200) if the work is done now", The £1200 
being about $700 for e new engine and $500 for fire 
equipment and installation, both items being included 
in the estimate of Tire pump cost.

Sir: 

As requested in your letter of June 
1th I today made an inspection of the domestic 
water system at St.Zugene Indian School with a 
view to providing additional water for fire pro- 
tection. In this connection I wish to report as 
follows: - 

PRESENT. SYSTEM 

The existing system comprises a Fairbanks- 
Morse 5" x 5" triplex displacement pump driven from 
a line shaft by belt connection to a lo=-li,.P?, Lister 
oil engine, which alternately drives the generator 
of the electric lighting plant. The probable 
capacity of the pumping plant at present is 20 to 
25 gallons per minute, 

The pumping plant is located in a room 
adjoining the boiler room, about 14 feet below 
ground level. A pneumatic tank, 4-1/2 feet in 
diameter and said to be 30 feet long, buried 14 
feet in the ground outside the pump house, provides 
for distribution throughout the school building. 
The estimated available water from the pneumatic 
tank based on the above measurements is 1600 to 
2000 gallons. The 43-inch suction pipe of the pump 
extends about 1200 feet, to a tank of 5000 gallons 
capacity near St.Mary's river, where water collects 
by way of a 4-inch pipeline about 3000 feet long 


from springs which provide a varying flow of 25 to

No outlets are available on the distrib- 
ution line in the school for fire hose connections. 
HISTORY OF DEVELOPMENT 

There is little information to be obtained 
locally on the initiation and evelopment of the 
present system prior to 1923. Sometime previous to 
1923 St. Joseph's creek was abandoned as a source 
of supply,due to contamination by sewage from the 
town of Cranbrook about seven miles distant, in favour 
of the St.Mary's river. In 1923 a new intake well 
and inlet from St. Mary's river was constructed, 

In 1932 St. Mary's river was abandoned as 
a source of supply due to contamination by sewage 
from Kimberley and the present source (springs) was 
developed. At that time also a new pumping engine 
(now out of service) was installed. The present 
hook-up of engine and pump was apparently made a 
year or more ago and is not an efficient arrangement. 

Most of the equipment although 20 years 
old mut or more appears to be serviceable. Fressure 
tests up to 130 lbs. within the past year indicate 
no weakness in the pneumatic tank, pump and connec- 
tions, except the relief valve and water level 
indicator which do not function according to the 
school mechanic, 

FIRE HAZA 

The value of the buildings on the school 
premises is probably not in excess of {110,000 
of which the school alone represents more than 90%, 

The principal outbuilding, a frame barn, 
is almost certain to be a total loss in the event 


of a fire within it. There are a number of other 
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small frame structures closer to the school build- 
ing but of comparatively small value, 

The school is a concrete-block building 
30 years old. Danger of fire would be entirely within 
the building privided all unnecessary hazards wore 
removed from the immediate vicinity. 

It is very likely that the building would 
be a total loss if an inside fire could not be 
extinguished within one hour, 

There are four male members of the staff 
ordinarily resident at or near the school who would 
be available in the event of a fire. An Indian ranch- 
erie at a distance of about one-quarter mile could 
provide some assistance and the Cranbrook fire depart- 
ment, I am informed by the school principal, will, 
and have on occasion, lent assistance, 

RE_ PROTECTION 

There are only two possible sources which 
will provide water in sufficient quantity for fire 
protection purposes without large capacity storage. 
These sources are St.Joseph's creek and St.Mary's 
river. Both streams are contuntactes by sewage and a 
supply for fire protection purposes securéd from either 
would require facilities independent of the works 
existing for domestic service. 

A gravity supply from St.Joseph's creek 
through a pipeline about one mile in length, would 
provide sufficient water at 45-lbs. hydrant pressure 
for fire protection, Such an installation although 
meeting certain requirements better than any other, 
probably cannot be considered on account of the high 
cost, estimated to be $16,275.00 with complete fire 


equipment, 
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Although St.Joseph's creek passes close to 
the school it would not be a desirable source for a 
pumped supply. There would be difficulties of an 
assured supply during the irrigation season and pro- 
bably during the winter months, 

A supply obtained from the St.Mary's river 
by pumping would cost approximately $8800. A suitable 
installation would provide water under 65 lbs. hydrant 
pressure at a rate of 500 gallons per minute. uc 
P G PLANT FOR FIRE PROTECTION . 

The high cost of a pumping plant is due to 
the particular conditions which must be met in obtain- 
ing water from the St.Mary's river for fire purposes. 
juch a plant must operate instantly under all adverse 
conditions, otherwise the investment is wasted. 

In order to provide the greatest efficiency 
in operation a pumping plant should be located as near 
the source of supply as practical. Although it would 
be possible to install a fire pump in the present 
engine room of the school I do not believe it would 
be desirable and the cost would not be lessened, 

Possibly the best and most convenient site 
for a pumping plant is near the site of the old intake, 
where the depth of water at low stage is about 2) feet 
at a distance into the stream of 60 feet, from the well. 
This depth is barely sufficient for protection during 
winter when temperature is likely to drop as low as 
-40° ¥. Ice jams are likely to occur at any point 
along the river for a mile or more, 

A pump house requires to be sufficiently 
below ground level to provide protection for the mach- 
inery in an operating condition when the temperature 


is low and st the same time be above highwater stage. 
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The range between low and high stages is about 7% feet. 
Such a site necessitates long intake and suction pipe- 
lines, as well as a screen chamber. The old intake 
well would probably be a source of trouble if used os 

a sereen chamber as it is built on the gravel and has 
no bottom. I believe it would cost less to construct 

a new one rather then try to make the old one service- 
able. 

Records indicate that winter temperatures 4s 
low as -40°F . may be expected and that low temperatures 
are likely to prevail for lengthy periods. Consequently 
pipelines should have a depth of cover of about 7 feet 
and hydrants 8 feet, as well as being suitably housed, 

The present pumping plant is free from frost 
difficulties due to its proximity to the school heating 
plant. An auxiliary heating plant for a detached 
pump house becomes 4 necessity even if operated only @ 
few times during the winter. 

VE SUGGESTION 

It should be realized that the present water 
works equipment has been in service about 20 years 
and may require complete renewal within the next 5 or 
10 years. 

Under the most favourable conditions the 
supply from the existing plant is limited to about 50 
@ePpem. and there are no means of making use of the 
plant capacity for fire service, 

Regardless of whether 4 pumping plant for 
fire protection purposes only is to be installed now or 
in the future, I would recommend that the domestic 
plant be overhauled to make it function to its full cap- 


acity and that hydrants be installed within the school 
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building, to make available, in the event of a fire, 

a supply of 50 gallons per minute. This is estimated 

to cost $1200.00. The cost of the pumping plant would 

be reduced by a like amount if this work is done now. 

As an alternative to the fire pump installation I 

would suggest that when renewal of the pressure tank 

and suction pipe is indicated that a high level tank 

of 25,000 gallons capacity be substituted for the 

present pneumatic tank and the domestic pumping equipment 

be stepped up to 100 gallons per minute capacity, equip=- 

ment to be housed as at present, and outside hydrants 

provided, Such an installation would assure a supply 

of 500 gallons per minute for a period of one hour and 

would meet the requirements of a situation the school 

staff are likely to be able to deal with successfully. 
The cost of this suggested installation is 

estimated at $8700 exclusive of the cost of inside 

hydrants, hose and new engine. Assuming that all of the 

old plant will require renewal shortly at an estimated 

cost of $4100 the net investment for the degree of fire 

protection afforded would be about $3600. 

While preparing this report I have not had an 
opportunity of making new plans to accompany it. Howe 
ever, all of the essential information is contained 
in the plans accompanying my report of Mareh 4, 1931. 
Should it be necessary, detailed plans can be prepared 


of any or all of the proposals advanced.

I am today in receipt of a letter from 
Reverend Father Forbes, Prinoipal of the Kootenay 
Residential Sohool, in which he points out that the 
new Diesel engine purchased by the Department in 
February, 1941, is not giving satisfaction. The 
Principal states that he has had to have it 
repaired twice. The last repair job was only 
completed on the 9th instant, after the school 
had been without lights for over a week. ie 
further advises that this latter repair job does 
not appear to have remedied the trouble. 


I was very much concerned at receiving 
this report. ‘The equipment that was installed 
should operate in good order for many years. It 
was supplied by the Modern lectric, Cranbrook, 
B.C. 


Has this firm done the repair work to 
which the Prineipal refers in his letter? Have 
you interviewed them and ascertained why this 
installation is not operating satisfactorily? 

I would like to have a complete report from them 
regarding the installation and the reason for 

its failing to function in the proper manner. I 
presume that the engineer at the sohool is fully 
qualified to handle the equipment that the Depart- 
ment has supplied.

The above Engine has been torn down and inspected and condition is 
as follows: 


Crankshaft bearing surfaces are badly cut up and should be 
re-finished and ground. 

(We were asked to supply a new Crankshaft but this is not available 
and with an old Engine would not recommend this large expenditure, 
and believe a good job can be made by grinding as stated above.) 


Cylinder - this found to be .026" over size, therefore, will require 
re-boring.

I am asking the local Indian agent 
to apply for a refund of about $90.00.

The case was urgent - about a week 
before school opened I was informed that many toilets 
and some sinks were completely out of order or working 
only because of makeshift arrangements. There was no 
time to get permission and have the work done before 
school opened and so I had the work done. From a 
sanitary point of view it was very urgent.

Unless I am mistaken, :here is still in Ottawa some of the 
grant made for repairs at this School. I would recommend that this money 
be used for the following purposes: 

(1) Certain rooms,such as the Disciplinarian's,the Sisters',the 
Chapel,some halls,etc are very cold owing chiefly to poorly fitting wind- 
-ows and doors. in some of these rooms,water freezes. after an experiment 
I would suggest that all windows and doors be fitted with weather-stripe 
"Ladore"weatherstrip has proved the best and most lasting. it will take a 
little less than 4000! and will cost 4 cents per foot less a small reducte 
«ion which will more than pay for tacks. It would cost less if it co 1d 
be bought wholesale,but this is impossible at present. McLennan, McFeeley 
&%Prior of Vancouver inform me that they have had it on order for a long 
time,but have been unable to get any and they do not know if or when they 
will be able to get any. 9n account of danger to health(colds, pneumonia 
which may result from the cold and drafts coming through the doors and 
windows)I have taken it upon myself to buy up as much of Ladore weathere 
strip as possible(about 1000! feet to date)locally,and to ask the local 
Hardware stores (Parks Htwre.Coy,McBrides)to try to pick up the balance. 
Prior to doing so,I asked McLennan Mcleeley&Prior for a quotation so as 
to submit it to the Department. When they replied that they had none and 
had been unable to get any and could neither quote on 4t or guarantee to 
supply any,I bought up as such as I could and trust that the Department 
will approve of my action and pay for the weather-strip out of the money 
on hand. 

(2)There will not be sufficient money to make all the repairs 
heeded on the barn,-reshingling, repainting, renewing half of the floor, 
replacing practically all the storm windows etce(Some or all of these 
things were seen to be necessary by the Jommissioner,Mr.Doucet and Captai 
Parry individually or collectively) There will not be enough money for all 
of this but I would sugrest doors for the Barn. The two large doors in 
the May-loft (about 16 (by 14')have been missing for years. ‘hey are,and 
must be sliding doors and it is for them that most of the Hardware mention 
-ed b@low is required. Some small doors are also missing in the Hay-loft, 
and two large double doors as well as two smaller doors (about 7'x3}') 
require a little repair work in the barn proper. 

At no expense to the Department,I have had nearly 100 panes 
of glass put into the windows of the barn,but even with this and with work 
done on the doors of the barn,it is very cold in the barn. This is no 
good either for the boys who milk early in the morning,or for the cowS. 

I would submit,that even if it did take 50.90 or 5100.00 more that remain 
-s of the appropriation, this money would bs well spent;there would be more 
milk(all of which 1s used here)and the boys milking would not have to go 
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' from@ftcir beds into a cold barn. This Barn by the way is Government 
property. All work,ofcourse,would be done by the School,

The Principal should by this time be fully 
conversant with our purchasing regulations and I 
am, therefore, surprised that he has roceeded with 
a very heavy purchase without submitting the matter 
definitely to us so that it could be handled in the 
required manner. While it is true we discussed 
with Father Forbes the amount available for this 
school, no authority was given him to purchase 
material. 


I note that the account for the shingles and 
lumber amounts to $543.50. You may arrange with 
him to forward this account to Indian Commissioner 
MacKay who is being written about the matter. It 
will not be possible for us to allow more than 
$500.00 of this amount. 


The other quotations which the Principal has 
received should also be forwarded to Indian 
Commissioner MacKay for his consideration. He is 
being written about these matters also.

Sash & Door Co. have on hand are all they will have 
until some time after the war, I have thought it better 
to follow their advice (marked with red arrow and 
underlined in red) as given in their letter of March 
20th and I have ordered these shingles. As it turned 
out, I aid this none too soon." 
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While Father Forbes has not followed our 
purchasing regulations, it has been decided that, 
as the material is necessary and no doubt is scarce, 
we will allow an amount of 3500.00 toward its cost. 
I am requesting the Indian Agent to forward the 
account to you for your consideration and it would 
be appreciated if you would issue purchase order 
for $500.00 and forward the account to this office. 


In addition to the above, shingle nails, 
60 gallons shingle paint, 5 gallons white paint and 
3 gallons linseed oil are required. The Prine ipal 
is obtaining quotations for these and [ am directing 
Indian Agent Irwin to forward them to your office for 
consideration. You should award the business to 
whatever firm quotes you the best price and when 
forwarding the accounts you should attach copy of 
your purchase order.

I am informed that the various roofs of 
vranbrook Indian Kesidential School are in urgent need of 
‘epair as leaks have developed that are dumaging the interior 
of the building. The flat roof over the boiler room is about 
30 feet below the overhanging eave of the sain roof on which 
icicles form in the winter and fall on to the boiler room roof 
with considerable force. An attempt has been made to overcome 
this by roofing this portion of the roof with metal but it has 
not been entirely successful as the pounding has broken the 
joints of the metal. Also, the felt on the rest of this roof has 
buckled pretty badly and needs attention. The cost of this 
articular job would amount to ¥260.00. It is also proposed to 
lay a wooden walk on the portion bombarded by icicles but this 
could be carried out by the school staff. 


Various repairs to the chapel roof would amount to 
$98.00 and a similar amount for the repairs to the flat deck on 
the main roof, including flashing and painting, The main roof 
was constvucted with deep valleys at both ends of the building 
and these accumulate snow that causes water to back uy bove the 
flashings and penetrate the building with consiverable damage 
to the plaster, and will, no doubt, in time rot the roof rafters 
and trusses, Various attempts have been made to correct this 
trouble without success and apparently the only remedy is to 
reduce the angle of the valleys by making a false bottom. The

There has recently been considersble corres- 
pondence regarding the power plant at the Kootenay Indian 
Hesidential School and as matters now stand the Lister 
engine has been out of order for some time awaiting repair 
parts from England. The Petter engine does not appear to 
give satisfactory service, and the load is being carried 
entirely by the old Otto engine which is very sturdy and 
has stood a lot of abuse fram inexperienced engineers. 


However this Otto engine is urgently in need of 
repairs at the present time and Father Forbes has secured 
a@ quotation fram the J. Schneider Engineering Works, of 
Philadelphia, Pa., who are the sole manufacturers and 
distributors of Otto engine parts. The total cost of the 
repair parts required, including duty, sales tax and freight, 
will amount to approximately ¥575.00, and Mr. Indian Agent 
Irwin and Father Forbes have requested authority to make 
this expenditure. 


As it does not appear likely that repair parts for 
the Lister engine can be secured in the near future and, in 
view of the fact that complete breakdown of the Otto engine 
would mean the closing down of the School, I would recommend 
that favourable consideration be given to this expenditure if 
funds are available.

You will recall that a Lister Diesel engine was 
installed in the Kootenay Residential School in February, 
1941, at a cost of approximately $1500.00. aA review of 
the correspondence indicates that the Principal at that 
time, Father Collins, did not want this type of machine, 
but about that time Father Forbes was placed in charge 
of the school and he accepted it. You will also remember 
that ever since it was installed we have had correspondence 
indicating that it was not satisfactory and quite recently 
we authorized an amount of $375.00 for repairs to the 
Otto engine. 


Father Forbes is in Ottawa this week and Mr. 
Phelan interviewed him this morning and he again brought 
up the question of this engine. May I also quote from a 
letter recently received from Father Forbes: 


"From the beginning there was trouble with the 
Diese] engine. I need not go into details. The company 
which installed it blamed the trouble ultimately on the 
fact that we had not used the oil ordered in their 
instruction book. That is true. We did not use that 
oil until after the first breakdowmm. We used it after 
that and have had breakdown after breakdown ever since. 
A year _- after some appeals, I got permission to 
have an independent, competent man examine the engine. 
He found the cylinder had cracked. It was sent to 
Vancouver one year ago and we have received no replacement 
since. What I was told is true; you cannot expect Diesel 
parts until after the war." 
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It is difficult for the Department to under- 
stand why this machine has not worked properly. Possibly 
4t is due to faulty installation or, on the other hand, 
it may be the fault of the school engineer. However, I 
feel that the matter should not be allowed to go on in 
the manner it has in the past two years. You should have 
a competent man examine this machine thoroughly and let 
us know exactly where the fault lies. Possibly Mr. Arnall 
could do this, but, if not, you may be able to Se for 
someone else. Of course, the point to keep in mind is 
that it should be a person thoroughly familiar with this 
type of engine. We have had Lister Diesel engines 
installed at other schools and have had practically no 
trouble with them and in addition the cost of their 
operation is much less than that of engines operated by 
gasoline. [I feel too that this is an opportunity for us 
to obtain definite information on the operation of this 
type of engine and consequently would appreciate your 
arranging to have a very com lete report forwarded, so 


that we would have explicit information available in the 
event of this type of engine causing trouble at any 
other school.

Have been called in to inspect the Diesel equipment and other engines 
room installations being used to take care of the power requirements 
of this institution and report on theiy mechanical condition, 


The two cylinder 16 H.P. four stroke cycle Lister Diesel engine which 
has been set up to drive the main load ( 10 KW Westinghouse generator ) 
is out of order, This engine hequires a cylinder head which I understand 
has been on order for 13 months, The true condition of this engine can 
only be determined by dismantling for inspection, but from interviewing 
the operator and talking with the mechanic who has been in close touch 
with this piece of equipment since delivery, I gather it has been idle 
awaiting repairs a great deal more than it has been working. Judeming 
from the usual service these engines give under normal operating conditie 
ons togeather with the impression + have received from the appearance of 
the engine room and engines, I would offer to suggest that most of this 
trouble can be attributed to faulty maintenance either due to lack of 
time or knowledge and interest in this type of equipment. The results 
have been costly. 


In order to put this engine back to work, it would be necessary to 
install the new head with all necessary gaskets and seals, check the 
condition of the fuel injection equipment for: 


a. Proper fuel injection pressure. 

Dv. Proper fuel injection timing for output of max- 
imum H.P. 

Cc. Check fuel filter system also proper handling of 
of the fuel oil. 


The entire engine should be thoroughly cleaned out, the main and connect- 
ing rod bearings checked for clearance, The proper’ lubricating oil 

should be put on the job and apd a periodical check made on the servicing 
of this engine by some one who understands how important it i@ to carry 
out instructions of maintenance laid down by the manufactur er, 


A 7H.P. Petters full Diesel is used to drive a water pump which is 
used to pump water from the river into a pressure storage tank for house 
use, A 4 KW generator is set up near this engine so it may be used in 
case of emergency, I understand considerable work has been done on this 
engine but at the present , the fuel injection valve seems to be cracked 
thus allowing considerable fuel to leak on to the surface of the cylind 
er head and run down on the floor, Considerable lubricating oil appears 
to be leaking by the main bearings and adding to the grease and oil on 

the floor. This engine is not used a great deal but would be in very 
good repair if cleaned up and the two items mentioned were fixed,

I have to refer to your letter of December 16, 1943, 
authorizing the employment of a competent diesel engineer to examine 
the engines at the Cranbrook Residential School. 


Failing to secure the services required in Vancouver, 
I requested Mr. Inspector Coleman while in Cranbrook in connection 
with the status investigation of the St. Mary's Band, to make a 
careful examination of the plant and endeavour to secure the services 
of an experienced engineer in Cranbrook or district to look over the 
equipment for us and bring in a report. Fortun.tely, Mr. Coleman 
was able to arrange with Mr. A. G. Bayes, a diesel engineer in the 
employ of the Caterpillar Tractor Company and now stationed at 
Cranbrook, to make a careful examination of the plant. Mr. Bayes*" 
report is encloved herewith, together with a memorandum from Mr. Coleman 
on his own examination of the engines and boiler room. 


It will be observed that Mr. Coleman maintains that 
practically all the complaints received from the Reverend Principal 
are due to insdequate maintenance and faulty operation of the equip- 
ment. The other points brought out by the Inspector may be 
summarized sas follows: - 


1. Poor housekeeping in the engine room has created a 
serious fire hazard. 

2. Absence of proper arrangements for the care of tools, 
these being scattered over the engine room. 

3. A new line shaft and hangers supplied two years ago 
at the request of the Principal have not yet been 
ins called. 

4. ingine room badly in need of painting. 

S. Floor of engine room oil soaked. 


Mr. Coleman attributes much of the trouble to lack 


(over) 
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of qualifications on the p»rt of the engineer and the fact that he 
does not spend more than one hour per day looking after the engines 
and boilers, being employed at various chores around the barn and 
buildings which take up the rest of his time. It will be found that 
Mr. Bayes’ findings are in line with those of the Inspector and that 
he emphasizes that "most of this trouble can be attributed to faulty 
maintenance either due to lack of time or knowledge and interest in 
this type of equipment". 


In my opinion, the proper care and operation of the 
power plant at this school requires the full time of a properly 
qualified man. If Mr. Townsend has not the experience and qualifica- 
tions necessary for the position, he should be replace’ at the 
earliest possible date. On the other hand, if this man is qualified 
and in a position to do the work required and could give the service 
the Department has a right to expect, provided he were free from 
other duties at the school, the necessary arrangements should be 
made to bring this change about and the Principal instructed accordingly. 
It ic certainly disturbing to know that the trouble we have experienced 
in connection with the equipment at this school and the resulting 
expense to the Department are the lirect result of lack of proper care 
and attention.

I have to refer to your letter of December 16, 1943, 
authorizing the employment of a competent diesel engineer to examine 
the engines at the Cranbrook Kesidential School. 


Failing to secure the services required in Vancouver, 
I requested Mr. Inspector Coleman while in Cranbrook in connection 
with the status investigation of the St. Mary's Band, to make @ 
careful examination of the plant and endeavour to secure the services 
of an experienced engineer in Cranbrook or district to look over the 
equipment for us and bring in a report. Fortunately, Mr. Coleman 
was able to arrange with Mr. A. G. Bayes, a diesel engineer in the 
employ of the Caterpillar tractor Company ana now stationed at 
Cranbrook, to make a careful examination of the plant. Mr. Bayes' 
report is enclosed herewith, together with a memorandum from Mr. Coleman 
on hig own examination of the engines anda boiler room. 


It will be observed that Mr. Coleman maintains that 
practically all the complaints received from the Reverena Principal 
are due to inadequate maintenance and faulty operation of the equip- 
ment. Lhe other points brought out by the Inspector may be 
summarized as follows: - 


Poor housekeeping in the engine room has created a 
serious fire hazard. 

Absence of proper arrangements for the care of tools, 
these being scattered over the engine room. 

A new line shaft and hangers suppliec two years ago 
at the request of the Principal have uot yet been 
installed. 

ungine room badly in need of painting. 

Floor of engine room oil soaked. 


Mr. Coleman attvibutes much of the trouble to lack 


(over) 
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of qualifications On the part of the engineer and the fact that he 
does not spend more than one hour per day looking after the engines 
and boilers, being employed at various chores around the barn and 
buildings which take up the rest of his time. It will be found that 
Mr. Bayes’ findings are in line with those of the Inspector and that 
he emphasizes that "most of this trouble can be attributed to faulty 
maintenance either due to lack of time or knowledge and interest in 
this type of equipment". 


In my opinion, the proper care and operation of the 
power plant at this school requires the full time of a properly 
qualified man. If Mr. Townsend has not the experience and qualifica- 
tions necessary for the position, he shoula be replaced at the 
earliest possible date. On the other hand, if this man is qualified 
and in a position to do the work required and could give the service 
the Department has a right to expect, providea he were free from 
other duties at the school, the necessary arrangements’ should be 
made to bring this change about and the Principal instructed accorcingly. 
It is certainly disturbing to know that the trouble we have experienced 
in connection with the equipment at this school and the resulting 
expense to the Department are the cirect result of lack of proper care 
and attention,

Dear Father Forbes: 


You will recall that we have had constant 
complaints regarding the Lister Diesel engine installed in 
the Kootenay Residential School in February, 1941, at a 
cost of approximately $1500. The Department felt that 
this machine should work properly and we believed that 
the trouble was either due to faulty installetion or, on 
the other hand, the fault of the school engineer. We 
further believed that the time had arrived when a thorough 
examination should be made of the machine and a decision 
reached regarding what the real trouble was. Accordingly 
we instructed Indian Commissioner MacKay to have this 
machine examined by a competent man and I enclose, for 
your information, a copy of his report. This report may 
be summarized as follows: 


1. Poor housekeeping in the engine room has created a 
serious fire hazard. 


2. Absence of proper arrangements for the care of tools, 
these being scattered over the engine room. 


3. <A new line shaft and hangers supplied two years ago 
at the request of the Principal have not yet been 
installed. 


4. Engine room badly in need of painting. 
5. Floor of engine room oil soaked. 


I feel certain that you will co-operate 
with the Department by correcting the conditions which 
quite evidently have interfered with the proper operation 
of the Diesel engine.

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Inspector Coleman also reports regarding 
his examination of the engine and boiler room as follows: 


"as there is a 25.3 h.p. boiler in use in 
the plant, and I understand Provinolal Regulations eall 
for an operator with Engineer's Certificate for boilers 
over 15 h.p., I questioned Mr. Townsend, the person 
attending to the engine room plant, as to his standing 
in this respect and he advised that he held no such 
certificates, but that the Dominion Department of Public 
Works Boiler Inspeotor, Mr. Arnall had informed him that 
he did not require them and that he, Mr. Arnall, would 
assume any responsibility in the matter. In reply to my 
questioning Mr. Townsend stated that he was not the only 
person handling the boilers and if he was absent working 
on the school farm, which constitutes the bulk of his 
work, some other person was just as likely to start a 
fire in the vertical high pressure boiler, possibly 
after he had drained it, creating a serious explosion 
hazard." 


The Inspector's report in the above 
regard should receive your immediate consideration.

Memorandum for file: 


On the Inspector's report file for the 
Kootenay Agency there is a lengthy report from Inspector 
Coleman regarding the Kootenay Indian Residential School. 
This report was forwarded to the Department under cover 
of Indian Commissioner Mackay's letter of April 28. In 
commenting on Inspector Coleman's report regarding the 
Kootenay School, Indian Commissioner MacKay wrote as 
follows: 


"Fire Protection: The question of fire protection has 
already been reported on by the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch and any move to provide a service in this respect 
should be referred to them for attention. 


"Kitchen: The three oven range referred to should be 
overhauled and repaired or replaced if the cost of repair 
and overhaul is excessive. 


"Electric Wiring: Improvements to the electric wiring 

and fire alarm system at the school were carried out 

under Departmental authority 155-0-5 dated April 5, 1941, 

at a cost of $449.13. The work on completion was inspected 
by Mr. MacDonald, local Assistant Fire Marshal, and reported 
by him as satisfactory. The Agent will be requested to 
advise regarding the parts of the system referred to by Mr. 
Coleman which constitute a fire hazard. 


"Tt would appear that the total cost of the 
various improvements listed as necessary at this school by 
the Inspector would run into a formidable sum and if we 
are to consider as well the cost of installing an adequate 
water supply for fire fighting purposes which the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch has estimated at $16,275.00 for a 
gravity system from St. Joseph's Creek, it might be well 
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before any great expenditure is incurred to survey the 
educational set-up in the Kootenay and Okanagan Agencies 
to determine whether the Residential School should be 
closed and replaced by Day Schools in the areas from 
which the Residential School pupils are drawn. The 
Residential School might be used to advantage by the 
Medical Division of the Department.”

It will be noted that materials listed are required for the exterior 
of the byilding,and for the roof in particular and Father Forbes 
apparently considers these improvements the most urgent of el) re- 
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quired. 


(2) Mr. Indian Agent Irwin was instructed on July 10th 

to secure an estimate of the cost of the necessary repairs to 

the furnace and plumbing, and I am today requesting him to hasten 
submission of his report. 


(3) Mr. Irwin is betng instructed to have Mr. Ward of the 
Modern Electric Company at Cranbrook inspect the refrigerator 
and submit a report. 


(4) A request is being directed to the Indian Residential 
School at Lytton to ascertain if they have radiators in good 
condition surplus to their requirements. 


(5) The question of a new wood burning kitchen range is 
being dealt with and I enclose herewith, for your information, 
copy of a quotation from Gordon & Belyea Ltd., of this City, 

on the various styles and sizes of the ranges available. I am 
today writing Father Forbes to ask if a two-oven range would be 
large enough for their requirements, as it would appear that a 
three-oven range will not fit in the space available. 


With reference to the Provincial School Inspector's 
recommendation regarding the supply of a small cook stove, I am 
of the opinion that this would be desirable. The cost of same, 
amounting to approximately $80.00, could be met from the 8. C. 


Special Vote - Technical Education Division. 


(6) Mr. Indian Agent Irwin has already been instructed to 
have an inspection of the plastered walls and ceilings made and 
to submit an estimate of the cost of repairs. 


(7) Although the materials requested under this item are 
stated to be used as part of the boys' manual training, it would 
appear that they should more properly be charged against mainten- 
ance of the school building. I am requesting Mr. Irwin to secure 
a detailed list of what is needed. 


(8) Material for the manual training shop will be provided 
from the Technical Education Division of the B. C. Special Vote. 


(9) It will be noted that Father Forbes refers to items 
required on a list enclosed. The Reverand Principal omitted to 
enclose the list, and I am writing him in this connection. 
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Items 10, 11, 12 and 14;and also painting of engine 
room should, in my opinion, be left in abeyance for the present 
as there will certainly not be funds available for them this year 
if the preceding works are carried out. 


Item 13 will be discussed with Mr. Coleman following his 
return from vacation. 


A totel of $931.00 only was provided in the eurrent 
Estimates for repairs to this School and, as $347.46 has already 
been spent this year for paint, very few of the repairs request- 
ed by the Principal could be undertaken from the balance. It 
would, therefore, be appreciated if the Department would advise 
the total amount of funds now available for repairs at the 
Kootenay School this year, ex usive of the cost of a new 
kitchen range-

Special Vote. 


While you do not apoodsacndey recommend 
Item 14 in the Principal's letter, it is noted that the 
material would only cost $61.50 and, as it would appear 
advisable to redecorate the rooms mentioned, this ex- 
penditure is also authorized. 
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I am also interested in Paragraph 12 of the 
Principal's letter. If the work mentioned oan be 
done at a reasonable cost I am inclined to feel that 
this should receive attention this year. I presume 
I will hear further from you about this matter, as 
you state in Paragraph 9 of your letter that you have 
written to the Reverend Prinoipal for the list which 
he neglected to forward to you. 


The other paragraphs in your letter do not 
require any action at the present time.

St. Bugene Residential School. 


As meetings of the St. Mary's Band were held in this 
building and an enquiry was made into the engine situation there 
was an opportunity of making a few observations in connection 
with the institution that may be of interest. 


JUILDINGs 

fe structure is of cement block into which 
evidently went some very poor construction and thereafter, until 
recently, very little intelligent maintenance, with the result 
that a great deal of work will have to be undertaken to restore 
4t to reasonable repair. The building was reportedly shaken by 
an earthquake some time ago causing vertical cracks to appear 
in severa} parts of the walls which have never been pointed up. 


FIR® PROTECTION: 

Tobably e primary need of this institution is a fire 
protection system. This has been surveyed at various times and 
estimated to cost from 1200.00 to $8,800.00. it will probably 
be some time before these funds can be provided, but meanwhile 
something might be done by way of a "first aid” scheme that 
would bring an incipient fire under control that might otherwise 
get out of hand. 

the school “engineer” had a scheme whereby 1" or 14" pipes 
would be installed at both ends of the building with an outlet and 
fifty feet of 1"hose at two stations on the ground floor or sub- 
basement, main floor, dormitory floor and attic. this should prove 
to be a fairly inexpensive installation, probably much thm less 
than $500.00 including hose. With an outside coupling it would 
give some protection to the outbuildings. It appeares probably 
that it would deliver a stream of water for a few minutes while 
the pump was being started up to ensure a steady supply. A 
Forestry pump would be useful for the barn, manual training shop 
and outbuildings. 


PLUL.BING: 

Tt is hard to say what is the more urgent of the numberous 
necessary jobs in this building. The Reverend Principal considers 
that plumbing should be surveyed by a competent Man. this was a more 
entensive undertaking than i had time for. I would, however, suggest 
that more baths could be installed, the present three in the boys 
wash room appearing inadequate. I did not examine the girls room. 


HEATING: 

le Principal complained, with apparently good reason, of the 
shortage of radiators, particularly in the disciplinarians room and 
the Sister's dormitory. I understand that there is a surplus of 
radiator units at St. George's School (Lytton) and it is possible th 
that this might be transferred to advantage and no cost other than 
freight. 


PLASTERING: 

ithe the continual leaking of the roof, which was recently 
repaired, the plaster in the dormitories was seriously damaged, 
Some of it can no doubt be repaired by patching the cracks, but 
other parts, such as in the ceiling of the senior girls dormitory, 
will have to be cut out and replastered or filled in with plaster- 
board,as the ceiling is fairly high and sooner or later the loose 
area will fall. 

fhe plaster of this school is on expanded metal "lath" 
similar to St. George's School construction, except that the 
studding here appears to be on more standard center to center 
measurement. It has the common failure of this lath in offering 
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ttle resistance to the rough usage of a school with the result 
at some holes are in evidence. If a fire got into the wall space 
(possibly from small boys and matéhes) the staff would have a 
real problem on their hands. The remedy is patching holes as soon 
as they appear, with wood or wall board wainscotting on the lower 
part of the walle 


BASEMENT FLOOR: 


It was stated that shortly after the school was built it was 
found necessary to cover the “concrete” floor with a wood floor 
as the pupils busied themselves digging it up with spoons. This 
floor is pretty weak in spots and when funds become available it 
would be adtisable to take it up and cover the so-called concrete 
with a covering of strons fine cement and a surfacing. 

I called the Nev. Principal's attention to a large electric 
motor in the laundry insufficiently protected. 


ROOF: 


The roof of this building is of metal. Owing to faulty design 
snow piled up in the valleys and melting and freezing worked up 
under the inadequate flashings seriously damaging the plaster in 
the dormotories etc. Considerable work was done on this in the 
early winter of 1943 and it is hoped that it is now leak proof. 
However, much of the metal roofing is rusting where bends fractured 
the galvanizing and to protect these points the entire roof over the 
main building, chapel and corridors requires painting with a metal 
roof paint. 

The roof of the boiler house was in recent years covered 
with a felt roofing either poorly laid or in unsuitable weather 
and the buckles were taken out of this and protection was given 
to where it was subject to damage by falling icicles. 


DAMP PROOFING: 


To protect the stonework base of pediments, stone lintels 
over windows and canopy etc., from the inroads of frost and 
moisture, consideration should be given some time to damp proof 
treatment 


MAIN ENTRANCE 


The wide stone steps to the main entrance must have been 
laid on a poor foundation and.they have sagged considerably in 
the scenter. whey will evuntually have to be taken up and re-set 
on a firmer support. There are eight treads 11* X 1°8" risers. 


KITCHEN 3 


This is a three oven range, the fire box having burnt through 
into the first oven and I understand that the other two ovens do 
not function. the surfact of the range does not heat except over 
the firebox. The condition of this range is a serious matter 
with the number of pupils and staff to provide for and there is no 
doubt but that it should be oferhauled and repaired at the earliest 
opportunity. the school "engineer" is an ingenious individual that 
can make a broken down engine run a little longer but whose tink- 
ering can, in my opinion, upset the operation of an efficient 
machine, and I rather suspect that his operations on the drafts 
of this range accounts for its failure to operate with the result 
that the kitchen staff have tried to force matters with a very 
hot fire and the aforementioned burn-out. 


Interior Decoration: 


The kitchen, childrens dining room, laundry, boys and girls 
recreation rooms, wash rooms on both sides and basement halls 
all need repaifting badly, the latter also needing same plaster 
repairs, or better, replacement by plasterboard. The hall floors 
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®& the main floor and stairways are in need of an application 
of "Penetrem” or similar hard wearing varnish both for appear- 
ance and protection. lhis does not exhaust the interior decora~ 
tion but covers the more urgent needs. 


CAULKING: 


It will be a matter of economy to have the window and 
door frames caulked with one of the modern compounds as this 
is a cold country in the winter and the cost will soon be saved 
in fuel = or added comfort. It is possible to see through some 
of these frames at present. Window frames and sash require 
repainting. 


PREVENTORLUM; 


On both the boys and girls sides there are separte porches 
opening out of the dormitories, each capable of holding four 
or five beds, that could possibly be utilized for the ineipients 
if the existing window openings, which are now only screened 
with wire, were fitted with windows of the casement variety that 
could. be opened wide in seasonable weather. Apart from this they 
would make a valuable sleeping space addition. There are ten 
window openings in these two porches (five in each). 


ENGINE AND BOILER ROOMS: 


I have reported separately on the necessity of these two 
rooms being painted, particularly the engine room, to improve 
the lighting and enable the staff to give better attention to 
the valuable equipment therein. Uhere is also a need for changing 
the set up of the engines and installation of an overhead shaft 
that was supplied two years ago. 

There are no openings in either the boiler or engine rooms 
to permit entry of machinery, the doors being ordinary 2's" affairs, 
or less. Provision should be made some day for improvement of 
this access. 

I noticed that some one had cut out one of the concrete 
supporting piers of the chapel that is at the end of the engine 
room in order to make room for the Peters Engine. If the 
engines are placed in line this supporting column should be re- 
paired if it is possible to do So. 

Some time ago the school removed the coal grates from the 
heating boilers to adapt them to wood burning to help out the 
Indians in the winter by purchase of wood, which is now regretted 
as the school has the greatest difficulty in securing its needs. 
The Agency residence and office has had to secure its fuel from 
whites. 


ELECTRIC WIRING: 
Like most of these residential schools that I have seen, 
there is a great need for checking over the electric wiring as 
in spots it was a considerable fire hazard. 
ENERS REPATRS3 
The Principal advised that a grant of about $125.00 for lumber 


and nails for general repairs would be very helpful, but I am 
unable to give details. 


MANUAL TRAINING SHOP: 


Under the direction and work of Father Anthony an excellent 
Manual Training Shop has been constructed over an old concrete 
floor. The old part of the floor is in good shape but the mix- 
ture or material in the new floor was very poor and gan be 
scraped up quite easily. This portion should be repaired with a 
strong surface finish of sand and cement and the whol®@ floor 
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vered with "Mulsomatic" or some similar concrete floor treatment 
> abate the dust nuisance. ‘he floor area is 1150 square feet. 

It would improve working conditions, light and appearame 
if the wood walls and ceiling were painted with a light coloured 
paint, as well as assist in preservation of the material. The out- 
side also should be painted against the weather and to reduce fire 
hazard. Presumably these costs could be a charge against the 
B.C, Special Vote. 

There is only one children's bench in this building, 
two others being adult size and too high altogether for the 
children, for whom it is obvious they were never intended, 

At least three benches of regulations size and construction should 
be provided for the children. There is also a need for proper 

tool cabinets (which could be constructed on the job by the 

plder pupils) and some blackboard. 

‘he housekeeping in this room is pretty well along the 
linew of the engine room and a great deal of space is taken up 
with what appeared to be pure junk that should be cleared out 
into some outside storage. More will be said of bhis later 
under "Instruction". 


PIGGERY: 


The Principal spoke of the necessity of a piggery, the 
present accommodation being rough hovels. I would be more 
inelined to discuss the necessity if I were more certain that 
the agricultural training at this school was an organized 
endeavour. 


SARN: 


{he school has a very large barn which has recently been 
re-roofed by father Anthony with the help of the older pupils 
and they appear to have done a thoroughly good job, painting 
the roof with used engine oil (regarding which 1 hold no opinion). 
The interior of the building was fairly clean for winter, but a 
spray of whitewash would improve the appearance and hygene of the 
daily section. A track was installed in the building for a little 
carrier but has apparently been out of use for some years. In the 
interests of health 1 would like to see it put into use again 
with a properly protected manure pit away from the barn. Apart 
from the health question, it is poor training to pile it up 
outside and the losses by this method would soon pay for a proper 


piy. 

the record of production of the cows was not very impressive. 
I did not inspect: the animals but from the record sheets it would 
appear that a weed, breed ana feed policy with all that it implies, 
could well be put in effect as the dairy is probably in the red 
if the fee@ etc., were charged against the milk and cream. 


CEMENT WaALKs 


From the main gate to the main entrance is a very "Jerry- 
built*® affair, broken up near the main entrance and quite dan- 
gerous. Should be repaired. 

PROVISION #0R ADDITIONAL ACCOMMODATION: 

There is ample room in the attic on the boys side for a 
dormitory for possibly 20 beds whéch could be inexpensively 
developed by use of plasterboard. If this is done some insulation 
should be used, particularly on the ceiling. At one time fire 
escapes were in place at the rear of the building on both boys 
and girls sides. if the attic is developed for a dormitory either 
they should be replaced or a fire door installed on the s@air well 
as was done on the girls side in recent years, etherwise the 
children could be trapped by a fire or hot ‘.air coming up the stair 
well. The part of the attic on the girls side is used as a 
Sisters’ dormitory. A fire door equipped with "Gorbin" panic bolts

on the women's side of the door could be put in the separating 
wall so as to give access down the cirls fire escape in case of 
necessity 


GENERAL RE BUILDING: 


The foregoing covers only the more obvious items needing 
attention. A careful and detailed examination of the structure 
would doubtless indicated a great deal more that needs attention. 


The need in most of the Residential Schools visited, in- 
cluding this one, is for the Indian Agent to make a careful 
detailed examination of the tmildings once a year, before com- 
piling his estimates, and budget for the carrying out of 
essential maintenance. If this were done consistently the 
Department would be saved a considerable sum than by the spasmodic 
hit and miss method of lean years with the occasional splurge. 
Agent's generally, do not appear to appreciate their responsibility 
in connection with the government owned structures. 


OPERATION: 


The care of the children appeared to be excellent in every 
respect and probably on a higher physical level than in most 
of our schools. The children are happy and, in my opinion , well 
fed with a well balanced diet. They were able to stand up to 
hard and continuous exercise without undue exhaustion. The female 
staff are the Sisters of Charity of Halifax and are an exceptionally 
fine type of women. They are much more efficient, enthusiastic and 
hard working than the male staff. 


ACADEMIC: 


As this was covered by Inspector Frederickson's inspection 
I made no attempt to explore the teaching ability of the Reverend 
Sisters, but 1 have considerable confidence in his ability to 
evaluate the quality of their work and offer valuable suggestions 
for improvement. Jeing a Catholic he is entirely sympathic 
with the objects of the institution and very anxious to elevate 
its work to a standard comparable with the best white institutions 
in his inspectorate. 


The class rooms are in operation for the mornings only and 
I doubt whether the work of the afternoons is organized to the 
extent it should be and keyed to an actual educational programme. 
Some of the Sisters complained that half a dey in the classroom 
did not give them much opportunity to push the class room work 
as much as should be done. The class rooms were clean and 
appeared to be well organized. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


The Manual raining instructor is Mr. Barre, apparently a 
French Canadian. és work in this capacity is practically value-~ 
less, and the Reverend Principal did not appear very satisfied 
with him. He apparently takes the boys four at a time in the 
afternoon. When I saw them the four receiving instruction were 
working at one smgll bench, very much littered up, attempting to 
lay out a small cut out figure for some project or the other. 

I doubt very much whether the bos are getting a progressive 
course of study on the handling and care of ordinary tools and 
performance of basic operations. 


If the course and work charts were followed making sure 
that the pupils understood each item there should be no difficulty 
in their acquiring a reasonable degree of skill by the time they 
graduate out. I doubt whether this is being done. 
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I questioned the Instructor recarding the time actually 
nt on manual training by him and he gave this as four house 
a day ( I believe 24 hours would be more accurate) and that the 
rest of his time was spent in maintenance work sround the school 
(no doubt at the expense of the 3.C. Special Vote). 


If a competent Instructor was employed i would like to 
see the training include such metal work as would be involved in 
repair of farm machinery. 


Attached is an inventory of tools on hand and a list of 
additional tools that the sieverend Principal considers should be 
supplied. it will be noticed on the inventory that they have an 
excessive number of some items such as Jack Planes and +" wood 
chisels. Some of the items on the "tools required” "list" are 
otviously an effort to charge general maintenance to the 38.C. 
Special Vote. These I have marked, and apart from the items 
commented on the list is quite a reasonable one. 


AGRICULTURAL INSTRUCTION: 


It is my opinion that all residential schools with farms, 
such as this, in this Province are passing up a real opportunity 
of service to the indians by their failure to give the pupils 
something along the lines of agricultural instruction. liostly 
they are pegardéd as so much free help around the place to help 
with they chores, pitching hay etc., which would do no harm if it 
was part of a definite organized #raining with special consider- 
ation of the problems and type of farming incidental to the 
section of the Province from which pupilage is drawn. or need 
this be confined to the boys. Such a plan should include class 
room work, weed and plant collections etc. It is anticipated 
that many of the pupils would leave school anxious to operate 
their lands rather than fight shy of them as at present. Standards 
could be set up by stock judging competitions, affiliation with 
"Boys and Girls Clubs” etc. 


I endeavoured to lay a small foundation for work of this 
nature in trying to induce the agent and Reverend Principal to 
operate a small "Illustration Station" on the school grounds 
for the benefit of st. Mary's HKeserve and the pupils, to be 
operated under the direction of the local Provincial Agriculturist, 
who was quite keen on the idea. 


MEDICAL: 


The health of the pupils is well taken care of by Sister 
Marion Clair, R.N., a graduate nurse, and Doctor Greene of 
Cranbrook. Sister Clair also attempted to conduct classes among 
the girl pupils on First Aid and Home Nursing, stating that her 
application for a copy of the Canadian Hed Cross book on "Home 
Nursing" was refused by the Vepartment, which is not understood 
as it is most inexpensive, and these classes would have assisted 
in reducing hospitalization when the girls graduated. liowever, 

I am securing for her a copy personally. Considering the small 
copt of 25¢ per copy, I am of the opinion it would be a good 
investment to supply each girl in the class with one for personal 
use. The HKeverend Sister would also like to be furnished with a 
"Chase" Model doll (baby model). She has a set of haby scales. 
These items should be a legitimate charge against the B.C. Special 
Vote, as the training would be, at least, as valuable as the 
routine academic work. lo doubt Doctor Greene would be pleased 

to examine the classes at the close of the terms. The fingl 
classed could not doubt be examined and certificated under the 
auspices of St. John's or the ied Cross. 
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Medical Cont'd: 


The nurse also asked if the Department would provide a 
few essential reference books for the use of herself or her 
successors, listing these as follows: 


Eleason, "First Aid in Emergencies” 

Emerson, “Essentials of edicine” 

Jeans & Road, Essentials of Pediatrics” 

Pillsbury, " Nursing Care of Communicable Diseases" 
(McAival, Publishers, oronto.) 

Woodward, "“Obsterical .anagement and lursing". 


Presumably the two "Essentials" are nugses publications and 
not the medical students quiz books. 


To these I would add a good text on essentials of every day 
diet and Lipencotts "Quick seference for .urses" (Montreal). 


None of the above texts except Lippencotts are familiar and 
they may be those in use in the -J/urses School in the Massachusetts 
General. Presumably equivalent Canadian Texts would be acceptable. 


While this may be a departure from the vepartment's usual 
practice, 1 would point out that during the past two years this 
nurse has given considerable nursing care on the Reserve outside 
of the school and the gesture of forwarding all or some of these 
publications with the Department's appreciation would yield good 
dividends, as there is a feeling in the institution that the 
Department has been somewhat indifferent to the extra institutional 
activities of the nurse and staff in the medical field. 


MUSIC: 


Excellent work is being done with some pupils in pianoforte 
by the Reverend Sister Henry, in addition to her other duties. 
She is desirous of taking two or three to Nelson for the Conser- 
vatory of liusic examinations, and asked if the Department would 
agree to defray the travelling costs of herself and the pupils 
and examination fees for this as she thought it would be helpful 
to the school to secure these credits. If I remember rightly it 
was a matter of a total of about $20. or $25.00. The school 
finances does not permit the expenditure. 


ARTs 


This is handled mostly by Sister Superior Mary Louis. It is 
good in the orthodox school maner but the pupils are capable 
of much better work given a lead in the direction of originality, 
I attempted to give some advice and demonstration intended to be 
helpful, but this very fine Sister is a trifle too old fashioned 
to make any drastic departure from the methods of some years ago. 


SEWING: 


The girls appear to be well instructed in sewing and allied 
arts by Sister Catherine Mary. The children are better clothed 
than at some of the residential schools in the Prowince. 


The remaining Sisters not mentioned are Sister Zernice, who 
takes the grade 4 to 8 class room; Sister CepMas, Kitchen and diet 
and Sister John Anthony, laundry. The Reverend Principal is} of 
course, “ather Yorbes, 0.M.I. assisted by Father Anthony, excellent 
both as @ carpenter and an individual, also the young missionaries, 
The lay staff are the "engineer" ranch hand and jack of all trades, 
Mr. Tounsend and ir. Sarre, the Manual Praining Instructor. 
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FINANCIAL: 


Past audits and that about to be made will show that the 
school is being carried by the Oblates, cost of operation 
apparently being in the red to the extent of two or three thousand 
dollars annually. i have not taken the time to make more than 
a cursory examination of the school's finances as the Department's 
audit will show this clearly, but the position appears to be that 
the pupilage is out of all proportion to the staff necessary to 
handle an institution of this size in the matter of square feet 
floor space. The grant earning pupilage of 83 is no more than 
some of our two room day schools. with some utilization of space 
avatlable, at the cost of small expenditure, the pupilage could 
undoubtedly be increased to the 110 pupils the Reverend Principal 
considere necessary to pay cost of operation. 


The school has taken in almost every available pupil in the 
Agency and some from the Okanagan, The Okanagan quota could 
no doubt be increased from those eserves without day schools 
such as Westbank and the Similkameen HKeserves. The trouble, 
of course, is that 4 Residential School was built in an area 
with only small day school populations and the institution's 
attempting to make ends meet by paring operation expenses has 
actually made the Department spend more money on some items, such 
as the engines, than fully paid efficient labour would have 
reoc@ived. 


GENERAL: 
The needs of this school can be summarized as follows:- 


(1) Increased pupilage to improve finances and general admin- 
istration. 


(2 Overtaking of arrears in maintenance. 

(3 Improved fire protection 

(4 Improved manual training and adoption of an organized 
agricultural training. 
A little brush up by the teaching sisters in modern methods. 
{hese would make it an outstanding school. 
On the credit side might be mentioned among other things:- 


the prevailing high tone among the pupils and staff and 
their relations with each other. it is a happy school. 


Excellent care by way of food, clothing « health of the 
pupils. 


Apparent lack of exploitation of the pupils labour despite 
the financial problems.

In forwarding this report I should Like to make the following 
observations on various satters feferred to by the Inspestors- 


St Eugene Res. School™ 


Fire Protection: The question of fire protection has already been 
reported on by the Surveys and Engineering Branch and any move to 
provide a service in this respect should be referred to them for 
attention. 


Kitchen: ‘he three oven range referred to should be overhauled and 
repaired or replaced if the cost of repair and overhaul is excessive. 


Electric Wiring: Improvements to the electric wiring and fire alarm 
System at the school were carried out under Departmental authority 
155-0-5 dated April 5, 1941, at the cost of 449.13. The work on 
completion was inspected by mr. MacDonald,local Assistant Fire 
Marshal, and reported by him as saitsfactory. The Agency will be 
requested to advise regarding the parts of the system referred to 

by Mr. Coleman which constitute a fire hazard. 


It would appear that the total cost of the various 
improvements listed as necessary at this school by the Inspector 
would run into a formidable sum and if we are to consider as well the 
cost of installing an adequate water supply for fire fighting purposes 
which the Surveys and Engineering 3ranch has estimated at $16,275.00 
for a gravity system from St. Joseph's Vreek, it might be well 
before any great expenditure is incurred to survey the educational 
set-up in the Kootenay and Okanagan agencies to determine whether 
the Hesidential School should be closed and replaced by Daly Schools 
in the areas from which the xesidential School pupils are drawn. The 
Residential School might be used to advantage by the Medical Division 
of the Department.

Referring to your letter of May 135th,1944, 
with reference to the kitchen rmge at Kootenay Indian 
Residential School, I would advise that I took this 
matter up with mr. Indian Agent Irwin and enclose his 
jJetters of June 26th and 27th, 1944, and copy of a note 
from the Reverend Principal with sketches of the present 
installation. 


As it did not appear that repairs could be 
carried out economically I secured a quotation on 4 new 
range of " suitahie size from Messrs. Gordon & Belyea Limited, 
Vancouver, copy of which is enclosed herewith, the price 
being $347.55 f.o.b. Vancouver, for a 3 Oven malahat Junior 
Hotel Nange. If a similar renge in reasonably good con- 
dition cannot be secured from the aps Officer, I would 
reoonmend that purchase of this rans for the school be 

ithorized, together with suffic sient stove pipe. 


It will be observed from the Reverend Principal's 
sketch that the outlet of the canopy over the present range 
is connected with the range flue, and this alone would no 
doubt have accounted for the draft in th resent range being 
interfered with, a condition that was aggravated by the small 
brick chimmey at the end of the range. mr. Indian Agent Irwin 
has been instructed that any new installation must be placed 
as close as possible to the main flue in the kitchen and 
the pipe from the canopy not cut into this flue but carried 
outside the building in a fireproof pipe.

I regret the delay in quoting on the repairs to the 
wiring at the Kootenay Residential School. This matter wes 
overlooked in the rush of other budiness. 

The hallway extension and the minor repairs to existing 
hazardous electrical fittings would be twenty three dollers end 
thirty cents. 

Regarding the refrigerator changes it must be borneiin 
mind that ample power must be available at all times if this is 
to work satisfactorily on an automatie pressure controle At the 
present time this equipment is turned on manually end apparently 
only when the batteries are well charged. Cutting the box down 
in size will albow good refrigeration with no more increase in 
eurrent eonsumption than is being used by the manual method. We 
cannot however assume any responsibility for successful operatio, 
if trouble occurrs due to erratic power supply.

We quote as follows on repairs to the lighting system at the 
KOOTENAY RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL; 

Install eight drop lights in dining room complete with metal 
hades and pull chain sockets to replace existing unsatisfactory fixtures. 

Install two additional lights complete with shades in classroom 
also duplex convenience outlet. 

Replace hazardous wiring in upper hallway with metal raceway 
complete with drop light. 

Install bracket light in bathroom in metal raceway and seal 
off open conduit ends. 

Repair defective hall light fixture. 

Extend wiring in attic over to store room complete with drope 

The cost of the above electrical work including labor and 
materials would be Bighty seven dollars and thirty six cents (87.36) 

I have examined the refrigeration equipment at the KOOTENAY 
RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL in an effort to devise some means of reducing the 
running costs. I wishto rep rt as follows; 

The capacity of the condensing unit is such that it must operate 
a total of sixteen hours out of each twenty four in order to produce 
a temperature of 36-37 degrees in the cooler. This is a quite satisfactory 
running time and will give a closely regulated fixture temperature. The 
unit will require however something in excess of ten kilowatts per day 
for normal operation. 

If,in order to conserve current,the running time was decreased 
the casectemperature would rise. Also this temperature would fluctuate 
considerably between the on and off cycles of the machine. Either or 

ld be very detrimental to proper food storage 
h the eqpipment is intended. 
be reduced one third and effect 
If however this 
the cooler be 
so arranged as to prov dequate air circu If this 
4s not done stagnation will produce food spoilage regardless of the case 
temperature. The cost of building in a six inch insulated partition, 
installing tapered door opening, and fitting refrigerator door and 
hardware to the new partition would be Ninety three dollars. (93.00). 

If the reduced cooler space would still be adequate for the 
school requirements, and, the current savings warrant the expense then 
the move would be a good one, otherwise it should not be considered. The 
eccoler in its present size is engineered by the manufacturer to give 
maximum results.

At the present time this equipment is not always operating 
automatically. The unit is quite often shut down in order to build up 
the battery charge. If the size of the cooler is reduced( as above) 
the closer confinement of the food would make it imperative that the 
unit be left connected at all times, and, that adequate current be 
available to handle the refrigeration loads 

The motor now on this unit is not operating properly. The shunt 
field is apparently open and the motor is racing as a series type 
motor.It is erratic in speed and the brushes are arcing badly and 
the commutator pitted. The service switch blades are burned beyond repair 
and the entire switch needs rep@acing. The wiring associated with 
the condensing unit motor,Automatic controls and service switch is in 
a very dilapidated condition and should be completely renewéd. 

The refrigerant charge in the system should be adjusted, the 
automatic expansion valve set for proper superheat and the automatic 
controls reset to maintain a proper temperature in the cooler. This 
latter work should be done regardless of whether or not the size of the 
cooler is altered. The cost of this overhaul work would be (73.25) 
Seventy Three Dollars and Twenty Five Cents.

I enclose herewith Mr. Indian agent Irwin's letter 
of October 7th and reports from the Modern Electric in Cranbrook 
covering additional repairs required to the wiring at the Kootenay 
School and alterations and repairs to their refrigerator. The 
Company's report dated October 6th covers repairs to the wiring 
which are considered absolutely necessary and I would recommend 
that authority be granted for an expenditure of %23.30 for this 
purpose. 


The alterations and improvements to the wiring out- 
lined in their report of August 30th are not essential and should 
be left in abeyance for the present. 


It would appear advisable to reduce the size of the 
refrigerator and make the necessary repairs at @ total cost of 
$166.25, and I would recommend that authority be granted to have 
this work done.

The Department is in receipt of a letter 
from the Principal of the Kootenay Residential School, 
in connection with the water supply and I enclose an 
extract from his letter marked "No. 1." I also 
enclose two other reports regarding the water system 
at this school, one of which was made in 1931 and 
the other in 1941 by officials of the Surveys & 
Engineering Branch. The Department would appreciate 
your giving this matter some study and possibly you 
could confer with Father Forbes and let us have a 
report. We are under the impression from Father 
Forbes’ letter that no change is necessary in the 
drinking water supply. However, it can be inferred 
from Father Forbes' letter that ye eye of the 
pipe about which he syeaks would give an adequate 
supply of water for washing and fire protection and 
the expenditure in this regard would probably not 
be extremely heavy. However, the suggestions made 
by the Surveys & Engineering Branoh, both in 161 
and 1941, apparently involve a very heavy ex- 
penditure. There is also the question raised in. 
their reports that taking water from the river 
would affect certain people who secure water from 
the same source for irrigation purposes. I wish 
you would clear up this particular point as well as 
any other facts in connection with the water supply 
that you would like to bring to our attention. An 
early reply would be appreciated.

There are only two possible sources which 
will provide water in sufficient quantity for fire 
protection purposes without large capacity storace. 
These sources are St. Joseph's creek and St. Mary's 
river. Both streams are contaminated by sewage and a 
supply for fire protection purposes secured from either 
would require factlities independent of the works 
existing for domestic service. 


A gravity supply from st. Joseph's creek 
through a pipeline ahout one mile in leneth, would 
provide sufficient water at 45-lbs. hydrant pressure 
for fire protection. such an installation although 
meeting certain requirements better than any other, 
probably cannot be considered on account of the hich 
cost, estimated to be $16,275.00 with complete fire 
equipment. 


Although St. Joseph's creek passes close 
to the school it would not be a desirable source for a 
pumped supply. There would be < iculties of an 
assured supply durine the irrigation season and 
probably durine the winter months. 


obtained from the St. Mary's 
river by pumping would cost approximately 38800. A 
suitable installation would provide water under 65 
lbs. hydrant pressure at a rate of 500 eallons per 
minute.

of opinion from him regarding certain repairs suggested by 
you in your communication. With the reports that are likely 
to be submitted from the Surveys and Engineering Branch on 
the plumbing system and the recommendations that should reach 
us in due course from the Agent, we will be in e position to 
undertake the most urgent repairs that appear to be necessary 
at the Institution. I was particularly pleased with the in- 
formation contained in the last paragraph of your letter. It 
is indeed gratifying to learn that the relations existing be- 
tween the pupils in attendance at the school and the Indian 
parents are so cordial. The enlistments are also very oredit- 
able.

Water Supply 


In reference to your memorendum of the 9th 
instent, your file 452-32, the mtter was referred to Mr. 
Webb and from his reply the situation appears to be as follows: 


The list of projects accompanying Dr. McGill's 
memorandum of September 29, 1943, conteined en item o& 
$ 27,527.00 for water supply and fire protection based on 
Mr. Warren's report dated March 4 1931. This estimate was 
referred to Mr. Webb to be revised to meet present conditions 
and he increased it by 25% bringing it to $54,375.00, roughly 
$ 35,000.00, although a portion of the work was underteken in 1932, 


Regarding the proposals to be considered under the 
post-wer programme, Mr. Webb states as follows: 


"In the 1941 report the grevity fire protection se@ vice 
only is estimated at $16,275.00 using wood stave pipe and 
excluding all other attendant developements”. 


(It is assumed that the grevity supply from St. Jose hts 
Creek will be generally in accordance with the proposal 
outlined in the 1931 report as estimated to cost $16,275) 


"The possibilities of supplying weter for fire protection 
by means of pumps were outlined therein, in brief as follows: 


(1) To supply 500 gallons per minute by pump indefinitely 
from St. Mery's River at a cost of $8,800.00 


(2) To provide sane degree of fire protection with : he 
existing plant chiefly by meens of new engine and inside fire 
mtlets to cost $1,200.00. 


(3) Alternative to (1) = Provision of high level domestic 
storage capacity (25,000 gallons) and stepped up pumr 
capacity (lu gellons per minute) to provide a supply of 500 
gallons per minute for one hour durstion. To be undertek en 
when renewal of present domestic equipment is indicated. 
Estimated to cost $9,900.00. 


"To ell these estimates of course 25 percent should be 
added.

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"It was pointed out that the present 
‘omestic system was nearing the end of its life and 
that renewal cost would ae;:proxi mate $4,100.00 so that 
by adopting No. 3 this renewal would be accomplished 
for the amount estirated, whereas renewal would have to 
be undertaken at a future time if No. 1 was edopted. 


It could be assumed that the question of the 
type of fire protection service to be installed at St. 
Eugene School depends in some respects upon the cost. I 
believe, however, that a4 gravity system should be employed 
for fire protection here if at all possible and so obviate 
to some extent dependence on mechanical equipment. sw h 
equipment very often suffers from lack of proper care, and 
in consequence is costly to maintain. 


There would appear to be no reason for the 


expenditure of $35,000.00 for any installation for fire 
protection purposes at St, Eugene School",

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 28th ultimo with reference to a letter you re- 
ceived from the Rev. Principal Forbes requesting 
pipe line replacements to carry an urgently needed 
water supply from St. Joseph's Creek to be used for 
laundry purposes and fire protection at the School. 


The present system requires many replacements 
of pipes, taps, etc., toilets, plumbing should have 
immediate attention. A report by Mr. W. C. Warren 
under date of June 29th, 1941 states that the pre- 
sent water works equipment has been in service for 
about twenty years and may require complete renewal 
within the next five or ten years. ‘Three and a half 
of the five years mentioned have past and the pipes 
should be renewed. Some of the pipes are buried in 
the cement walls or under cement floors, which makes 
it extremely difficult to find and repair leaks. 


The present water supply while satisfactory for 
drinking is impossible in the laundry. So very hard 
that no amount of soap and rubbing will getawashing 
clean. Water unfit for drinking but satisfactory 
for laundry purposes is brought from St. Joseph's 
Creek carried by an old wooden pipe line that was 
put in over over thirty years ago, It is about 500 
yards in length with its intake a@b-aeeelthat distance 
south of the School. It is rotted through in several 
places and not worth repairing. If a new pipe line 
4s laid and connected with a one inch pipe of about 
300 feet, water would be available for the laundry, 
urinals, toilets and fire protection as well. 


Principal Forbes and his Engineer, Mr. Townsend, 
have called my attention to the fact that where the 
intake is located about 500 yards south of the 
School, the creek is about 30 feet above the ground 
level of the School or just above the level of the 
second floor, which would afford considerable pre- 
ssure in bringing the water down, Mr. Townsend 
suggests that if and when the main pipe is renewed 
and connected to one or two hydrants at each end of 
the School and one or two more near the barn with 
a portable booster pump placed on a4 cart with suf- 
ficient hose, would assure an adequate supply of 
water at all times. 


(over) 
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The taking of water from St. Mary's River would 
not in my opinion interfere with the irrigation rights 
of anyone because of the fact that the Department 
appears to have the only irrigation rights on the 
river in this area. As for St. Joseph's Creek, from 
the intake to its confluence with St. Mary's River Fis 
bounded e# both sides by property owned by the Depart- 
ment and the Oblate Fathers.

As stated in the Principal's letter the need of 
a new pipe line is urgent, otherwise a continuance of 
an adequate supply of water for laundry and other 
purposes is contingent on the condition of the present 
old wooden pipe line which Bas already stated is 
nearing a condition where it can no longer be repaired.

I have your letter of the llth instant, 
with reference to the replacements required to the 
water supply system at the Kootenay Residential 
School. We have carefully considered the 
improvements that are required to this system. 

Our attention should be directed to this matter 
again early next April, in order that we can 
decide what can be done during the summer of 
1945. 


I also note your statement that there 
are certain pipes, taps and toilets which require 
early replacement. On October 4 we requested 
the Surveys & Engineering Branch to have one of 
their officials inspect the plumbing system at 
the Kootenay School and submit a report. As yet 
this has not been received and presumably the 
Surveys & Engineering Branch has found it impossible, 
owing to the shortage of staff, to do this work. 
However, I am communicating with them again about 
the matter. 

For your information I may say that in the 
current year's appropriation an amount of $900 was 
provided for repairs, improvements and purchase of 
new equipment at this school. We have already 
expended a considerable amount more than this sum 
and it will, therefore, be difficult for us to 
finance any extensive, additional repairs.

Replying to your letter of the 19th instant, 
file 155-0-5, with reference to the replacement of the 
kitchen range at the Kootenay Indian Residential School, I 
would advise that the writer has just returned from Cranbrook 
and while there checked over the present installation, dis- 
cussing it with the Reverend Principal and the Reverend sister 
in charge of the kitchen operations. The Reverend Principal, 
while not very definite, was inclined to the opinion that the 
range in use functions satisfactorily enough for their require- 
ments with which opinion the Reverend Sister was definitely 
in disagreement. After looking over the unit while in opera- 
tion, I am of the opinion it is not functioning properly but 
that the cause lies outside of the range itself. On the other 
hand, the unit is getting pretty old and it will only be a 
matter of a year or two before it requires replacement. 


Much of the trouble at this school with 
mechanical and other installations is that their maintenance 
and arrangement is entrusted to an individual, Mr. Townsend, 
described as the School gngineer who, in my opinion, usually 
succeeds in impairing their usefulness by his "improvements" 
on the original design, and that this is what has given rise 
to the continual difficulty with the school engines and the 
range. In this instance, he has "improved"on the manufacturer's 
design by installing an auxiliary chimney and also ventilating 
a very large canopy into the chimney itself, tuus crippling its 
draft. 


I am of the opinion that the range suggested 
by you, No. 224-1, General Steel Wares, is large enough for the 
purposes of this school and would recommend that it be supplied 
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conditionally that it be installed by a competent person 
outside of the school staff and that the canopy be ventilated 
through one of the windows which could be effected by replacing 
one of the window panes by a sheet of galvanized iron with a 
hole cut to permit the pipe passing through and extending about 
a foot or 18 inches beyond the opening. As the school is of 
concrete construction, there would be practically no danger of 
fire. A right hand stove would be preferable to the left hand 
sugcested, if this is obtainable. Stove pipe may be required 
but could be made up locally if necessary.

Dear Mr Phelan: ; 

I had always paid for the license for the school radio unt 
last year when the Department sent one free of chargeeIn the tenth or elehth 
month of the preceding fiscal year,the “epartment sent a license but I haa 
paid for one long before.+his is not a request for a license.Would you 
please let me know whether one is being sent this year so that + may know 
whether to procure one or not? 

Mr Inspector of Schools Frederickson has kindly given me a 
copy of his report.I consider it a very fair report and would not comment 
on it were it not for one statement which might very easily be misunder- 
stood.Under "Fire Protection",Mr Frederickson states that the fire extin- 
guishers are "not subject to inspection". This does not mean that he was 
not permitted to examine them but that,as he explained while he held one in 
his hands,since the school is not tnsured,the extinguishers are not subject 
to inspection by those men whom an Insurance Company would send were the 
school insured, : 

“here are one or two other very minor points which, likely 
because I did not mention or explain them,are not quite accurate:for the 
last two years,the boys have faithfully kept a daily record of egg produc- 
tion;some boys have threaded pipes(i.e. before the inspection) ja daily re- 
cord of milk production was kept by the boys until this winter when the 
milk fell off badly.Yes,the cows were in poor conditioneLike others in the 
district,our hay crop was a complete failu ad it was very difficult to 
get any hay let alone good hayeAs you are ag tne Agent had to ship in 
hay for the Indians and,poor as the hay was w toh we got,+ think that it 
was considerably better than that which the Agent was able to obtain. 

With regard to the remark about home nursing classes,- 
they have been discontinued although they were going well and serving a 
usefull purpose.The nurse asked the Department for necessary supplies, 
which would have cost under $20.00,but her request was turned down.May I 
renew her request? 
Two days ago,!I went to see Mr Acting Agent Caldwell to 
ask him to make sure that the necessary work on the furnaces, plumbing, pipe-~ 
line,etc be done while the pupils are away in July and August.As soon as I 
mentioned the first point,he showed me the 1945-1946 requisition which does 
not mention these matters.That greatly surprised me especially_as the De- 
partment had two men make reports on this....which shows that I had asked 
that the work be donee(A very little of the most urgent work was done). What 
surprised me even more was that the requisition asked for things that were 
not only requested in the previous year but were supplied by the egpartment 
last year.I have written at length on the matter to the Acting Agent.

I have a letter from Father Forbes, 
Principal of the Kootenay Residential School, in which 
he states that he was talking to Acting Agent Caldwell 
recently about work that was considered necessary on 
the furnaces, plumbing and pipeline at the Kootenay 
School. Evidently, Father Forbes wants considerable 
work done during the months of July and August. For 
your information, I enclose an excerpt from a report 
submitted to us last January by the Surveys and Engin- 
eering Branch, following a visit to the school by one 
of their officials, namely, Mr. Snelson. 


The amount suggested in this report is 
larger than the amount of $1,000.00 which we have spec- 
ifically provided. However, if the essential work would 
cost three or four or even five hundred dollars more, 
or an approximate total of $1,500.00, I think we can 
find the funds in the current year's appropriation. It 
would be appreciated if you would communicate with Mr. 
Caldwell and have him consult Father Forbes and give 
the whole matter careful consideration. Following this, 
a report should be submitted at the earliest possible 
date.

With regard to the fourth paragraph of your 
letter, I have no recollection of this Branch having 
refused the $20.00 for the supplies considered neces- 
sary to conduct the Home Nursing Classes. You may 
purchase what is required and forward an account, in 
duplicate, for payment.

(1) Water in Basement. 


Water is coming into the basement from some un- 
known source and until this is remedied it will not 
be possible to fire the furnaces as it is coming up 
under both furnaces. Father Forbes says the water only 
recently started to come into the basement and for a 
few days was about a foot in depth. At the time of my 
visit most of the water was being carried away by the 
drain pipe, but there was quite a stream of water 
going through the basement. It appears to me that this water 
water is likely coming from the old pipe line from 
Josephs Creek, which formerly supplied the old school 
and which is used in the laundry and stable at present. 
This pipe line was installed many years ago and is in 
very bad condition. Mr. Warren's report of June 29th/7¥7/ 
refers to this pipe line having been installed previous 
to 1923. I would suggest this be referred to the 
Dominion Water Power to determine the source from which 
this water is coming and means of correcting.

The question of seepage in the basement has been 
referred to the Surveys and Engineering Branch with the request 
that they investigate and report on the matter but until their 
report is received we have no means of estimating the cost of 
remedying the condition. 


Mr. Patmore's report with reference to the 
plumbing at the school Gated September Sth, 1944,\was submitted 
to the Department under date of my letter of September 26, 1944, 
and Patmore Bros. tender of June 7th covering the necessary 
repairs at a cost of $809.Q0 is enclosed herewith. This tender 
would appear to cover the more urgent repairs and it is recom- 
mended that they be authorized to proceed with the work. 


Materials for caulking the windows and filling the 
cornices were supplied last year and it is recommended that 
this work be done by Patmore Bros. at a cost of $30.00 as per 
their tender of June 8th attached. 


The question of the renewal of the St. Josephs 
Creek pipe line to furnish some fire protection and supply soft 
water for the laundry and boilers was previously dealt with in 
Mr. Warren's report of June 29, 1941, but I have asked the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch to have their Mr. Mackenzie 
a@iscuss the matter further with Mr. Caldwell and submit a further 
report. 
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Materials were supplied last year for painting 
the school roof and it is recommended that Patmore Bros. 
tender of $305.00 for labour be accepted. 


The expenditures recommended above total $1144.00 
and as it is anticipated that further expenditures will be 
incurred in connection with seepage in the basement it would 
be as well to leave the question of repairs to the cement walks 
and steps in abeyance for the present.

Further to our memorandum of the 2nd instant, 
the estimate of cost of repair work to the plumbing system 
at the above has now been received and, accordingly, the 
following comments ere submitted for your information : 


In accordance with instructions fron this office, 
Mr. Snelson, who carried out the inspection, has grouped 
items to show repairs he considers should be carried out 
at once and others which are of secondary importance. 


We have no Indien Affairs Record Drawings or 
Specifications of the School and, therefore, have no 
information regarding the extent or quality of the existing 
system but, from ir. Snelson's report, it would appear 
thet the plumbing installation is in need of almost complete 
renovation. The items which have been described as 
imme diately necessary embody replacements of self-closing 
basin taps, compression faucets, toilet bowls, uninal 
and toilet flush tanks and fittings, toilet seats, seat 
operated flush valves, renewal of traps, waste lines, vent 
lines and floor drains. Repairs and replacements are 
necessary for a number of shower and bath tub fittings 
and several new basins are required. Mr. Snelson also 
considers that a specially built soullery sink and several 
kitchen type sinks with drain board are required at once. 
If carried out independently, this division of the work is 
estimated to coset approximately $2,200.00. 


Other plumbing work which Mr. Snelson considers 
necessary, but which is described as being of secondary 
importance, includes new piping for the water supply to 
washing machines in the laundry, cleaning out of coils and 
other piping in laundry machines and provision of a 
500 gallon storage tank with an emersion type indirect 
water heater for laundry hot water supply the provision 
of a small steam line to a grease trap and new piping to 
@ sink in the school dairy. These secondery plumbing itoms 
are estimated to cost approximately $800.00. 


In this connection, an excerpt from lr. Snelson's 
report reads : 


"Would like to have l-- 500 gallon tank 
to heat wash water by means of an inside steam coil."

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We interpret this to indicate that inclusion 
or omission of the item is optional. If the tank and 
heater were omitted, the estimated cost of $800.00 for 
secondary plumbing work, according to if. Snelson's figures, 
would be reduced by $650.00, 


In his report, Mr. Snelson comments separately 
on the condition of the domestic hot water supply. He states 
that the present water heater which is supplied with stean 
from the high pressure boiler and, therefore, only operative 
when that boiler is in use for laundering, has become plugged 
with lime encrustation and is now of very little valuc. 
He revommends the installation of a new jacket type domestic 
hot water heater which could be used independently with a 
much less expensive type of fuel. ‘The cost of this piece of 
new equipment, with piping and accessories completely 
installed, is estimated at epproximately $154.00. We believe 
this item should be included when considering other plumbing 
items of secondary importance. 


An analysis of Mr. Snelson’s enumeration of 
replacements for fittings to plumbing fixtures indicates a 
high quality and expensive type of waterial which, we assume, 
is similar in mamfacture and operation to the existing 
equipment. It is doubtful if replacements for such articles 
as seatecontrollied flush velves can be obtained without 
considerable difficulty under present conditions, but to 
attempt conversion to other types of flush control might 
necessitate replacement of the complete toilet unit and add 
greatly to the expense. 


Mr. Snelson's estimate of cost for repairs and 
replacements has been analyzed and, under the circumstances, 
appears reasonable. 


Since so large a proportion of the total cost 
is for work requiring immediate considers tion, we feel that 
the most economical procedure would be to carry out all 
work referred to in the report at the sane time. 


Under these conditions, to cover the cost of 
materials, labour and supervision, an amount of approxima tely 
$5,500.00 should be «ade available by the Indian Affairs 
Branche If it is not considered necessary to install the 
storage tank end heater for laundry operations, this amount 
could be reduced to $2,850.00.

Under date of July 24th, Mr. Wedd submits a report 
on an inspection at the above school as follows: 


"On July 7 Mr. Mackenzie visited the Indian 
sohool at St. Eugene to investigate a leak in the basement, 
Before his arrival the principal of the school had discovered 
the cause of the flooding. A dam had been constructed on 
Ste Joseph's Creek and when this was removed no further 
flooding occurred. 


"While at the sohool Mr. Mackenzie investigated 
the water line from St. Joseph's Creek, which was found to 
be leaking badly and generally in bad repair. It is understood, 
however, that a report has already been made on this matter 
by a member of Mr. Walker's staff." 


We believe the reference in the second paragraph of 
the quotation above is to a report by Mr. Snelson last Fall. 


You will recall that the Director of Indian Affairs 
asked us on October 4th last, for a report on the plumbing 
system at this school and Mr. Snelson made an inspection.

He assured me that the 
range would be installed next to the chimney and with- 
out any other openings into the stove pipe or chimney 
(like the canopy connection on the old range). He 
claimed that in this manner he would have the range 
ready to receive the water front and metal plates in 
the next few days.

It was suggested that the canopy outlet be 
placed through one of the kitchen windows, however, 
Mr. MacKay claims that it would be necessary to in- 
stall a fan to draw out the fumes especially if the 
wind happened to blow against the window. He suggested 
instead of having the canopy pipe go through the brick 
wall into the second flue, referred to in diagram 2, 
marked in red. This second flue also serves the fire 
place in a room upstairs. This fire place is closed 
off with a sheet metal front, through which a stove 
is connected for cold weather use. 


I would reconmend that this work be done at 
an early date since we are not assured that this man 
will stay in town.

Dear Mr. Barre: 


I know that the Department does not, as @ rule, pay 
bills contracted by Principals unless the latter have been given 
authority to contract those bills. I know, also, that the De- 
partment wishes Principals to do their utmost to prevent a fire 
especially in Schools where there is practically no fire pro- 
tection. I would, therefore, request that the Department pay 
the bill which will be submitted by Mr. MacKay. 


Some time ago, some boys and I rushed into the School 
as, judging from the dense column of smoke issuing from behind 
it, we feared that there was a fire in the School. Fortunately, 
4t was no more than a rather serious chimney fire which started 
in or backed up into the long, large pipe from the kitchen 
range to the chimney. On several occasions, I had spoken to a 
man, who should be competent in this matter, about the advisa- 
bility of having the chimneys cleaned. He said that there was 
no need of this because they were so large and had such a 
draught that soot would not collect in them. He mentioned also 
that they had never been cleaned in so far as he knew. Moreover, 
were there any need to clean them, the Department would have 
seen to it, when the School was built, that there were clean- 
out places in the chimneys. There are none. 


Some time before and after the chimney fire occurred, 
the old kitchen range smoked badly. I had three men examine 
4t and I had it thoroughly cleaned but the smoke continued to 
fill the kitchen. They could not understand this as the draught 
is very strong. Then, recently, I heard that Mr. MacKay was in 
town and I asked him to try to help us. He found so much soot 
in the pipe from the range to the chimney that he said that it 
had not been cleaned for 10 years. He refused to believe me 
when I assured him that I had had the pipe thoroughly cleaned. 
He cleaned it and the stove.... and it still smoked. He cleaned 
the stove again and, when he looked at the pipe he had cleaned, 
a few days before, he was amazed at the amount of soot that had 
already gathered. He then found the cause wHich I understand 
to be this. When the pipe was put in, how many years ago I 
cannot say, it was not put into one of two flues but was mis- 
placed so that instead of the smoke and soot going into one of 
the flues, they struck the partition between the two flues so 
that the smoke and soot recoiled and blew back into the pipe 
leading from the range. Some of the soot had lodged at, below 
and above where the pipe entered the chimney. There was also a 
great deal of smoke in the laundry and there was difficulty with 
the stove there although these pipes (like others) had been 
cleaned and renewed. Part of the cause was poor connections of 
the pipes into this other chimney and part was that, before ; 
came here, someone had made alterations or repairs and had left 
the loose bricks in the chimney flue. There was considerable 
soot in this chimney. 


I felt that had the Commissioner or any other Offici¢l 
been here and had he known of the chimney fire and had he heard 
what the chimney sweep, Mr. MacKay, said of the situation, he 
would have ordered me to have the work done immediately. I 8 
having it done because I am sure that the Department wants to 


prevent a fire as much as I do. I have asked Mr. MacKay to 


over- 
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This will involve some work on the old kitchen range which we 
have to use until alterations are made to the new one and part 
received. The matter was recently brought to the attention of 
the Department. It will involve, also, a little work on the 
laundry stove....Mr. MacKay has made clean-outs in the chimneys, 
He has been here for about a week and has had a helper part of 
the time. y

I did not authorize this work, however, on in- 
spection of the work done by Mr. MacKay, I found that 
it was required. 


The pipe from the kitchen range ran into two 
flues (as shown in diagram 2, marked in red), as a re- 
sult soot and smoke recoiled into the pipe. It was, 
therefore, necessary to tear a new hole for the pipe to 
fit in the one flue and cement the other, which connects 
with a fire place in a room upstairs. I should add that 
this chimney had no clean-out and one was made, the 
necessary parts being obtained from Patmore Bros. I 
understand that Patmore Bros. will submit an account of 
about $9.00 for clean-out, canopy pipes, etc. 


Diagram 1, marked in blue, will show the 
alterations made to the laundry stove pipes. The twenty- 
eight foot length of stove pipe was obstructed by loose 
bricks and soot and therefore required cleaning. All 
connections were made secure by means of stove bolts. 

The stove used for heating irons was moved from the iron- 
ing room into the laundry room, about fourteen feet from 
the hot water stove and direct connections made to that 
pipe. The stoves were both in use at the time of my visit 
and operating satisfactorily. I should add that the 
chimneys were also cleaned. 


In view of the circumstances surrounding this 
case, the fact that the work done would undoubtedly 
been approved by the Department on acquaintance with this 
fire hazard, and the early replacement of Father Forbes 
as Schodl Principal, I would recommend that the enclosed 
voucher be approved and paid through this office. 


I am enclosing a second letter with reference 
to the work still required for the new kitchen range.

"ur, Fields, the district Singer Sewing Machine 
Manager, Nelson, Be. Ce, repaired our Sewing Machines 
last week at no cost to the Department. He charged 
only for parts supplied but his bill amounted to 
over *15.00. He told me that three of our Singor 
Sewing Machines were so old that, next year, the cost 
for repairs would be prohibitive. He suggested that 
I turn in the old Machines to him (for $10.00 each) 
and get new Machines. I would suggest that the De=- 
partment supply three new Machines and that the old 
machines be put in order and given as a reward to 
deserving ex-pupils such as Genevieve Teneese (Shuswap), 
Phylis Dominic (Columbia Lake) and Edna Auld (Tobacco 
Plains) or other ex=pupils. As these girls will not 
work the machines as hard as we do, they should last. 
I am not asking for additional machines (although two 
more would be very acceptable) even though the Manager 
of the Singer Sewing Machine Co. has pointed out that 
Cardston has twenty machines. He may be looking for 
business but I do believe that the three worn-out 
machines should be replaced.

I_see that an alarm system has been introduced but there is evidently 
still AZ¢ a lack of suitable equipment to insure a proper measure of 
safety. I leave it to the competent authority who are acquainted with 
the proper type of equipment to legislate on the matter . The péint ¢ 
I want to e clear is that it is unjust to unnecessarily endanger 
the lives of the children and s or no other reagon than that suffic- 
ient equipment has not been ~~ eI seeereny urge that this very 
important matter be no longer delayed lest you be called upon th answer 
for a tragedy . 


I have been informed by the former Principal, Rev. G. Forbes , that 
Mr. Coleman expressed his opinion that the engineer employed here was 
incompetent. From my observations to date I would be inclined to agree 
with Mr. Colemanand I have already begun negotiations forhis removal. 
I assure you that within a very short time this desired change will be 
effectedand an experienced and more capable man employed .

Having been appointed Prineipal of the Kootenay Indian Residential 
Sehool , Cranbrook , B.C. , I wish to report on eonditions as I 
find them upon entering my term as Prineipal . 


I have made a thorough investigation of the sehool and find con- 
ditions extremely bad. I beg of you to take serious eonsideration 
ofthe following observations and authorize immediate aetion, 


Living eonditions are a disgraee to the Department, The building 
gives a fair impression from the outside but the interior is most 
unfavourable . Due to faulty plumbing a very unpleasant and dis- 
gusting odor prevails throughout the house, This is more pronouneed 
in the seetion reserved for the boys and for a very obvious reason, 
Forty-six boys are Limited to the use of one toilet , that is , one 
individual toilet bowel . All the toilets in both lavatories at the 
disposal of the boys are out oforder exeept one . All the urinals are 
bloeked and eannot be used . The odor of them surpasses deseription . 
The wash - basins in the boys seetion are for the most part out 
of order, The waste pipes are encased in the wall and eannot be opened 
or eleaned . The taps are out of order . It is impossible to expeet 
forty-six boys to properly use one toilet . When it ceases to funetion, 

and indieations are that that will not be far distant , what are we 
to do? Personyially I would say it were better to leave the ehildren 
at home than to subjeet them to the unsanitary eonditions of their 
present quarters . At home , some of them at least , would have the 
partial deeeney of ‘outdoor plumbing', Here they have mueh worse . 


The boys are limited to the use of three bath -tubs , placed 
end to end without partitions or separations of any kind. Theses tubs 
are antiquated and should be replaced. There is not one shower in the 
whole house , either for the boys the girls or the staff. 


I think it is agreed that it is part of our duty to teaeh 
hygienie methods , deeeney , and eleanliness. How is it possible to 
do so under these eonditions . Instead oflearning hygiene and 
cleanliness they are subjected to learn immorality of the basest kind, 


The toilets in the girls seetion of the building are in a 
etter repair but still leave mueh to be desired . The basins and

taps are in need offepair . 


I understand from the diseiplinariams in charge of the dormit- 

ories thet it is the order of the Dept, that the dormitories be 

hockea /A@mGd at night . I do not take obje@tion to that but the order does 
not provide for toilet facilities dtring the night. The toilets ean~ 
not be reaehed directly from the dormitories but only by the use of 
the corridor , which corridor eannot be reaehed when the doors are 
koekea . This condition prevails in both the boys and girls dormitories. 
This neeessitates the use of chambers during the night, A number of 
these are pleced at the disposal of the boys and girls . Picture a 
dormitory of forty or fifty being subjeeted to such a public , indecent, 
and filthy praetise . When the doors are unloeked in the morning the 
odor is thoroughly disgusting . Practieally every night one or other 
of the ehambers is overflowed or upset. The dormitory floors and the 
eeilings below tell the rest . The diseiplineriens are not at fault . 
They are doing their duty under most trying eonditions . The layout of 
the building is at fault . The dormitories must give aecess to the 
toilets during the night . Surely this is only common deeency . 


I know that all this has been investigated by the proper auth- 
orities . I see from reports on file that for a number of years back 
requests have been made regarding the toilets and baths in this 
institution and yet nothing has been dome . I have eontacted the 
plumber recommended for work here , Mr. Patmore of Cranbrook , re- 
questing that he do something if only of a temporary measure to give 
the neeessary faeilities that we may carry on and he says nothing ean t 
be done with the present system , all must be renewed . What are we to 
do while waiting for the necessary aeté#on on the part of the dept.? 
There is a situation here whieh is a positive diseredit to the Dept. 
and plaees the ehildren in an unhealthy an unsanitary environment. 


The building has neither adequate ventilation or insulation. 
I have not yet spent a winter here but every member of the staff whom 
I have interviewed and I have interwiewed them all has complained of 
the leek of heat during the winter months . Judging fbom the cost of 
the fuel in the past and the size of the building it would seem that 
heat was bedng lost through laek of insulation . I have already read 
reports of the unsatisfactory eondité@én of the boiler - room , the 
heating plant and the water system . Four times in the past week the 
water system has been out of order . 


The engineer informs me that a new set of batteries is nee- 
essary for the present lighting unit . The present batteries will not 
hold a eberge over night sufficient to give light in the morning ., The 
power unit has to be kept going the greater part of the day in order to 


keep up a supply of electrieity and this is very eostly as it burns

gesoline . I have been informed that a Lister engine was installed 
but that it proved unsatisfactory . At present we rise ing? the dark 
or with a very faint yellow glimer from the imperfeet lights . Surely 
you do not expect a staff of teechers to live under such conditions . 


The laundry is not what it should be . The clothes are washed i 
hard water . The washing machines are out of date . The steam drier 
works very imperfectly . The ironging is done by flat irons heated 
on a stove . Separate equipment is not provided for laundrying the 
clothing of the staff. Surely we are not expeeted to hae our laundry 
mixed with that of the ehildren and yet no provision otherwise has been 

made . 


There is no seullery . The dishes are washed on tables in the 
eorridor between the kitchen and the refectpry . Picture a number of 
girls with dish pans washing the dishes for almost a hundred ehildren . 

It hardly impresses them with modebn kitehen methods . 


I understand that a new stove was granted to the school dur ing 
the past year . It is in the kitchen but not in operation . A stove 
with a water jacket was requested . One was sent minus the jacket . 
There is no hot water in the kitehen except what is heated an the top 
off the old stove by the use of kettles . Dish water has to be heated 
in this oper and unsatisfactory manner . 


Similiar conditééns prevail throughout every part of the 
building . I am aware thas Mr. Coleman gave it a thompugh inspeetion 
last year and has repprted on it. I also know that our present Indian 
agent realizes the unsatisfacboyy living conditd@éns and that he is 
just as eager as I am to have them improved . 


One of the basic steps in inPoving this institution is to 
provide adequate electrical power . That would be the foundation to 
eliminate much off the trouble . A power line 4s within reasonable 
distanee and yet we are denied its advantages . 


I know that this school has been severely criticised for its 
lack of development in agriculture but I beg you not to empeet any 
ovement in this regard until the unsatisfactory living conditions 
as outlined above are elimadnated . Give us decent living eonditions 
and modern equipment and I pledge my word that we wiii give in return 
not only an adequate agricultural course but an entire school 
program second to none in the province .

Your letter of September 27, addressed 
to the Director, has been referred to me, owing to 
Mr. Hoey's absence from the office through illness. 


Some of the improvements which you 
state are required have been authorized but presumably 
have not been carried out, owing to lack of labour. 


I am submitting the whole report to 
Indian Commissioner MacKay, However, I may say that 
the fire equipment recommended by Acting Agent Barre 
has been ordered, but owing to circumstances over 
which we have no possible control the delivery of this 
type of equipment at the present time is very slow. 


I am glad to know that you are naking a 
change in your engineer. From reports I have received 
it is quite evident that whoever has been in charge 
of this work for the past two years has been very 
inefficient. For instance, you mention batteries being 
required. Our records show that a set of Hart 
batteries was supplied to the school in 1941 and with 
adequate care should be good for at least seven years. 
As a matter of fact, we have hed batteries last much 
longer in several residential schools,

As you are probably aware, deliveries on this type of 
equipment are very slow, but this is due to circum- 
stances beyond our control. 


You will also note that Father Kelly mentions 
the fire alarm system. 


We have not received any previous request for 
a new set of batteries. If you consider these are 
required it wlll be necessary to have complete details 
and an estimate of the cost. 


Our records indicate that a set of batteries 
was purchased for this school in 1941, and if they had 
received proper attention they should not be in the 
condition that Father Kelly reports. I also note that 


he refers to the Lister engine. I was under the impres- 
sion that this was now in running order. 


I have reviewed our files this afternoon 
and I cannot find any recent reference to securing 
electric power from a neighbouring power line. Possibly 
I have overlooked something or, on the other hend, you 
may have definite information regarding the matter to 
which he refers. 


Both of us will be glad to learn that the 
engineer is being changed. I am still under the 
impression that a great deal of the trouble at this 
school has been caused by an inefficient person in 
this particular position.

I enclose, for your information, copy of a 
letter received from the new Principal of the Kootenay 
Residential School, His letter gives a very dismal 
view of conditions at this school. 


In connection with some of the matters mentioned, 
I would refer you to your letter of June 15, 1945, and 
my reply of June 21. The tender of Patmore Brothers for 
repairing the plumbing at a cost of $809.00 was approved 
oat you were so advised in official letter of July 11, 
45. 


Additional expenditures of $335.00 were also 
authorized in my letter of June 21. As we have not 
received accounts for any of these disbursements, it 


is presumed that none of the repairs mentioned have been 
carried out. This is due, no doubt, to lack of labour, 
but I suggest that if it is at all possible the repairs 
already authorized receive immediate attention. 


With reference to the stove, our records show 
that the type of stove suggested by the former Principal 
was obtained. However, on receipt of a letter dated 
August 29, from Acting Agent Barre, I wrote General 
Steel Wares, and shay replied in a letter dated September 
19, Copies of both letters are enclosed, for your 
information. We immediately ordered the articles recom- 
mended by the company, and it is hoped that these have 
already reached the school. 


On August 23 we forwarded to the Purchasing 
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September Sth, 1944. 


The Dept. of Indian Affairs, Federal Government. 


Having been asked by Mr. A. Irwin, Indian Agent for 
a report on the Sanitary conditions in regards to the Plumbing 
etc., at the Kootenay Residential School, St. Eugene Mission, 
we hereby make the following report:- 


Practically all Plumbing fixtures date 1912. There 
are fifteen J.L. Mott Toilets, Suspendo type, with Plushometer 
and tank action. Also nine Mott Compacto floor type with same 
flush action. While the porcelain pans or bowls are mostly in 
good shape the Flushometers on all the toilets are due for re- 
placement, also it would be necessary to replace many seats that 
are broken and patched up, as the Toilets are flushed by seat 
action. 


There were originally 36 basins in boys and girls Dorm- 
itories and washroom. Any that have been broken have been taken 
out or left on the wall without any replacements. The waste 
pipes for all these basins, four batteries of nine each, are in 
the outside concrete wall. Iron pipes with lead stubs through 
plaster and wainscoting. The traps soldered on the lead. No 
cleanouts available. Numbers of these lead stubs are leaking be- 
hind the wall and running on the floor. To repair would mean 
(and in many places have already been done, leaving an unsightly 
appearance) cutting out wainscotting and plaster and cement. Would 
advise accessable wastes with proper cleanouts. 


Nine Urinals are in filthy condition, often plugged, 
(as I found them all at time of writing) with no cleanouts avail- 
able making cleaning difficult. 


Bathing Facilities are three - five foot leg tubs, no 
partitions, in each of boys and girls Dormitories, to serve ap- 
proximately 45 boys and 45 girls. Three showers in each of boys 
and girls basements have been out of commission for years and are 
obsolete. Mostly have been out of commission and are gone. If 
put in condition would greatly add to bathing facilities. 


You have a report by a Mr. Warren on the Domestic Water 
supply, three years ago. This water not being Automatic, the 
pressure varies from nothing up to one hundred pounds. The 
Toilets of the Flushometer type need a good pressure for flushing, 
consequently when pressure gets down the foilets being used are 
not flushing properly, leave a very unsanitary condition. In 
this regards, Self closing Taps should be used, or installed on 
all weshing basins used by the pupils, as when water pressure is 
down the pupils leave the taps open and when the water pressure 
4s pumped up again it causes numerous floods from basins over- 
flowing. Installing the above taps would save a great deal of 
pumping. All these old taps with the exception of a couple of 
pair, are over thirty years old and due for replacement. 


In the Laundry all new taps are needed and some repairs 
and replacements to traps. 


The Domestic Water supply is very hard water and they 
have tried most of the known water softeners on the market with- 
out success. Soap will absolutely not lather. The best they can 
get white sheets and underclothing is a very dirty grey, with a 
very bad odor. There is a soft water line from St. Josephs 
Creek, (Typhoid water) which used to be in use for the washers 
only, but this being an old 3" wooden pipe, needs renewing. 
Alternative would be to pump water from St. Mary's river, both 
being equal distance, approx. 600 feet. 


(over) 
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There are numerous toilets, basins, and baths needing 
new brass parts which are available, also toilets of type that 
can be replaced by Canadian goods. While all the Mott Toilets 
peing American, parts are not available. (Since time of writing 
are available). 


The Domestic water is heated by a steam jacket in 

Summer, steam being supplied by a high pressure boiler which is 
used for Laundry purposes. This means that unless high pressure 
Boilers is in use there is not hot water. This steam jacket has 
been in a number of years and was badly Alkilied, but, by the use 
of Acid we have managed to clean it good enough the coming year, 
when a replacement or other means will be necessary for Domestic 
hot water. 


There is a two inch coil in one hot water boiler which 
heats the water during the firing season. This coil will need 
renewing shortly. 

In Summary, the Plumbing 4s in very poor condition. 
Any inspection by Government Official will find this not to be 
an exaggerated report. 

We have not touched on the heating. The Expansion 


Tank in attic does need relining. Smoke pipes need attention. 
It is far from a good heating system.

In reply to your letter of the 26th ultimo, file 
5-11-3, I beg to refer you to Mr. Snelson's report sub- 
mitted in January 1945, by the Survey and Engineering 
Branch, a copy of which was forwarded to this office with 
your letter dated May 29th, 1945. May I also draw your 
attention to a report dated September 27th, 1945 by Rev. 
Father Kelly, Principal of the above school. This report 
was received Sunday and a copy sent you on October lst. 


Acting on your instructions the writer of this 
letter has examined the plumbing at the above school for 
a second time, and I beg to report that the condition of 
affairs in the boys! toilets has now reached the point 
where repairs cannot be carried out by the school staff. 
Our new Principal is a practical man who agreed on doing 
some of the work and maintaining repairs in the future 
put I submit that the present conditions are beyond control. 


With reference as to why the matter was not 
definitely taken up when the school closed for the holi- 
days, I would refer you to Rev. Father Forbes, who was 
Principal here. The first indication I received was some 
time after school started, the matter was then taken up 
with Mr. Hayden of Patmore Bros. and referred to you in 
my letter of the 24th. 


With reference to the toilets, it appears that 
the flush action on all of them must be replaced. The 
toilets that are in working order leak on the floors and 
create an unsanitary condition. As you suggest, a few 


(over) 
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® @ the seats can be patched up and made to last a little 
j longer, but it was pointed out to me that this is hardly 
economical since the flush action is controlled by the 
seat and if this is worn out it has a tendency to cause 
excessive wear on the flush action. No great harm could 
be done by keeping some of the old seats till next year. 


Since there is only a maximum balance of $365.00 
and the toilet repairs will cost in the neighbourhood of 
$600.00 to $700.00, I consulted Father Kelly and Mr. Hayden 
and would suggest the following changes on Purchase Order 
#4190, dated July Srd, 1945. 


Saving 


Running only 2 new exposed waste lines for 2 
batteries of basins $ 72.00 


Leaving till next year the following items 


Supplying two china basins etc. 58.00 
Supplying taps, traps etc. in laundry 51.00 
Supplying one white closet 38.00 
Supplying six pairs Bath taps etc. 45,00 

$ 244,00 


This saving of $244.00 to be applied together 
with $365.00, making a total of $609.00 to the repairs of 
toilets in the boys’ and girls! lavatories. 


I would once again urge that authority be granted 
at the earliest for this expenditure as per Mr. Hayden's 
quotation of September 19th, 1945. 


It should be pointed out that Patmore Bros. are 
in the process of exchanging correspondence and telegrams 
to establish the cost of the repairs needed. Since the 
manufacturers are in the eastern states, they must also 
find out whether the quotation they gave us was in Canadian 
or American currency and whether duty was included in it. 
It was, however, understood with Mr. Hayden of Patmore Bros. 
that the above amount $609.00 would put a necessary number 
of toilets in operation and that a detailed account would 
be furnished to the Department. 


With reference to the urinals (63.00), I might 
add that no account was taken by the plumbers that one 
waste line in the basement is reported to be five feet 
underground. Father Kelly offered to supply a man to break 
the cement floor and dig down to the waste line and Mr. 
Hayden will put in an accessible clean out. 
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Re the new waste line for two batteries of basins 
($72.00), Father Kelly also came to the rescue by supplying 
a carpenter to tear down the rotten V joint wall to which 
the basins are hung. The basins will then be attached on a 
wood backing (2" x 12" plank secured against the cement wall). 
It will of course be necessary to obtain King cement to 
plaster the walls later, but this will remove one source of 
dirt and bad odor. 


Since we have a co-operative Principal, I submit 
that we give him a chance to make this school into an 
institution the Department will be proud of. 


Trusting that you will be able to present this in- 
formation to the Department so as to obtain the necessary 
authority at an early date.

With reference to Mr. Phelan'ts letter of

It will be noted from Mr. Barre's letters 
that repairs to the plumbing authorized vy the Department under 
Departmental Purchase Order No. 4190 have not yet been carried 
out and that it is now proposed to limit the expenditure 
authorized by the Purchase Order to effect 4 saving of $244.00 
which, together with the balance of the total amount of $1500.00 
available for repairs at this school during the current year, 
referred to in Mr. Phelan's letter of May eord, will provide an 
amount of $609.00 which could be used for repairs to the toilets 
in the boys' and girls' lavatories. The repairs to the toilets 
would appear to be the most urgent requirements at the school 
and it is recommended that Mr. Barre be authorized to make the 
necessary arrangements with Patmore Bros. for the installation 
of the twenty-four sets of seats and flush actions at a cost 
of $766.00 in accordance with their tender of September 19th.

ponpohe The Kootenay Hesidential school was in- 
spected before e school opened with reference to added 
fire extinguisher protection. As this matter has already 
been brought to the attention of the Department, I will cone 
fine my remarks to the statement that fire protection in 
this school is inadequate. i submit that the vepartment 
should lose no time in installing added protection if it 
wishes to prevent a serious conflagration. Added refills 
for extinguishers and new extinguishers requisitioned at 

the opening of the school term have not yet been received. 


During my inspection of the school i found the 
engine room in a filthy condition, the floor saturated with 
olle its proximity to the boiler room and the fact that 
the men in charge smokes makes this @ danger spot. I ad- 
vised Kev. Father Forbes, Principal, to have these rooms 
cleaned up immediately and to cause his "engineer" to take 
every precaution against fire. Certain alterations sug- 
gested by Mr. Arnall, the boiler inspector, would minimize 
the fire hazards in that part of the building, unless the 
Department considered major alterations such as replacing 
the bailers and placing them above the ground. I doubt 
that Mr. townsend is a competent man to handle Departmental 
machines or he is called on to do too many things to attend 
to any properly. 


With worn out batteries, poor lighting and power 
and uns@tisfactory refrigeration, I submit that the Depart- 
ment should consider hooking up this school to the Kootenay 
Power Line. Adéquate power would enable the Department to 
install proper fire fighting apparatus. Mr. J. Ward of the 
Modern “lectirc, who has submitted reports to the Department 
on this school Lighting proplem, claims that money could be 
saved by effecting this proposed hook-up. It would appear 
that about half a dozen sets of batteries have been burnt 
out and a new set will cost approximately $1000.00 and will 
require replacement in the near future. whe wiring is also 
very old and would not pass inspection. 


The water supply in this schoo} is quite unsatis- 
factory and this matter has been dealt with at length by 
engineers from the Water Power Branch. 


the roof of this school was repaired recently and 
painted early in September, ‘he Hev. Principal was not 
satisfied with the work and upon inspection part of the. roof 
was found to be spotty. his was brought to. the attention 
of the painters, who repainted part of the roof. 


Authority was given to Patmore Bros. to effect some 
improvements to the urinals and to replacing taps, etc. This 
work is delayed since it was not possible to obtain all parts 
necessary for repairs. ‘he Principal complains that they have 
no hot water, the boiler being all sealed up. the toilets, 
which are about 30 years old, need repairs. This unsatisfactory 
plumbing is very unsanitary and dirty, one toilet being used 
by some forty boys. A report dated. Sept. Sth, 1944 by Mr, 
Hayden, Plumber, was forwarded to the Department together with 
a quotation asking that authority be granted to have the 
necessary repairs done.

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The chimneys at the school were cleaned and certain 
alterations effected when faulty construction in the chimneys 
was tincovered by the chimney sweep. Authority was requested 
for the balance of this work.

Please find enclosed a letter received from 
Rev. Father Kelly, Principal of the above school with 
reference to a sink unit for dishwashing at the above 
school. 


As the Rev. Principal states in his letter, 
dishwashing is done under very unsanitary conditions 
noW. 


I have, therefore, approached several local 
firms to obtain quotations on a monel sink unit, only 
Parks Hardware Ltd. were able to give a quotation, 4 
copy of which is herewith attached. This quotation 
for $293.00 includes only the sink and two drainboards. 
It would still be necessary to purchase water pipes 
and waste line, etc. separately, and the services of 
a reliable plumber should be had to install it. 


Patmore Bros. advise me that they are un- 
able to obtain any sinks at the present time, and 
that no time should be lost in obtaining same. on 
receipt of the sink, they are willing to quote on the 
price of water pipes, waste line and installation. 


I would urge that authority be granted at 
your early convenience for the purchase of the sink 
unit referred to above.

uring our recent inspection ofthe school, Major McKay poimted 
out that the wooffen beds we are now using should be replaced by iron 
ones . We have eleven wooden beds in use. They have no springs and 
only straw mattresses . I would be pleased if you would ask for beds 
and mattresses to replace these. Though we have some three foot beds 
in use we find that the two and half wide by six feet long are more 
Suitable. The narrower Springs fo not have the same tendency to sag as 
the wider ones . 

Of the iron beds in use seventeen have springs that are broken . 
Wwany af these have been repaired by rewiring the sides but have again 
pulled away . If it is possible to get springs withopt buying the 
complete bed it would be well to have some of these replaced . The 
broken springs are not only uncomfortable but are damaging to the 
mattresses and bedding, 

I have been told that some schools were able to get army blankets 
from the War Assets Corporation . We are in™eed of about hundred 
blankets if they are now available .

Dear Sir: 


For some years past we have supplied and installed 
electrical equipment in the Kootenay Residential School. This 
equipment, for the most part, was used for generating electrical 
energy. Despite the fact that only the finest equipment was 
supplied, and, that every effort was made to complete a first 
class installation, results have been very unsatisfactory. You 
have requested that we make a survey of this situation and five 
you a report on the condition of the equipment as it stands, and, 
if possible, the best solution to the problem of supplying ade- 
quate electrical energy to the Kootenay School. 


Our report is as follows - and no attempt has been 
made to mince words. 


The batteries are in deplorable condition. They 
show every evidence of being operated for long periods in a dis- 
charged condition. The high sediment deposit ts now partially 
short circuiting the plates and is due to the fact that they have 
several times been subjected to reverse current from the charging 
generator. In short, if anything like economical operation is 
to be obtained they will have to be replaced. No battery manu- 
facturer ever designed a battery to operate under conditions to 
which these batteries have been subjected. 


The condition of the Lister Diesel engine is truly 
disgraceful. This fine piece of equipment has been so mal- 
treated that it could not possibly give proper service. In 
fact it is doubtful whether the necessary repairs to this en= 
gine would be an economically sound investment. There is 
scarcely a part on the entire machine that does not show evi-e 
dence of careless abuse. The large ten kilowatt Westinghouse 
Generator, while in operating condition, is not the most 
suitable unit for use with the existing switch board equipment. 
This unit and panelboard is far from modern in design and when 
carelessly operated will at times reverse itself to the detri- 
ment of the batteries as noted above,

The four kilowatt generator, which was connected 
to the Petters Diesel engine, 1s in such a dilapidated condi- 
tion that it will not everi operate. Both rotor bearings are 
ruined and the armature is so covered with grine that only 
removal for shop test would determine its condition. 


From the foregoing you can readily see that your 
department has on its hands a considerable amount of equipment 
in very poor condition even though in the last decade it has 
spent thousands of dollars in an effort to provide electrical 
facilities to the school in question. 


You requested that we submit our solution, if 
any, to your problem. We feel we have a solution and submit 
it after considerable thought. We have in it nothing to sell, 
or, are we in any way connected with those that may have, We 
offer this recommendation in the full knowledge that its 
acceptance would remove a definite condition, which has been 
such a continual expense to the department and such an agera=- 
vation to the operators of the school. 


In reasonable proximity to the school building 
there is a source of hydro electric power. In our opinion, 
every effort should be made to obtain electrical energy from 
these lines. Despite the fact that a somewhat larger initial 
cost would be involved, the department would rid itself of 
purchasing and maintaining electrical generating equipment. 


Much stress has been placed of late by both 
Provincial and Dominion Governments on the need of extending 
electrical facilities to rural outlets. The Kootenay Resi- 
dential School is definitely a rural outlet and nowhere does 
there exist a greater need for an abundance of electrical 
energy than at this school. 


Your department saw fit to install electric re« 
frigeration in this building some years ago. Since its 
installation this refrigerator has been in service less than 
fifty percent of the time, for the simple reason that there 
has seldom been sufficient electric current available to 
operate it. In an institution of this kind, refrigeration 
is vitally necessary yet the operators of the school are 
aenied this facility for lack of adequate power,

engine driven pump manually controlled. No water can be ob- 
tained until some person operates the pump. If there was suf- 
ficient electrical energy available, the system could be 
motoriged and automatically controlled, thus supplying an 
abundance of water at all times. With normal water pressure 
the toilets, etc., could be operated satisfactorily. 


We believe your present problem is a matter of 
deciding whether or not to spend a considerable swn of money 
in restoring to operation, a local electrical system of known 
inadequacy and limited life or soundly investing in an abun- 
dance of hydro power for the future. We trust we have given 
you the information you desire,

You will remember that the enclosed voucher 
was discussed with you at the time of your visit in 
this Agency. 


This account was held back because the tower 
on the school was not painted and the painters were 
waiting for good weather to complete it. As the 
weather remained cold, the work was not done, however, 
Father Kelly has agreed to have the school staff do 
the work next summer. 


With reference to the 20 gallons of Mineral 
Spirits to complete the paint work, this was author- 
ized by thts office so as to allow the work to go on 
and I would recommend that it be paid. 


The balance of $77.70 to paint chapel, etc. 
was not authorized, nor even mentioned till later. 
Purchase Order #19563-A authorized painting of the 
main roof of the school at Mr. Patmore's quotation of 
$305.00. This was understood to include the chapel 
roof, woodshed roofs, and basement entrance roofs, 
which are part of the main building and the work was 
done without the question being raised. However, Mr. 
Patmore, who sublet the contract, claimed he had

I Understand that Mr. Patmore has done very 
well on previous work at the school, and he did not 
lose money on this work since he admitted paying 
$300.00 to the painters for this work, leaving him 
only $5.00 profit. 


As you stated that it is the usual practice 
to allow 10% profit on contracts, you might consider 
recommending to the Department that Mr. Patmore re- 
ceive a $25.00 adjustment on his $77.70 claim. TI feel 
confident that Mr. Patmore would be satisfied.

Dear Mr. Boys: 

I find it necessary to take up with you the difficulties we have 
been encountering during the past few months with the water pump in 
this school . 

Since November of '45 we have had three serious breakdowns 
ineluding the present one . I am advised by Mr. Hayden of Patmore Bros. 
and Mr. Knight of Cranbrook Auto Wreckers that it is beyond repair and 


so we have on our hands a serious emergency - 


Before giving what information I have regargiing it I would like 
to point out that the light , heat , and water facilities of this 
scho@l all directly depend on the proper funetioning of this pump . 


This is so because the engine used to operate the generator necessitates 
@ constant stream of water paseing through its cooling system during 
operation . The heating system is hot water and hence the water pressure 
must be maintained or else the furnace will be burned out . As the pump 
in question is both a suction and pressure pump we have to depend upon 
it for drawing the water from the 5000 gallon reservoir and maintain- 
ing it under pressure in the pressure tank . Hence you will see the 
predicament we are in whem it fails us. 

Our most serious breakdown was on Satunday November 24th. From 
Saturday morning until Monday afternoon we had neither water , light ,or 
heat . With the temperature below fevezing that is a serious matter . 

We had the necessary repairs made at our own expense . The base of the 
water chamber was found to be so deteriorated with rust that it was 
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Kootenay Indiané School , 
II Saeary te’ teas! 
almost impossible to weld it . However I had hoped that it would last 
until time for the yearly requisitions at which time I intended to men~ 
tion it. As the matter of installigg more satisfactory lighting equip- 
ment was on hand at the time of the breakdown I prétered to delay the 
question of a new pump tntil later - Since them we have had two more 
breakdowns and our present position is desperate . It is found that two 
of the p&stons are cracked thus rendering it impossible to insert the 
packing 80 4&8 to prevent water escaping « At the present time one of 
the pistons ia entirely out of order and the water pumped by the other 
twe escapes through the third and pressure cannot be raised or maint- 


ained. 
The local fiseid firme mentioned above both say that this is the 


original pwnp installed in the school when it was built in I9T2 .I cane 
not find here any record of its installation but there is probably a 
feference to it in the Vaneouver Office . If , a8 I am told , it has 
been operating since I9I2 , some thirty years » 4% is not surprising 
that it has ceased to function « 

A neme plate on its side gives the following information . Manu- 
factured by Goulds of Seneca Lake,N.Yes and supplied to Fairbanks Morse 
Ltd. with offices in Vancouver and Winnipeg . There is no indication as t¢ 
4ts capacity but Mr. Hayden of Patmore Bros. estimated its capacity at 
2000 gallons per hpur . It ie mannually controlled , belt driven from 4 
7 HePe Petters Diesel Engine . It draws the water approximately 4 quarte1 
of a mile and raises it not more than 15 feet in that distance . The 
water is drawn through a 3'' pipe - Its action is by three pistons » 

5'' in diameter and Tea'' in lemgth, mounted on 4 crankshaft . Bach piseor 
has a seperate intake and exhaust Valve . 
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Due to ats antiquity and the lack of records here that is about the 
gum total of the information I can supply regarding it . On the matter 
of its urgency I do not feel that I cum say too much and the facts are 
here to back up what I say - Were it pessible to do so I would gladly 
wait until the annual requisition for supplies and equipment but the 
present situation is an emergency - I have enquired locally a8 to the 
possibility of renting or borrowing 4 pump to keep us going until a new 
one could be shipped in but none of the local firms carry equipment 
sufficiently heavy to meet our needs . 

T trust you will understand the seriousness of this situation 
and give us your {mmediate cooperation in the matter . 

Assuring you of our constant support and loyalty in the cause

only fire protection at present. 


For the past few weeks the pump has been 
doing a fairly satisfactory job on two cylinders 
only, but its condition ts deteriorating fast. 


I note Mr. Hayden's estimate of the pump's 
capacity at 2000 gepehe, but with the following 
specifications I find the capacity is 10,500 gallons 
per hour if each cylinder fille once with one revo- 
lution of the crankshaft.

With reference to your letter of January 
29th, file 21-155, I have examined the new range at 
the Kootenay Residential School and I find that all 
the parts enumerated in the invoice from General 
Steel Wares Ltd. dated October 5th, 1945 have been 
received and installed. Judging from Mr. Barre's 
letter of January 19th, he was under the impression 
that each of the items in the invoice formed a dif- 
ferent parcel, of which only one had been received. 
Actually all parts were in the parcel upon which 


freight charges were vouchered on October 50th. 
(Voucher No. 234) 


I note an item in this voucher for C.0.D. 
charges $1.85 and I cannot reconcile this item with 
General Steel Wares' invoice for $4.84 for these 
parts. Perhaps an explanation of this item might be 
sought from the C.P-R.-, Vancouver, and for this 
reason I am sending a copy of this letter to the 
Commissioner. Meanwhile I am withholding presenta- 
tion of voucher for General Steel Wares' account. 


The range is now operating well and the 
only part not received 4s the water jacket. This is 
not required because a more satisfactory coil system 
4s being used for hot water supply, but I mention it 
in case this part was paid for in the original voucher, 
in which case a refund would be receivable.

Dear Father Kelly: 


I have your letter of the l2th instent, with 
reference to the situation at the Kootenay School. 


You refer in your letter to the matter of more 
adequate power for the school. Our information is that it would 
cost in the neighborhood of $7,500.00 to connect the school with 
the Last Kootenay Power Compeny, end further, that the scheme 
would be contingent upon the Department being able to make arrange- 
nents with the Department of Transport and we would also be required 
to accept responsibility for the maintenance of the line. You will 
realize that this is a very heavy expenditure, and in view of the 
many demands upon our appropriation, it is simply impossible for 
us to consider it at the present time. However, on the recoumend- 
ation of Commissioner MacKay, we have requested our Purchasing 
Branch to secure a new set of batteries, 


I was interested in noting the many improvements 
that you have made and intend to make at this school, and I trust 
that one of these iuwprovements is the employment of an engineer 
who will properly look after the mechenical plant. While you are 
in no way responsible, the correspondence that we have received 
during recent years indicates that much of the trouble at the 
Kootenay School with the mechanical plant hes been caused by the 
engineer in charge not having the necessary ability to handle the 
plant properly. This statement is further instanced by the 
uecessity for supplying new batteries at this time, ‘The last set 
of batteries was supplied in 1941 and ordinarily should last for 
seven years. As a matter of fact, at schools where batteries 
are properly cared for, they have lasted longer then the term 
mentioned.

UARTER ENDING DiQ EMBER Sist, 1945-6 


The Kootenay Indian Sohool under the efficient 
lesdership of Reverend Gerald Kelly, Osllele, has made very 
steady progress during this quarter.e The pupils are making 
rapid progress in their ¢lass room studies, domestic science, 
and manual training. The tuberevler patients have shown 
very satisfactory improvenents. There has been little or no 
siokness in school during this querter except for five cases 
of measles, one reported on December 17th sand four on December 
29th. Antimeasles serum was used on the contacts and it is 
hoped that this epedemie will reach no crent proportions. 
The pupils are well nourished and their health is carefully 
looked after by Sister Marion Clare. The ppils were vacci- 
nated against small pox, and will be vaccinated against 
tyvhoid as soon as the measles is overe The school is well 
supplied with milk, eegs, vegetables and fruite 


This school carrtes eight pupils in excess of its 
quota. Three Auld children, who do not belong to the 
roserves, will be returned home as soon as the quarantine 
on measles permits, however, this still leaves us short 
of space for twelve pupils from the Columbia Lake and 
Shuswap Reserves wio should be returned to sehool, not 
only for their ow: good but as @ matter of diseipline, 
This matter has been referred to the Department and T am 
awaiting reply before taking any action. 


The fire extinguishers requisitioned for the school 
were finally reoeived, and fire drills are held as per 
reculations. One unseheduled rehenrsal was held at 
6:00 otclock one morning when the new fireman and nicht 
watchman inadvertently \ulled the fire alarm. This proved 
to be a good and sneeessful fire irille In addition to 
the night watehman and fireman, Rev. Father Kelly has 
hiyed » new farm manager, who has good recommendations. 


On my last inapection 1t was noted that good work 
hud been done in rececorating the girls pley room, several 
chaics having suceessfully been reeupholetered with bright 
materialae Kinéergerten tables ard temporery chairs as 
well an other objects have heen fashioned in the Manual 
Training deocartmant. The domestic soience department does 
exoellent work in cooking unbr the direction of Sister 
John anthony and ster Catherine Mary’s cewing class 
produced very good work. fhe pantry and hallway near the 
father's dinine room has also been redecoratzde 


The situation with referenc: to the plumbing at 
the sohool Is attll bad, even thourh som of the toilets 
were temporarily reoaired, flush actions, etc. are so far 
uhobtainable. One urinal near the boys dormitory was put 
in workine créer and all taps were replaced, 
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The situation with regard to power is worse, the 
Lister engine has not been in operation sinee it was 
repaired, having run only for two weeks; the Petters engine, 
whieh is used to pump water, recently broke down, the fuel 
jets being gone. It is now undergoing emergency repairs. 
This jeaves us entirely dependent on the old Otto engine 
whieh through Father Kelly’s ingenuity was “rigged up" to 
pump water. This engine consumes gasoline at the rate of 
nearly a gallon an hour! So that between pumping water and 
oharging batteries which will not held their charge, it is 
pounding away from morn till dark. The Petters engine should 
be repaired in two or three days but the present situation 
emphasizes the gravity of the situation with reference to 
the ¢leotric generating plant as this schoole At my 
request, Mrs John Ward of the Modern tlectrie recently 
submitted a report on this situation and copies of it were 
forwarded to the Commissioner's offices The water pump 
has cocently caused quite a bit of anxiety, it was Leaking 
go badly that it had to be primed before cach pumping. 

It is a very ancient and heavy contraption and it is feared 
that the base is so corroded that it may give out altocether 
for the time being it has been packed with oakum, but it 
may become necessary to call tr a welder to weld on a new 
bases 


As a result of Commissioner MacKay's visit, authority 
was granted to install a new sink unit near the childrens 
dining room. ‘This will prove to be more sanitary and a 
great improvement for which we feel very grateful.

At the sootenay indina school continued pro- 
gre s is being made both in and out of the class room. whe 
children are well cared for and have an excellent record of 
health. A number of replacements have been procured for 
worn ou® beds in both the boys' and girls' dormitories. A 
program of cleaning and painting in the lavatories and several 
changes in plumbing have made for better hygiene, but a con- 
tinued project for redecoration of the basement passage ways 
is urgently needed. secause it was found impossible to procure 
replacement parts, the toilets on both sides of the school are 
still awaiting repairs to seats and flush actions. 


the school is carryin: several pupils above its 
dormitory quota, but more pupils cou .d be accommodated com- 
fortably if some small Low-cost changes were effected. This 
would make possible acceptance of a number of school age children 
from Columbia Lake and shusw.p xeserves upon whose parents pres- 
sure is being applied to have them send their children to school. 


Much trouble h s been experienced in recent weeks

Enclosed herewith please find two copies 
of a letter from Reverend Father Kelly, Principal, 
Kootenay Indian Residential School, enclosing estimates 
of cost of making structural alterations at the school 
to two balconies, with a view to taking them into use as 
preventoriums. At present this space is quite useless 
since it is not heated, and open to the weather. With 
its enclosure by fitting of windows and with installa- 
tion of radiators these two light, well ventillated 
balconies would make ideal preventorium space. On the 
upper floor in the front of the building, they face 
East, catching the morning sunshine, and protected from 
the prevailing South West winds. Utilization of this 
space would release two good sized rooms for junior dor- 
mitories and make possible enrollment of several school- 
age children from reserves in this area who cannot at 
present be accommodated. I enclose a rough sketch of the 
rooms affected (not to scale). In this connection I may 
say that I have been unable to find any plans of the 
school building in the files of this office and I would 
ask thet a set of floor plans be made available to me in 
order to facilitate discussion of such matters as this 
in future.

Dear Mr. Boys: 


You will remember since your recent visitation 
of the school my calling to your attention the matter of 
utilizing the two balconies on the second floor of the 
school for extra dormitory or preventorium space with cer- 
tain alterations being made. il believe this matter was 
desired by the former Principal and during the visit of 
Major Mackay last autumn I pointed out the possibilities 
of using this space which at present is practically useless. 


I have procured the attached quotations on the 
necessary work and considering the asset that this space 
would be to us I think the estimates very reasonable. The 
fitting of the windows and the laying of the floor will be 
done by the manual training class under their director. 


To the attached quotations should be added an 
allowance for painting or rather for the purchase of paint 
for these two rooms, the work in this case also being done 
by the class. It will take about fifteen dollars worth of 
paint for the ceiling, walls and floor of each room, that 
is, thirty dollars worth in all. It would be well if this 
could be allowed for on the same quotation. 


If further information on this or a sketch of 
the plan is needed I will gladly furnish the same.

The tank was installed in 1918; ie badly rusted around 
the rivete and seams and has been leaking. .ffarte to stop these 
leaks by welding were not successful due te the age and condition of 
the metel.

In fact, it might be possible 
by taking it et thet particular point, to force it to the roof 
of the school by gravity. This would create in itself a very 
appreciable rire protection. 


The water situation, due to the breakage in the sort 
water line, is so serious that it is damaging all the plumbing 
in the school and if not attended to in the immediate future, it 
will force the Department to renew 4 great many of the fixtures. 
For instance, the Principal tells me that he has had to replace 
the kitchen jacket heater three times in the last year. 


This is an improvement which is essential for the proper 
management oi the school and I hope that you will include it in 
next year's estimates. As prices have gone up considerably 
since Major McKay had it estimated, it would be better to 
include the sum of 45,000.00 in the budget. 


When the school was built, the specifications called for 
granite staircase for the front of the school but it was poorly 
set up or laid. It is now in fairly poor condition and should be 
reset. I believe that 4500.00 would take care of this 
improvement. 


There are other improvements of a minor nature which 
Principal will proceed to effect and for which he will send, 
due time, accounts to the Department

Dear Major McKay : 

I bkve a very serious transportation problem om hand and 
would like to solicit your advice .As you know we are seven miles from town 
and there isn't any bus service out here . Our only means of transportation 
at the present time is a two-ton truck and that is not very convenient for 
local calls . I am faced with the necessity of byying a car but present 
finances are on the wrong side of the ledger . If you have seen the auditor(s 
report as made in September '46 we have a deficit of some twenty-seven hundred 
dollars . Our present position has not improved . 

The attached quotations are in the lower priced field and I 
would like to present our case to the Dept. for the purchase of such means 
of transportation as they deem necessary . That we must have some transporation 


is beyond question. Placed as we are off the main highway we have no mail 


delivery , nc bread delivery or transportation convenience of any kind. Theee 


are a number of calls every month with sick children . The expense of eslling 
a taxi for these has become quite an item and I always feel it is an injustice 
for us to have to pay such expenses from the per capita allowmmce . Were we in 
good financial standing it would not be so serious but in our present “‘traight- 
ened position it can not be overlooked . 

I am not asking that we be allowed travelling expenses such as 
are granted to Indian Agents. If the Dept, would supply us with the vehiclel 


. 
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feel sure we could meet the expenses of upkeep .« However I do hesitate 
to burden myself with debt by taking on the purchase of it from our 
present funds . 

There is moreover the question of supplying transportation 
to the Cranbrook High School for some of our more worthy pupils . If the 
necessary arrangements can be made with the Dept. I am sure we can have 
five or six here for next yeee who would like to continue High School. 
It seems a pity not to encourage them for we certainly need some intell- 
igent development among theseg Kootenays . If the Dept. will allow their 
continuing in residence beyond the age of sixteen we could accomodate them - 


here and transport them to Cranbrook each day fer their classes . In the 


event of this arrangement influencing the purchase , a station wagon 


would be the more practical, 


I will be pleased to have your recommendations on the

As you are aware, it has not been 
our practice to supply such equipment to 
any Indian Residential Schools. Such pur- 
chases are always made by the school manage- 
ment from their own funds. 


It is regretted that we cannot make 
an exception in the case of the Kootenay 
School. However, in view of Father Kelly's 
remarks about the Hich School students Major 
Davey might comment further on this situation 
when he visits this school.

You will remember from our comversation of last 
week that I mentioned having trouble with the Petters Diesel Bngine 
which drives the water-pump. 

At that time we had the Diesel mechanic from the 
Cranbrook Auto Wreckers examine the engine and he sent the fuel pump 
and injector to the B.C. Equipment Co, in Vancouver . When they were 
returned the engine still wouldn't operate . Further examination shows 
the piston , tings , connecting rod , and main-bearing quite worn and in 
need of re-boring or replacement . 

Th&&# work wan only be done in Vancouver as the local 
ftims have not the fittings for a Pettere engine . It means sending all the 
engine except the wheels and base to Vancouver e The B.C, Equipment Co, 
stétes that it will take from two to three weeks for this re-bkilding . From 
past experience we may expect that this will be considerably longer . 

In the meantime what are we to do for power to operate 
the water -pump % The old Otto Gas Engine is not in condition to maintain a 
stpply of water . It was condemmed some years back as the expense of repairing 
it was considered too great . Do you think it feasible to get a small gas engine 
or a diesel on loan to keep us operating while the Petters is being repaired, 
I do not need to emphasize that our need is urgent as trying to warry on without 
a supply of water is a desperate situation . 

Considering the expense that the Petters has incurred 


during the past and we may trust that the cost of now re-building it will be 
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quate considerable ,I would like to put in a request for a replacement . At 
best it is an old engine that has given a number of years 66 service , just 
how many years I am not in a position to say because I have been unable to 
find any record of its installation .I am writing the B.C. Equipment Co. 
asking for a statement of the estimated cost of repairing it , which estimate 
I Rave asked them to submit to you and to Major McKay . I told them nd to 
proceed with the work until the estimate was a pproved. 

I trust you will give this matter your attention and try 
to secyre for us some means 66 power with the least possible delay ,

The Petters Diesel Engine is out of commission 
and will be shipped immediately to the B.C. Equipment 
Co., Vancouver, B. C. In the meantime the old Otto gas 
engine is maintaining an unsatisfactory supply of water, 
its continued operation due to its mechanical condition 
is very uncertain, it burns about ten gallons of gas per 
day and its operation entails considerable work and worry. 


If there is any possibility of the school pro- 
curing hydro power in the near future, I would recormend 
that this engine be repaired, if not, I would recommend 
that a new engine of Vivian or Lister make be installed.

Dear Mr. Neary + 
Further to our conversation of a few hours ago I thopght 

1 should add a few words of further explanation as to the situation . My 
action in phoning you was probably somewhat unorthodox but I am sure if 
you were here and could see our present predicament you would understand 
that some drasic action had to be taken . We are in the midst of a serious 
flu epidemic with some cases developing into pneumonia - Today we have 
twenty -seven patients in bed . Saturday and Sundgy we had neither light, 
heat,or water « The old gas engine used for water pumping refused to run 
and of course without water we couldn't have the furnaces one The Doctor 
came here Sunday and was ready to take this thing to the highest authority 
he could find . Our nurse and steff were naturally inabaa to cope with the 
situation and the whole affair was pretty drastic . We were able to get 
temporary repairs for the old gas engine and get some water but we still 
had no light Attending these patients in the dark was a bit to much e 

1 nad hoped that we could keep the equipment ppereting unt. 
the appropriation went through for what we should have , the East Kootenay 
power « But the line can't be built in a day and s0 I felt the only thing 
was to get the aveileble unit « The emgineers are here now installing it and 
be evening they sey they will have 4t running . Deo Gratias. 


When the weakdown came Saturday morning we wired Major 


McKay and the reply was that he could do nothing without further specif- 
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ications . That was a bit too much for me and I suppose I said a few 
things to him when I got him on the Phone that he didn't like to hear 
but I felt we had taken it on the chin just about long enough .If his 
home was two and a half miles for the Power Line I am sure it would long 


ago have been connected up . If the Dept, had done that ten years ago 


Pay 
enough money would have heen saved to py for all the engines and repairs 


that have been necessitated in thet time and many of the disageeable 
situations that have artsen between ‘rincippls and the “ept.in that time 
would have been avoided . I know that you understand that as well as I 

do and I do feel sorry that at this Sage when we were assured of the proper 
power within two years this situation had to arise and necessitate a new 
engine installment . However in an emergency one has to do what seems best 
and meet the future when it comes . 

For some time I had been considering sending you a detailed 
report on the conditions of this institution , not only the matter of 
power , but the whole set-up of the school and the reserves which we are 
attempting to serve. I am following with great interest the Bulletins 
which you are publishing and — have set my heart to bring this instit- 
ution up to what it should be . The igngorance , lack of initiative, 
amd in some cases evident misunderstanding on the part of the Indians of 
whht we are tryigg to do for them,is quite appaling here . I would say 
that our Kootenays are about fifty years behind the coast Indians and the 
radical views of some white so-called citizens are raising a situation 
which if not soon remedied will have serious results . The urgent need is 
housing , encouragment and education . The radical ideas of some of these 
poor fellows , who really don't know what they are talking about, is 


astounding . As Mr. Hoey said to the Committee examining the Indian Act 
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in their session of March 6th,'' There is no doubt but that we are 
working in the right direction, but are we working fast enough'',. 

I had hoped that during the recess last summer some of the 
members of the Commission would have paid us a visit. There are enough 
issués here to fill a book . We are not in the class that they term the 
' Bush Indians' and yet we are not with those upon whom white civilization 
has had a good influence . The white influence here is for the greater paet 
the bootleggers .The citizens of Cranbrook just don't accept ys AA aA 
And in the present state of the Indians that is understantable . To bring 
them to their rightfull place will be a long task but we must get started 
without further delay . 

With my sincere appreciation for your assistance in the matter 
discussed this morning and kind cooperation on many past ocassions ,

Installation of Hydro-Pneumatic Tank 
Kootenay Indian Residential Sehool 


Sranbrook, §.C. 


I arrived in Cranbrook at 5 *.i. April 18th, and drove out to 
the school after dinner, I found that the excavation had been completed 
to the bottom of the old 30 foot tank, but on one side only. The other 
side of the tank was partially covered, and this cover was all that was 
preventing the earth under the south end of the garage from caving into 
the excavation, A part of the foundation earth under the northeast 
corner of the garage hed already caved into the excavation. Cracks in the 
adjoining earth, some six feet on the north side of the exeavation at the 
west end of the tank, indicated that a serious cave-in might occur as soon 
as the old tank was lifted and its support removed from under the earth 
wall supporting the garacze. harth wae beginning to run into the excava- 
tion from under the church foundations on the south side of the excavation. 


It was therefore deened advisable to let the old tank remain in 
place end set the new tank in the excavation parallel to, but with ite 
centre jline some four feet south of the centre line of the old tank and 
with the elevation of the bottom of the new tank sume two or three feet 
above the elevation of the top of the old tank. 


To make thie inetallation would necessitete filling the exeavation 
up to the proposed elevation of the bottom of th new tank and not loetell- 
ing the new tank in position until the filled in earth had become well 
settled. It was estimated that one or two months should elapse before 
this settlement was satisfactory, and deemed necessary that in the meantime 
the new tank be pulled into the earage building and conneeted up to the 
water system, 


The above method of procedure met with the approval of Mr. Dunn, 
the indian Agent, and Fatner ‘elly, the principal of the school. The 
latter pointed out that the time of inetallation of the new tank sould be 
deferred until the end of the present school term, some time near the end 
of June, se at thet time with only the staff in attendance, the lose of 
water pressure for tt ay or two necessary to make the tank change over, 
would not be go inconvenient as if made when the school was full of students,

on April 16th Mr. ".H. Snelson left Banff for Cranbrook to 
undertake installation of the new tank in the Residential Sehool, 


On arrivel at Cranbrook on the 16th Mr. Snelson 
discovered that considerable caving-in of the earth supporting 
the garage, and also one wall of the chureh Sehool, had taken 
place subsequent to excavating operations for the placement of 
the new tank, 


In view of conditions as found by Mr. Snelson it 
was decided that a rearrangement should be made regarding place- 
ment of the new tank in order to do away with the possibility of 
any additional weakening of the foundations under the church 
wall and earage. I enclose herewith in triplicate copies of 
Mr. Snelson's memorandum regarding operations at Cranbrook, 
together with pencil sketches of proposals made by Mre Sneleon 
re the finsl installetion of the tank in ite proper position. 
Please note that while at Cranbrook Mr. Sneleo had the new 
tank temporarily inetalled in the earege, and at the same time 
had all necessary pine connections made thereto in order that 
the new tank could be immediately put into use. ur iniorma- 
tion te that the new tank as so temporarily installed is 
functioning properly, 


You will note fron Mr, Sneleon's memorandum that 
ather ‘eliy favours delaying the finel installation of the 
tank in its proper position until the end of the present school 
term when, beiny without water services for a day or two while 
connections are being made will not interfere to eny great 
extent, since only the permanent staff would still be in quertere 
et the echool, At the same time this proposed delay will give 
the newly placed earth in the excavation a chance to settle 
properly and thus provide a much firmer foundation for the tank 
when instelled,

"The present situation is that the institution 
is without water ana light, twenty-seven of 
the pupils are ill, two of them having been 
admitted to the hospitel witr pneumonia. That 
the local health authorities have not ordered 
the school closed down until services are re- 
stored indicates that they are not yet aware 
of the situation,

delay and it would appear that our only 
alternative is to install the most suitable 
plant immediately available locally, this 
being the ‘International’ 34 H.P. diesel, 
costing $2,250.00. and I would so recommend." 


In view of the emergency that existed at the 
school at that time, Colonel Neary, Superintendent 
ot Welfare and Training phoned Wr. Jackson and re- 
ceived verbal authority to authorize the purchase 
and installation of the new power unit.

The unit was 
only used for a short space of time in Kimberley by 
a laundry, which has since gone out of business.

of nandline the ilk supply fron the farm are very inade- 
juate. 


18 you are no doubt aware, the milkine is done, 
under supervision, by the Indian students, and whilst this 
ay appear satisfactory, in all likelihood the dairy cows 
are probably not supplying all the milk that can be ex- 
pected of them. This could be due to excitenent caused 
by inexperienced milkers and also by lack of t) orough 
strioping. In any event I would stronely recommend the 
installation cf a milking machine, which in turn will 
necessitate a power line being brought in to the school. 


After milking the milk is brought over to the 
kitchen, in the basement of the school, filtered into cans 
and put into a storace containing m2aik, veretables, etc. 

As you know milk will readily adopt any edjacent flavours, 
especially warm milk, and even though the milk is placed in 
a gold storage it takes a considerable time to cool down 


to a temperature which prevents the normal growth of bacteria. 
No facilities are provided other than the above, and it is 

a remarkable thing to me that, under these circumstances and 
the method of sailking, no serious outbreak of disease has 
ecourred at the school. 


with these facts in mind I sincerely recomend the 

consturction of a suitable farm dairy of sufficient size to 
accommodate the daily milk supply, which at present is approxi- 
ately 50 gallons per day, in which case a milk house with 
inside dimensions of 12* x 14* would be quite suitable. I am 
forwarding -eiry Circuler Wo.5 under separate cover, issued by 
the Provincial |epartment of Agriculture, which includes 
information and a plan for such a building. 


ith regard to costs it is very difficult to elve 
an accurate estimate for such a building, but providing labour 
can be provided the probable cost of material would be in the 
neichborhood of {150 to $200. In addition the following equip- 
ient would be required,- a suitable boiler for providing live 
steam and heat, a double sink for washing and rinsing utensils, 
a steam cabinet for sterilizing, a surface cooler with water 
pressure connection, and a suitable rack for cans, pails, etc. 
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It would, of course, be hichly desirable to 
pasteurize milk used in such an institution, and in which 
ease an extra room would be required in the milk house. In 
any case 4 milk house of some descrintion is hirhly essen- 
tial and it is with this in view that I am also forwarding 
Dominion Department of Agriculture "ulletin “o.165 on 
Sooline ‘ilk on the Farm and our own Dairy Circular No.36, 
the Care of “ilk on the Farm.

I am enclosing herewith a letter from Mr. G. D. 
Johnson, Provincial Dairy Inspector and Instructor, dated 
Kelowna, May 30th, in connection with the methods used in 
handling our milk supply at the Kootenay Indian Residential 
School. Due to a serious outbreak of Undulant Fever in the 
Cranbrook District every source of milk supply has been 
carefully inspected by B. C. Department of Agriculture In- 
spectors. 


In reply to a letter from Rev. G. F. Kelly, 
Principal of the school here in Cranbrook, March 25th last, 
you suggested full details in connection with the proposed 
construction of a dairy building and I have been endeavour~ 
ing to arrive at an estimate of the cost of this project 
and find it, although a necessity, a rather expensive 
undertaking. 


Mr. Johnson suggests that material for the 
building would be in the neighbourhood of $150.00 to 
$200.00 not counting labour. It is possible that a suit- 
able structure could be erected as a manual training 
project at $300.00. 


A can washing sink, two-compartment with steam 
jet, and a sterilizing compartment complete with necessary 
plumbing could be made by local sheet-metal workers for 
approximately $125.00. 
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The DeLaval Co. of Vancouver quote surface milk 
coolers f.0.b. Vancouver - 350 ibs. cap. @ $77.00. 


A suitable steam boiler 23 H.-P. with injector, 
f.o.b. Vancouver sells @ $336.50. 


An appropriation of around $850.00 will therefore 
be necessary to complete this project. 


As the Dairy Inspector has warned us of the 
eminent danger, any milk bourne epidemic occurring at the 
school would be our responsibility as the present methods 
of milk handling are definitely inadequate. 


Further to all this expense an adequate supply 
of running water is not available. This brings the St. 
Joseph's Creek pipeline project 4nto the picture, and as 
the new diesel power unit and installation of the new 
hydro pneumatic tank will cost more than the specific 
amount of $2,400.00 for the purchase of new equipment and 
repairs allotted this year, the new dairy building would 
appear to be impossible. 


I would suggest that after over twenty-five 
years the utilities of the school have now reached a 
point where extraordinary expense to maintain adequate 
facilities for a further number of years has become a 
necessity.

I am forwarding Mr. Indian Agent Dunn's letter 
of June 10th and enclosure referred to therein in 
connection with the proposed construction of a dairy 
building at the Kootenay Indian Residential School at an 
estimated cost of $850 to the Department for materials and 
equipment. 


Although an amount of $2,270 has already been 
spent for the purchase of a new diesel power unit, an 
expenditure of $800 will be required in connection with 
the installation of a new water pressure tank, and the Rev. 
Principal is pressing strongly for renewal of the St. 
Joseph's Creek pipeline, the fact that the dairy facilities 
at the school have been the subject of inspection by an 
official of the Provincial Department of Agriculture who 
has reported adversely and pointed out the imminent 
possibility of a serious outbreak of disease leads me to 
believe that the Department would be well advised to approve 
the expenditure above mentioned if funds can be made avail-~ 
able. 


It would appear to me that the equipment and 
facilities at the Kootenay Residential School are such 
that if possible a supplementary appropriation should be 


made this year.

Dear Mr. Dunn : 
Further to our discussion regarding the St. Joseph's 


Creek pipeline and the enquiry of the Bept. as to its urgeney , I 
would like to point out that it is second only to the necessity of 
the power unit for light . Certainly we head to have the power unit 
as we cannot operate in the dark ,but when the appropriation of 
$2400 was made for new equipment and repairs for the current year 
no one could foresee that the new engine would have to be purchased, 
I think it is quite unfair that we in this year should have to take 
the blame for the mistakes of others in past years when the Lister 
Diesel engine was purchased . If anything may be classed as an om- 


ergency expenditure surely the necessity of the new engine may be so 


classed and should therefore be provided lover and abowe the current 


appropriation . If I might make a comparison ,supposing we had a fire 
causing five thousand dollars damage ,gccording to present reasoning 
repairs could not be made because the current appropriation only 
allows for twenty four hundred dollars « It is the same in this case . 
As I understand it appropriations are based on evident repairs and 
replacements . This pipeline has been repeatedly asked for io the 
past five years . I see it mentioned in correspondence as far back 

as '4I . When Major McKay visited here shortly after my arrival two 
years ago he told me that the expenditure of this money for the pipe- 


line had already been approved of and assured me that we could expect 
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II 
action on it as soon as the pipe was available, At that time due to 
war restrictions it was not available. I understand that it now is . 
If I had the capital with which té@ do it I would put it in 
myself begeuse in five years time it would pay for itself in the 
saving of soap and water softening chemicals. It has been pointed out 
again and again and lastly by our recent boiler inspector , Mr Halsall, 


the great advantage the soft water would be in our stéam boiler and 


heating system. Soap and water sof tenegrfor the past year cost us twelve 


hundred and frty-seven dollars , Over one hundred dollars a month ,just 
about double what it should be if we had the soft water . And even with 
that expenditure the results in washing and keeping the children clean 
are far from good . If I was asking for some new installation I could 
understand the hesitancy of the Dept. ,but when the buildees of this 
institution had the foresight to install this water supply ,it doesn't 
seem so extraordinary that the woodden pipe should rot and need to be 
renewed .

With reference to your letter of May 30th in 
which you requested I discuss the matter of deferring 
proposed repairs to the above-noted water supply line 
with the Rev. Father Kelly, Principal of the school. I 
am enclosing a letter from the Rev. Principal and as 
you will perceive he is dismayed that there may be fur- 
ther delay in this matter. 


The Rev. Principal is dismayed with the pro- 
spect of another year without adequate water supply, 
inconvenience and expense in renewing burnt out heating 
coils and stopping of supply lines due to the hard 
domestic water, not to mention the added expense of 
soap and softeners, as well as additional fuel to run 
the water pump. 


I would suggest that the Surveys and En- 
gineering Branch approach this matter with a view to 
supplying much needésoft water and at the same time 
consider an intake approximately one mile from the 
school that would not only provide adequate supply of 
running water, but would also provide a permanent 
head of water under sufficient pressure to give ade- 
quate fire protection for the main school building, 
barn and outbuildings. The supply of chemicals on 
hand would be of little avail in a fire of major pro- 
portions.

A preliminary estimate of cost, for a pipeline 
approximately 1400 feet in length, to convey water from St. 
Josephs creek to the school building, amounting to %5,000.00, 
is attached hereto. 


This scheme would make no use whatever of the old pipe- 
line which leaks in so many places that it would not be economical 
to attempt to salvage any part of it. 


The Hypo=—chlorinator would be placed on that portion of 
the line that would convey water to the laundry. It would be 
proportional and would operate only when the laundry was in 
operation. It is not considered necessary to chlorinate that 
portion of the water supply that would be used for the boilers, 
stock-watering, or irrigation. 


The water surface in the proposed forebay in St. Josephs 
ereek would be 25 feet above the ground surface at the school building 
or 30 feet above the basement floor where the laundry machinery is 
located, or 28 feet above the large laundry tubs. 


The proposed 6" pipeline would, therefore, deliver 450 U.S. 
gallons per minute, or approximately 1 c.f.s. to the Laundry; or 
400 U.S. gallons per minute for irrigation purposes at ground level. 
Static pressure at the laundry would be approximately 12.0 p.sei. 


The above estimate is based on the assumption that a power 
shovel could be obtained locally to do the excavating and back-filling 
work, and on pipe prices as obtaining in July 1947. 


Recent advices from wood pipe manufacturing firms in Vancouver 
quote six to eight months for date of delivery after receipt of order. 
It is recommended that the materials required be ordered immediately 
and that local firme having ditching shovels be contacted to insure 
that the work could be done immediately upon receipt of the materials.

funds should be required, it should be treated the same way as 
any other special assistance, provision being made, of course, 
in the estimates. 


AS you are aware, the estimates for the current year 
provided for a fefrigeration unit and rerairs to farm buildings 
at a cost of $2,400.00, However, the Department found it 
necessary to spend $2,285.79 for a diesel engine and faced an 
expenditure of $2,400.00 in connection with the installation 
of a hydro-pneumatic tank. They also approved of an expenditure 
of §850.00 for a dairy building and an additional amount for the 
water supply line. When you add to this the $1500. for boiler 
repairs you will see that the original provision has been con- 
siderably exceeded, at the expense of other schools. 
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Oct. 23, 1947. 


Under the circumstances I am of the opinion that the 
Derartment will be unable to meet this additional demand, 
and if the school is unable to maintain the line, I can 
only suggest that they abandon the telephone. 


If funds were avsilable, the lack of detail in your 
submission would heave mede it impossible to secure authoriza- 
tion without referring it back to you. Detailed estimates, 
including labour, are required.

I wish to again bring to your attention the un- 
satisfactory condition of the above mentioned service in 
that many of the poles supporting this service line need 
replacing or resetting. 


In a letter of August 20th, Mr. C. E. Fisher, 
District Manager, Kootenay Telephone Company, Nelson, B. 
C., stated as follows: "Service is given on the condition 
that "Subscriber owns and maintains the private line from 
coil on pole 138/21", the instrument and equipment belongs 
to the Kootenay Telephone Company". 


This telephone line was apparently installed by 
the C. P. R. during construction of the Crows Nest Pass 
Railroad in connection with hospitalization of their con- 
struction crew at the old St. Eugene Mission Hospital. 

The line was taken over when our Kootenay Indian Residen- 
tial School was constructed after being abandoned when the 
St. Eugene Hospital was moved to Cranbrook. 


The Kootenay Telephone Company at present is un- 
willing to estimate cost or undertake repairs but made a 
survey of the situation. Mr. D. Miller, Local Manager, 
reports that at least 30, No. 3, butt-treated poles at a 
cost of $4.00 each will be necessary; other poles will be 
satisfactory if reset. 
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Obviously communication between the School, St. 
Mary's Reserve and the City of Cranbrook is a service that 
should be maintained. The operators of the school are 
naturally loath to meet this major expense, which may cost 
between $400.00 and $500.00. In the meantime this tele- 
phone service is threatened with every heavy wind.

In the past year the question of repairs to 
these toilets has come forward on a good many occasions 
and in each case Mr. Patmore was in touch with one hardware 
dealer or another in an attempt to obtain parts to repair 
the present installation. Mr. Patmore has had both Crane 
and Mc & Mc agents call at the school, both of these Agents 
had given us some hope. Mr. Patmore today informs me that 
the whole case of obtaining parts is apparently hopeless 
and that he is also unable to quote or supply new units. 


Mr. Patmore has four second-hand overhead tank 
units removed from the Cranbrook Public Building. He has 
assured me that costs will be kept to a minimum but is un- 
willing to quote cost of labour, which will be the only 
major expense involved. These second-hand tanks appear to 
me to be the only possible relief to be obtained in the 
near future. I can see no reason why they should not work 
satisfactorily as a temporary measure and have asked Mr. 
Patmore to install the four tanks immediately.

Before the tubes of No. 2 boiler could be 
removed, the rear brick wall had to be removed. This 
brickwork and all other brickwork on both boilers was 
beyond repair and arch plate and side wall bricks had to 
be renewed. This brickwork amounts to $215.00, 


The original estimate on the second-hand 
boiler tubes was $690.00, the new tubes adding $300.00 
to the cost. The Cranbrook Foundry account for $1,892. 
plus $116.05 for work done by Patmore Bros. brings cost 
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to $2,008.05, deducting $300.00 extra for the new tubes 
and $215.00 for brickwork leaves a net of $1,493.05 on 
the original estimate of $1,500.00 as submitted by the 
Cranbrook Foundry. 


If necessary, I could have the Cranbrook 
Foundry incorporate Patmore Bros. account to cover re- 
pairs to school boilers under one voucher. 


The condition of No. 1 and No. 2 heating 
boilers is now satisfactory and with reasonable care of 
brickwork in firing, these boilers should give efficient 
service for many years.

The attached Voucher No. 411 in favour of 
Patmore Bros. covers repairs to No. l heating boiler 
at the Kootenay Indian Residential School. Some two 
years ago Mr. Patmore was asked to renew a burnt out 
elbow and tee joint but was unable to complete this 
work due to lack of material. 


When it became apparent that renewal of 
tubes in No. 2 heating boiler would be delayed until 
after opening of school for the fall term, Mr. Patmore 
was pressed by this office to complete the repair work 
on No. 1 boiler. An early cold snap developed before 
this work was accomplished and the Rev. Principal was 
unwilling to fire up No. 2 boiler, which was undoub- 
tedly in poor condition but capable of heating the 
school. Fortunately,warmer weather developed after 
two or three days and No. 1 boiler was repaired by Mr. 
Patmore before another cold spell. 


Repairs to No. 2 boiler have since been 
completed by the Cranbrook Foundry and with the re- 
newal of main arch and brickwork is now operating ef- 
ficiently. No. 1 boiler was leaking quite badly at 
the tube ends but these tubes have been secured. One 
or two minor adjustments have yet to be made and on 
their completion I will report on the condition of 
both boilers.

I have been corresponding with Father Plourde regarding 
this years estimates and particularly the bui Iding of the “ast koote 
enay Power line e said the che@f obstacle was the fact that a new 
Yiesel was installed here la “pring at a cost of twenty-two hundred 
and some dollars and that it was the mind of the Dept. that we should 

e it for at least another year ., When I asked for its installation 
I knew it would be a stumbling block to the introduction of what we 
should have but in the emergency what else could we do 7 However the 
Dept. need not los 1y money on the installation. I am prepared to 
pay the full cost price of the Diesel if it can be released any time 
within the calendar year '48, These engines are in great demand among 
the lumber companies here and I have the promise of a local operator 
that he will take it off my hends any time within the next year . On 
the other hand I hope to have a sqw-mill operating here within a short 
time and could put it to use ourselves . Naturally if the engine runs 
much over qa a year the Dept is going to lose money on deterioration 
but if this matter can be kept in this years estimates the above offer 
stands . 

Ths# would reduce the price of the power line from eight 
thousand two hundred to six thousand which should be sound business, 
If it will facilise matters I will be glad to draw up 4 contract to 
the above effect immediately becsuse I know I can dispose of the 
Diesel engine without suffering loss and at the seme time dispose of 
the magor headache of this whole seteup. I am sure there is no need to 
rehearse what has already been sdad many times that our whole program 
of schocl activity is being hampered by this lack of subsantial power, 
Your excellent pub ication , The Indian School Bulletin , encourages 
us to introddce extra curricular activity and to bring our school up 
to modern standards in every phase of education but who can do that 
under such an antiquated system as we have here ? Children who are 
burdened with ironing clothes with sad-irons , peeling potaotes , 
polishing floors by hand , milking cows by hand and the other host of 
mannual duties which we now have in the manintenance of the institution, 
have little time for real education . Give us a supply of A.C. power 
and we will give in return a school secon@ to none in the frovince, 


Do you think it would help matters if I sent an offer 
to buy the Diesel engine,as stated above , direct to the Treasury 
Branch? If you would advise it ,to whom should I adress the letter 
I would be very plessed to hear from you on this matter.

Kootenay Indian Residential School: 


Plans are well advanced for the installation of fire 
hydrants and hose in the school. The present fire protection 
consists of pyrene and foamite digpensers which are not 
considered adequate. 


It is expected that pipe will be on hand before frost 
is out of the ground for the installation of a renewal of the 
old soft water line from St. Joseph's Creek, A chlorinator will 
be installed on this line to counteract any contauination that 
may enter the creek, 


The boilers at the school have been overhauled during 
this quarter and are now giving satisfactory and efficient service. 


Materials to repair toilets in the boys’ lavatory have 
proved unobtainable and four second-hand overhead tank units have 
been installed. This temporary installation has proved satisfactory. 


The tev. Principal has instailed, at his own expense, 
an electric potato peeler and an electric mincing machine, which 
have eliminated many hours of tedious work for the pupils. 


Material is now on hand ror the construction of 4 modern 
dairy building of hollow cinder brick construction with steam 
boiler, can washing and sterilizing equipment. The old method of 
milk handling in the main school building being considered 
unsanitary by Provincial Dairy Inspectors, 


Power facilities are inadequate at this school and it 
is hoped that arrangements for the acquisition of nearby hydro 
electric power will be made in the near future, that the utilities 
of the school may be placed on an efficient basis.

As we understand Kootenay School has no fire 
protection at the present time, we suggest that this 
installation should be made as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be completed.

Repeated requests have been made over @& number 
of years for @ unit to supply hot water during the months 
when the furnaces are not in use. With the advent of Spring 
we are again faced with this handicap which i 
serious one. While the furnaces are in use wa 
ing and domestic use is heated by a coil in the firebox of 
No. 1 boiler. However when this boiler is not fired, and 
in a few more weeks this will be the case, we are left 
without any hot water.

At the same time we cannot con- 
tinue under the present arrangement. Bathing children in 
cold water is both unsanitary and dangerous to their 
health. When that water is both cold and hard it becomes 
an ordeal. 


If at all possible please rush this matter 
through so that by the middle of April when we no longer 
have need of the furnaces, we will have a unit suitable 
for our hot water supply.

With reference to Mr. Indian Agent Dunn's 
letter of March 23rd attached I should appreciate being 
advised what action the Department proposes to take with 
regard to the provision of hot water facilities for the 
Kootenay Residential School. 


This matter was the subject of correspondence 
last year, reference my letter of July 3rd, at which time 
it was suggested that boiler No. 43794, B.C., surplus to 
requirements at the Kamloops Residential School, be shipped 
to the Kootenay school in lieu of the supply of a hot water 
heater but Departmental approval of this suggestion was not 
received and no action was taken presumably for the reason 
that the boilers and heating and plumbing installations at 
the school were subsequently investigated by Mr. W. H. Snelson 
of the Surveys and Engineering Branch, Banff. Not having 
received a copy of any reports submitted by Mr. Snelson, I 
do not know what recommendations he made but feel that early 
consideration should be given to the provision of domestic 
hot water facilities at the school.

A total of $414.13 has already been expen- 
ded for equipment and $233.50 for cement and cinder 
blocks. The lumber for completion of this building - 
shiplap, shingles, windows, doors, etc., will cost 
$286.06 and we will still be without a chimney or funds 
for plumbing in connection with the water Supply, 
drainage and connecting up the steam boiler, 


Altogether costs of materials and equipment 
will be 50% higher than the original estimate and a 
further grant of $250.00 will be required to complete 
this building. 


This dairy building will be of permanent 
construction in keeping with structure of adjacent 
school building with all labour costs, exclusive of 
plumbing, being the responsibility of the school and I 
would recommend that this additional expenditure be ap- 
proved.

"The present system is inadequate and the water 

ie herd. It is understood that a now system is to be in- 

stalled as soon as the materials required are available. 


"SANITARY CONDITI NS: 


“The automatic flush toilets in the school are 
defective in almost every case. The Principal informs me 
that he has had a plumber out at the school on a number 
of occasions but only a very temporary improvement was 
accomplished. 


“The kitchens, lavataries, boiler room, etec., 
were clean, The boys playroom was rather dirty and the 
floor in this room required repairs. In one spot the floor 
hed given way. 


"MAINTENANCE OF BUILDING: 


"In addition to the repairs to the floors in the 
boys playroom and the repair or replacement of the flush 
toilets previously mentioned there are two major require- 
ments in the maintenance of the building. The exterior 
Walls of the building heve cracked badly, apparently 
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due to en carthquake which was experienced in this area 
geveral years ago. These cracks should be pointed with 
a water proof material immediately in order to prevent 
the seepage of rain and water from melting snow which 
will cause irreparable damage. The stairs which form 
the main approach to the building are in euch bed 
condition that they are almost unusable.

A few days ago I wrote you to acknowledge the 
receipt of my final cheque on my retirement as Medical officer 
in the Indian Department. 


I am now asking for information to whom I should 
address a letter in which a request is made to supply the In- 
dustrial School at The St. Eugene Mission at Cranbrook with an 
efficient electric supply, or perhaps you would be good enough 
to direct this letter to its proper destination. 


I understand that Father Kelly who is in charge 
at the School has already introduced the subject. 


\t the present time the school generates electric- 
ity by a Diesel machine. It is inadequate and obsolate. 


A high tension line stretches from the power plant 
at Bull River to Kimberley and passes about a distance of three 
miles from the Mission. 


In an interview here with the Power Commissioner 
I learn that to gxtake electricity from this source direct to the 
School would require the outlay of an expensive transformer 
equipment. The Conmissioner swgested it would be more feasible 
to obtain electricity from the City of Cranbrook which also gets 
its supply from the Zast Kootenay Power Company. 


The St. Bugene Mission is about five miles from 
Cranbrook. An efficient supply of electricity to the School 
would in many ways be a tremendous asset to the School. It is

In accordance with a request from this office, one of 
our western representatives inspected the domestic hot water 
services at the above and his report may be oriefly summarized 
as follows. 


Owing to progressive deterioration of some items of 
heating equipment, the school has no satisfactory means of heat- 
ing domestic hot water for summer service. In the report a 
number of items relative to the heating and plumbing systems 
were noted. 


Since the Donald Inspection Company have been charged 
with making a complete survey covering all phases, it is felt 
that no action should be taken, with reference to the mechanical 
services in general, until their report and recommendations are 
received, except for the work required to provide a method of 
heating water for domestic purposes. 


It is recommended, therefore, that a high test jacket 
heater be provided and installed in accordance with the following 
specification as soon as possible. 


One only high test cast iron square sectional jacket 
heater having a capacity to heat 1200 gallons of water 
per hour through 4a 25° temperature range.

Further to our conversation of this afternoon I would 
lite to take up the matter of proposing certain changes in the 
paint contractor in conjunction wihh the Kootenay Paint Co, 


I understand that their contract called for definite 
work on the exterior of the building plus painting the stoom 
windows . On the basement floor of the building these windows 
fit on the outside and thus being exposed to the weather need 
this attention . However on the first , second , and third floors 
these storm windows fit on the inside of the present windows and 
not being exposed to the weather hardly seem in need of attemtion. 
You will remember from our examination of them that they are in 
good condition and the varnish stain on them does not show any 
serious signs of deterioration or checking . There are in all 
one hundred and two of these windows . 


Kootenay Paant “A., and which I would be glad if you wpuld take 

up with the Dept.)if you deem it advisable,is to have interior 
painting done instead of doing the storm windows . The mangger 

of the Faint Co estimated the labor involved in doing these one 
hundred and two windows and said he would be willing to apply 

a coat of sizing and two coats of ppéms paint to the main corridor 
of the building which measures 96 X IO X 8 feet instead of doing the 
windows if such was agreeable to the Dept. He figured that the 

labor on either job would be approximately equal . You are acquainted 
with the present condition of the main corridor and I'm sure will 
agree that it is definitely in need of attention. I understand from 
members of the Staff who were here at the time that it was done in 
'38 or '39 with Muresco and has not been touched since . As the 
Muresco Ban not be washed it has in that time taken on a consider- 
able coating of dust and disfigurements of various kinds .

While I appreciate very much having the exterior of the 
building being renovated and I'm sure you will agree that it has 
taken on a decided improvement in appearance , + do feel that this 
slight change in the contract would be a definite advantage to the

I am enclosing a letter from the Rev. G.F. Kelly, 
Principal of the Kootenay Residential School, which in 
itself is self-explanatory. A coat of varnish on the 
storm windows would improve them considerably but as 
Father Kelly states this work is not essential at this 
time. 


The main corridor mentioned is poorly lighted 
and the buff walls do not improve this situation. Pur- 
ther to painting the corridor, Father Kelly intends to 
hire the Kootenay Paint Contractors to paint the walls 
and ceiling of the new classroom at his own expense. 


The new slassroom is well lighted, the old double 
desks have been cut to individual desks and they have 
been sanded, stained and varnished, the floor has been 
cleaned, stained and varnished. New blackborards and 
wainscoting installed, but the walls and ceiling are in 
poor condition. 


I am in agreement with Father Kelly that the 
painting of the hall and classroom is more important at 
this time and trust you may be able to concur. I would 
also respectfully request that the following expense of 
materials required be borne by the Department if at all 
possible.

$10.00 per pupil monthly was authorized for transporta- 
tion of pupils from the Kootenay Residential School to 
attend Cranbrook High School during the academic year. 


The Cranbrook School Board contend that 
increased cost of Class A drivers for their bus has 
necessitated an increase in charge per pupil transported 
and that the charge of $15.00 per pupil is required to 
meet actual expense of maintaining this transportation. 


No mention has been made regarding per 
capita cost of tuition fees in connection with admission 
of these Indian children to the Cranbrook High School.

The following has been received from Mr. Cornish 
in connection with the completion of the above projects 


"Ag mentioned in my letter of December 6th, it was evident- 
ly the original intention to use an existing line to con- 
vey soft water through the school building to the laundry. 
This proved to be impossible without polluting the domestic 
supply. Consequently a new 4" line will be recuired across 
the building. Since the available head is low and sime the 
chlorinator requires an operating pressure of 10 p.s.i. it is 
necessary to use 4" pipe rather than a smaller diameter which 
might be ouite satisfactory apart from the high friction loss. 


"I am attaching hereto the original of a tender received 
from Patmore Bros., Cranbrook, covering mterial and labour 
for the plumbing and pipe fitting work within the school. 

This firm has done all the recent plumbing work at the school 
and is familier with the maze of pipework in the building. If 
their bid is accepted they will start work avproximately two 
months after date of acceptance as they expect to obtain the 
material in that time. From enouiries made, it is very doubt- 
ful if we could get delivery on our own order before the end 

of the fiscal vear. I recommend that Patmore Bros. tender for 
the wr be accented.

"Ag mentioned in my letter of December 6th, it was evident- 
ly the original intention to use an existing line to con- 
vey soft water through the school building to the laundry. 
This proved to be impossible without polluting the domestic 
supply. Consequently a new 4" line will be required across 
the building. Since the available head is low and sime the 
chlorinator requires an operating pressure of 10 p.s.i. it is 
necessary to use 4" pipe rather than a smaller diameter which 
might be auite satisfactory apart from the high frictian loss. 


"T am attaching hereto the original of a tender received 
from Patmore Bros., Cranbrook, covering mterial and labour 
for the plumbing and pipe fitting work within the school.

watchman. His reply was es follows: 


(1) Allowance must not be pei’ to @ p esent 
member of the staff. 

(2) Allowance must be paid only to schools 
whieh ere certified by an engineer as subject 
to svecial uanger by fire. 


In the case of the Kootenay Residentiel School, 1 note 
the following statement contained in the re ort submitted to 
us by Donald Inspection Limited in connection with their 
inspection of the Kootenay Kesidentiel Sel ool on llth September, 
1948:

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"In addition to this, there should also be an 
elevated water tank of not less than 20,000 ge llons 
capacity. At present « smell air pump pumps pressure 
to a tank which has been buried in the ground. So long 
as it is only used for domestic purposes there should be 
no trouble, but should you heve « fire and any quantity 
of water is taken from this tank, the pressure is dropped 
end no water will be evailable for fire fighting purposes." 


In view of this report which was made by an engineer, 
it would appear thet the Kootenay Residential School might 
be considered as one at which an allowance could be mede 
towards the salary of the night watohman during the months 
mentioned in the first part of my letter. 


However, when we ellow a grant for a night watchman 
et one school, we generally receive similer requests from 
other schools, and consequently before replying to the 
Principal of the Kootenay Residential School, we wouldlike

Since my visit to Ottawa I have been to the 
Kootenay Indian Residential school at Cranbrook and had 
quite a chat with the Sisters and Principal, Rev.Father Kelly. 
The main topic of conversation was, of course, the possibility 
of having this school connected with the ast Kootenay Power 
line at the Wasa substation. 


You will recall that in our Estimates we have 
the sum of $8,100 for this purpose, together with an item for 
$2,000 to effect the minor improvements to the school wiring, 
etc. I really feel it is imperative that the school get the 
benefit of Hast Kootenay Power. The present arrangements for 
ironing, which are really pathetic, should be replaced and 
other electrical services which are not possible under the 
present system provided. I am quite sure we can utilize the 
oresent diesel engine which generates power at present to good 
advantage elsewhere. 


This letter is merely to remind you of this 
matter and in the hope that it will remain in the Estimates 
and enable us to go ahead with this much needed improvement 
at as early @ date as possible.

For your personal information I may say that we 
included an amount of $10,000.00 in the main appropriation 
for the fiscal year 1949-50 for the purpose mentioned, 

Our estimates have not yet been epproved by Parliament, 
but I feel certain that the amount will be allowed. 


However, on reviewing our file, I found your letter 
of 28th August, 1948, enclosing a copy of a letter addressed 
to Superintendent Dunn from the bast Kootenay Power Company, 
Limited.

We recently received e request from Rev. 
G.F. Kelly, 0.M.I., Principal of the Kootenay 
Residential School, for an allowance towards the 
salary of a night watchman. In connection with 
the request, I may say that the Deputy Minister 
has ruled as follows: 


(1) Allowance for a night watchman must 
not be paid to a present member of 
the staff. 

(2) Allowance must be paid only to schools 
which are certified by an engineer 
as subject to special danger by fire. 


Wewrote to Indian Commissioner Arneil and 
he has recommended that we make an allowance towards 
the salary of a night watchman, due to the fact that 
one of the Departmental engineers recently reported 
that there is a fire hazard at the Kooteney School. 
We presume from the contents of Father Kelly's letter 
that the man employed is not one of the regular members 
of the staff. 


In view of the above, it has been decided 
to allow $60.00 a month towards the salary of a night 
watchman at the Kootenay School for the period lst 
January to 30th April, 1949. For your informetion I 
may say that at schools where an allowance is made 


oeeed 
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towards the salary of a night watchman, it is,our 
usual practice to make this payment from 1st October 
to the following 30th April. However, as Father 
Kelly's letter stated that the night watchman only 
commenced duties on lst January, 1949, we are only 
making ellowance for four months. 


Before the next heating season commences 
if you consider conditions warrant such assi stance, 
you should apply in September for an allowance 
towards the salary of a night watchmen for the period 
lst October, 1949, to 30th April, 1950.
